I net Harry Sacre about an hour before the tourna- 
nent actually started, not knowing ve ould be oppo~ 
nents nonents later, He told me how he detested 
players' exchanging pawns and pieces early and rapidly 
in a chess gate. He considered then as players look- 
ing for an early draw, I replied that I didn't believe 
in exchanging pieces or pawns early or othervise in 
hopes of a draw, but that I should, if the garie should 
proceed in such = nanner that I ought to nake exchan- 
pes, As it was, our conversation ended on the note 
that he hoped he net opponents who tried to play with 
their nieces and vawns left on the board as much as 
possible, low, as you Imow, on the first round of the 
cayS activities we found ourselv s matched against 
each other—and that's how the veculiar gane arose, 

I tried to vlay Harry's way and alnost lost by doing 
so, as he had a monumeital king-side attact against 
ne—until he "took a piece"} I don't believe any 
other comment is necessary,

“eeCOMPUTOR CHESS* 
By DAVID FORTHOFF mR 
Berkeley 


Model digital comuters have invaded, the ranks. of 
chess nlayers. Sone li. I. T. stucents have develoved 
& chess-playing rrogran that has e« USCF rating of 
1650, A conputer instructed by this vrogran recently 
fought a nunber of ganes at the University of Calif- 
ornia at Berkeley. The comvuter was actually at 
Stanford, and the noves were nade by teletype.

The conputer startet off by beating Professor Maurer, 
who vronote’ the match, Then it »nlayed Davi" Forthoffer 
and was mated in 29 noves. Stephen Spencer, & strong 
expert and : ew York State Junior me acer was next. 

He gave the computer odds of the “ueen's Knight and 
nated it in 24 noves. fter these tvo de efeats, the 
conputer played well against George Kane, an export. 
Kane went in for a sreculative attack which did not 
cone through well. ‘The entgane was drawn, Finally, 
the corputer played vorris ‘leaver. After losing a pawn 
in the orening, the cornputer broke dow, and the game 
could not be continued. 

People often wonder how a connvuter can play chess 
The conruter works with nunbers, so how can it nanivu- 
late chess pieces? ‘The computer sinply treats a chess 
piece as a particular nunber;, e.g., a white Pawn nay be 
+1, 2 Black Pawn -—1, a ‘hite Queen +2, etc. The board 
is represented by GL: nenbory cells, with each cell con- 
taining the number corresronding to the piece on the 
square thet the cell represents. By looking at whot 
nunbers are in which cells, the conputer can figure out 
whet pieces nay ove where, Workin along these lines 
the conputer thinks ahead several noves and evaluates 
all of the sene rated nositions. It evaluates the nosi- 
tion on tre basis of reterial, ~awn structure, how close 
nieces are to the center, and how close the Kins is to 
the corner. It has no way of judging the strenth of an 
attack, and is a notorious parn-grabber, 

The covnuter's play is alnost entirely oriented toward 
tactics, It catches nost two- and three-nove conbina-— 
tions consisting of exchanges and crecis, It also con- 
siders vins in its analysis, but it is very weak against 
fork It recognizes that bad things will haven because 
of a rarticular fork, but it will not look for noves to 
rrevent it. It waits until the fork is about to occur 
in the gane, then frantically (/) looks for a defense, 

As far as strategy goes, the corruter tries only to 
build uv in the center, It has no concept of the velue 
of 2 King-side or Queen-side assault. If the ceuter is 
blocked, it ‘rill just :ove its pieces around in the 
center, waiting for sonething tactical to hapnen. The

EDITORS' NOTE: ‘The following is an exact transcrip= 
tion of the official laws governing tournament and 
match play which have either been recently amended 
or which would be likely to be unknown to chess 
players. 


article XIII: Recording of Games. 

. Section ii. If, extremely pressed for time, a 
player is obviously unable to meet the requirements 
of section No. i above /to record each move/, he should 
nevertheless endeavor to indicate on his score sheet 
the number of moves made. As soon as his time-trouble 
is over, he must immediately complete his record of 
the game by writing down the omitted moves, However, 
he will not have the right to claim a draw on the basis 
of Article XIII, No. iii [by repetition of position/, 
if the moves in guestion were not recorded in confor- 
mity with the stipulation of section No. i above, 


article XVI: Resumption of an Adjourned Game, 

1. Wher the game is resumed, the position imnedi- 
ately before the sealed move shall be set up on a chess 
board, and the time used by cach player at the time of 
adjournment shall be indicated on the clocks, 

ii. The envelope shall be opened only when the 
player having the moved (the player who must reply to 
the sealed moved is present. That player's clock shall 


be started after the sealed move has been made on the 
chessboard.

Anyone who wants to play the Sicilian must be constantly aware 
that one cannot afford to play routinely. Each move must aim at estab” 
lishing aggressive formations. 

The Sicilian is a declaration that Black is going to cede a little 
space so as to usurp the initiative. Carefully though about tactical 
lines are absolutely necessary. The penalty is a king hounded off the 
board. 

In this game Black plays his pieces out without much thought. He 
heard a rumor that development was good for the soul, but now he must 
make his confession.

[With the following letter Scaccic Voice is continuing its long™ 
standing and deeply felt policy of serving as a sounding” board for 
chess players to discuss matters of importance in regional chess. 

In the last issue of Scaccic Voice we carried a letter by Mr. Jerome 
Long, President of the Berkeley YMCA Chess Club and Chairman of the 
CCCA, regarding what he felt was the underhanded way in which the 
Chess Friends of Northern California set up a tournament to conflict 
with a previously scheduled tournament and forced the Oakland Chess 
Club to accept the responsibility for it. Mr. Raymond Ng, Tournament 
Director of the Oakland Chess Club, in answer to that letter, sent the 
following letter to Mr. Long and asked that it be published in Scaccic 
Voice as well. This is not the first letter we have printed justify™ 
ing CFNC and it shall not be the last. In the precursor to Scaccic 
Voice, En Passant, we published in its entirety a three page letter 
from farl Phillips, Editor of CFNC, which attempted to justify CFNC's 
organizational structure; however he has never returned the gesture 
by publishing or reprinting any of the rebuttals we have authored in 
his magazine, CFNC's official organ, Chess in Action. Nevertheless, 
we pledge to persevere in seeing to it that Scaccic Voice, at least, 
serve aS an easily accessible forum for all sides of such important 
questions for all chess players in this area. Accordingly, we here™ 
with gladly publish Mr. Ng's letter in its entirety.” ~ EDS.

MR. LONG: 

Your recent letter, published in the July issue of Scaccic Voice, 
contains a great deal of absurd charges. I wish to correct some of 
your statements. 

First, Mr. Richard Lee did not suggest to CFNC that the Oakland 
Chess Club was "entitled to some financial consideration." He only 
suggested the possibility that the club cosponsor the scheduled 
tournament, 

Second, I did not make a separate deal with CFNC to direct the 
tournament. I was appointed by the Oakland Chess Club's Board of 
Directors to direct the club ~sponsored tournament, as I have done in 
the past. It was with the understanding that I was the regular 
tournament director of club~sponsored tournaments, that the CFNC 
representatives at Richard Lee's request contacted me. 

I did not, as claimed, dictate the prize list or force the club 
to cosponsor the tournament. Nor were we forced to accept CFNC's 
terms. It is not possible in this club, for one person to dictate 
terms to other members of the club. Each member of the board made 
up his own mind and voted accordingly. I would also add that no 
Board member voted against the cosponsorship of the tournament. 

CFNC did not arrange the entire tournament and did not force the 
club to run it by itself. As cosponsors of the tournament, CFNC and 
the Oakland Chess Club shared in all of the work. The club still 
handled its own publicity, the pre registration, final rental of the 
tournament rooms, etc. Also, please note that the two assistant 
tournament directors were CFNC representatives. 

Your information is obviously secondhand, at best, since you 
are not a member of this club and have never attended any of our 
board meetings. I suggest that you report the facts more accurately 
and/or find more reliable sources.

DEAR MR. NG: 

Perhaps rightly did you object on a number of points to my letter, 
since I carefully avoided mentioning specific names and incidents in 
order not to embarrass certain chess officials for whom I have main™ 
tained a continually high regard; however, since you yourself have 
publicly identified the persons involved and evidentally wish to pursue 
the matter in specifics, I shall be happy to answer your charges point 
by point, wherever possible citing clear and demonstrable evidence,

which any interested chess player may verify for himself. 

As to your first point, Mr. Lee stated in front of four witnesses 
(myself, Saleh Mujahed, of the Walnut Creek Chess Club, Elwin Meyers 
and Martin Morrison, of the Oakland Chess Club, and Leonard Trottier, 
of the Richmond Chess Club) at the first meeting of the Officers' 
Committee of the CCCA, held on 26 April at the Concord Recreation 
Center, that he contacted Mr. Charles McGinley, Jr., of CFNC, req 
garding the tournament only in order that the dakland Chess é1ub 
might profit financially from the tournament, which was being held 
by CFNC in Oakland at the Oakland Chess Club's accustomed tournament 
site. 

Regarding your second point, you have your dates confused, Mr. 
Ng. You were legally appointed director of the tournament at th 
Oakland Chess Club only on 10 May at a snecial meeting of that club's 
Board of Directors”™~merely six weeks before the date of the tournament 
itself. Until that time you had no authority to negotiate with CFNC 
in the name of the Oakland Chess Club, either implicitly or explicitly. 
Or perhaps you were in fact "making a separate deal with CFNC to 
direct the tournament," when on the weekend of 27728 April, two weeks 
before the Oakland Chess Club's Board meeting, you went down to 
Sunnyvale and there talked with CFNC officials regarding their tourna™~ 
ment in Oakland. Do you deny you were at Sunnyvale,. Mr. Ng? I should 
hope not, for you would be convicted by CFNC's own official organ, 
Chess in Action, in the summer issue of which, on page Six, you are 
listed as having finished ninth out of twenty in the CFNC "A" Division 
of the 1968 Peninsula Open Chess Championship Tournament, held at 
Sunnvale on the weekend of 27728 April. But, you may say, "I was 
there, but you have no proof I negotiated separately with CFNC." 

You would be right, of course; I can not prove it per se, but how else 
do you explain the fact that tournament circulars listing you as 
tournament director of that Oakland tournament were distributed after 
that Sunnyvale tournament, but before, yes before, you had been ap~ 
pointed tournament director by the Oakland Chess Club's Board. You 
can easily check the back files of the San Francism Chronicle and 

see that you were listed as tournament director in Mr. George Koltan™ 
owski's chess column before, yes once again before, the Cakland Chess 
Club's Board had appointed you tournament director. Check those back 
files, Mr. Ng; there you will find incontrovertable proof. 

You claim that you did not dictate the prize list to the Oakland 
Chess Club's Board of Directors, but surely you do not deny that the 
prize list had been drawn up in advance of the Board meeting without 
any consultation whatever with the Board previously. I mean the 
Board, Mr. Ng~~not you as self-appointed negotiator, nor any so-called 
"majority agreement" of three out of five Board members. arrived at 
in three separate conversations with three different sets of facts 
presented by you in each conversation. You know as well as I do 
that such agreements, reached outside of official meetings are invalid 
and can not bind the Board as a whole, let alone the entire Oakland 
Chess Club. Were you afraid to call a meeting, at which all five 
Board members were present and discuss with them all at one time 
the situation before it was de facto too late to change the prize 
list and the tournament directors, before the tournament circulars 
were sent out, before Mr. Koltanowski published the prize list in the 
Chronicle? In fact it was not you at all who eventually called the 
special meeting of the Oakland Chess Club's Board on 10 May; rather, 
it was Mr. Morrison, who hoped to preserve some semblance of order 
and some saving of face for the Oakland Chess Club. Would you your™ 
self, Mr. Ng, have called a meeting if he had. not? 

No, technically the Board was not "forced to accept CFNC's terms" 
(that is indeed interesting; were they really CFNC's terms?); rather 
they could accent CFNC's terms and share the profits from the tourna 
ment, or they could "go fly a kite." Do you really think that CFNC 
cared that much whether the Oakland Chess Club eosponsored their 
tournament? Do you really think they would have allowed the club to 
cosponsor their tournament if Mr. Lee had not contacted Mr. McGinley? 
They had arranged the tournament before your Board meeting, before 
your talk with them, even before Mr. Lee first called Mr. McGinley. 

It might interest you to know that Mr. Roy McCollough, a CFNC officer, 
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declared to me in front of several witnesses at the Concord Chess Club, 
long before your Board meeting at Oakland, that he himself suggested 
that the tournament be held at the Oakland YMCA, that he himself pro™ 
posed that the tournament be held on the same date as a previously 
scheduled USCF tournament to be held at the Berkeley YMCA. 

You also state in your letter that no Oakland Chess Club Board 
member voted against cosponsoring the tournament. Did not Mr. Meyers 
publicly state that he did not approve of the conflicting tournament ; 
dia not Mr. Morrison? In fact, Mr. Morrison says the Board gave him 
permission to east his vote for the record after the Board meeting 
and that he then voted nay. Even Mr. Theodore Anderson, your president, 
cryptically remarked in front of several witness at the recent Regional 
Open Chess Tournament at Berkeley that "the Oakland Chess Club would 
learn from its mistakes." 

I think I have vretty clearly proved that CFNC de facto arranged 
the entire tournament. Now you say that the Oakland Chess Club was not 
forced "to run([the entire tournament] by itself." I must admit you have 
convinced me of that fact. I am now inclined to think that CFNC ran 
the entire tournament and simply stole the name of the Oakland Chess 
Club for it. Mr. McGinley made the room reservation, Mrs. McGinley 
did 80% of the registration, no tournament in which the Oakland Chess 
Club was involved has ever got so much play in Chess in Action and 
Mr. Koltanowski's chess column™~three full pages in Chess in Action 
and at least two mentions per week for two months in the San Francisco 
Chronicle. Do you know how much play the Hayward Chess Festival got™™ 
that festival which gives a $100 scholarship to a deserving chess 
player? One line (or was it none at all?). 

You say I get my information second~hand. I believe I have shown 
you that it is primarily first™hand, based on printed records and 
personal conversations with the principals in front of witnesses. 

In closing, Mr. Ng, let me say that I do not want to be unfriendly 
toward you; in fact, I highly regard your chess” playing abilities and 
tournament directing skill. Rather, I nity you, for you were "duped" 
by CFNC, just as, I freely admit, I too was "duped" in the beginning 
of my relations with CFNC. Il gradually realized, as I am sure that 
you too will soon realize, of what stuff CFNC is made. I glimpsed 
the marrow of CFNC when I, along with several other CFNC officers, was 
treated to an expensive dinner at an exclusive restaurant on the CFNC 
members! Yes, almost twenty CFNC members' dues for that year were 
literally "eaten up" in three hours. 

I have learned, Mr. Ng, and I am sure that intelligent as you are, 
you too will soon learn. My sincerest good wishes to you.

Each game played is included, 

along with diagrams of crucial positions and commentary 36 in all. 

Three crosstables for ready reference are included: of individual game 

results, round~by~round results, and final standings. The booklet is 

aptly concluded with an index of openings. Mr. Schroeder is to be con™ 
gratulated on his constant efforts in publishing booklets of this kind, 
the contents of which are unaveileble elsewhere at such a low price. 

The booklet is handsomely covered and will be a worthwhile addition to 

every chess player's library. 
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***USCF-CCCA RATINGS *** 


The following list of ratings is the result of a motion intro” 
duced by Mr. Everett McNally at the 12 July meeting of the CCCA, The 
purpose of this rating list is to give every CCCA member a current 
rating for use in USCF~CCCA tournaments. Ratings are computed on the 
USCF standard that sixteen points, plus or minus 4 per centum of the 
difference in rating points between the opponent, are at stake in 
each game. Official USCF ratings will be adjusted in the interim 
between the quarterly publication of official USCF ratings in Chess 
Life, but these adjusted ratings will be reconciled to the official 
USCF listing each time it is published; thus, official USCF ratings 
are the backbone of this rating system, which is therefore called 
the USCF-CCCA rating system. All CCCA members! ratings will be 
adjusted in this system on the basis of their performance in USCF~ 
CCCA tournaments. Players who have official USCF ratings will be 
given those ratings, which will be adjusted and reconciled as ex” 
plained above. Nonmembers of USCF will be given an initial rating 
on the basis of whatever other ratings are available for them. As 
they play in USCF-CCCA tournaments, their ratings too will be ad~ 
justed. 

It is hoped that in the future all CCCA members will become 
members of USCF, so that such a rating system as this will be un™ 
necessary or so that everyone's USCF rating will need only minor 
adjustment in the interim between the quarterly publication of of* 
ficial USCF ratings in Chess Life. 

For this first listing ratings were assigned using the first of 
the following systems in which a CCCA member had a rating: 

(1) USCF: no mark after the rating indicates an established 

rating; * indicates a nrovisional rating based on 
ten to twenty-four games (such ratings are less re~ 








liable than established ratings); # indicates a rating 


based on four to nine games (such ratings are highly 
unreliable). 
(2) CFNC: indicated by %. 
(3) Club: indicated by &. 
Some of these ratings have already been adjusted on the basis of the 
CCCA's Regional Cpen Chess Tournament at Berkeley. Such adjusted 
ratings are indicated by $. Ratings will be nublished bimonthly.

***MINUTES OF THE CENTRAL CALIFORNIA CHESS ASSOCIATION*** 


A regular meeting of the Central California Chess Association 
was held on Friday, 12 July 1968, in the Faculty Dining Room of 
Lincoln Elementary School 225 Eleventh Street. Oakland (the Oakland 
Chess Club's quarters). The meeting was called to order at 8:20 p.m. 
py Martin Morrison who served as chairman pro tempore in the absence 
of Jerome Long, CCCA Chairman. 

The following members were present: Raymond Love (Alameda Chess 
Club); William L. Clinson, Michael Henderson, Leroy Turner, Paul 
Westerline (Concord Chess Club); Jerry Friedman, Lune Lopez, Everett 
WeNalley, Louis Osternig Richard Shorman (Hayward Chess Club); 

Donald H. Peterson, Ellis Plastrik. Rudy Quintero (Martinez Chess 
Club); Theodore E. Anderson, Richard Lee. Elwin C. Meyers, Martin E. 
Morrison, Raymond Neg (Oakland Chess Club); Leonard Trottier (Richmond 
Chess Club); Saleh Mujahed, Charles Vail (Walnut Creek Chess Club). 
The following visitors were present: Frank Harris, G. H. Rasmussen 
(Vallejo Chess Club). 

By peneral consent it was adonted that all meetings of the CCCA 
be onen to nonmenbers, who shall have the same rights of debate as 
members. 

It was moved by Mr. Meyers and adopted that the minutes of the 
last meeting be anrroved as nublished in the official organ. 

It was moved by Mr. Meyers and adopted that the Hayward Chess Club 
be affiliated and that since it has been vaying its assessments from 
the beginning of the CCCA, it be considered a charter affiliate. 

Tt was adorted that the Visalia Chess Club and the College of the 
Sequoias Chess Club be affiliated. 

The chairman read letters from the Bay Area Chess League, the 
Central California Chess League, two United States Chess Federation 
directors, and the San Quentin thess Club, exvressing their approval 
of the CCCA and wishing it success. 

It was moved by Mr. Clinson and adonted that the Secretary write 
the Monterey Peninsula Chess Club regarding its non”payment of assess 
ments and report back at the next meeting. 

It was moved by Mr. Vail and adopted that the Secretary write the 
San Rafael and Mill Valley Chess Club regarding affiliation. 

It was adopted that the Bay Area Chess Nuts Association be re™ 
cognized as defunct and no longer an affiliate. 

The following revort was given by the Treasurer:

It was moved by Mr. Meyers that the report be adonted, including 
the emergency expenditure of $5 for Master Frank Thornally's (Mechanics' 
Institute Chess Club) trip to the US Open. 

The chairman, sneaking as one of the CCCA editors, reported 
£108.50 receirts from advertizing in the organ. 

The following resolutions, recommended by the ad hoc Officers' 
Committee. were discussed and voted upon separately: 

(I) tat the Bylaws of the CCCA be amended as follows: 

(A) Article VI, Section iv: by inserting after "at meetings 
of the CCCA," "each member shall have one vote. Any member, however, 
may order a vote by affiliates, which shall be final. Ina vote by 
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affiliates... ." Adopted. 

(B) Article IV: by adding "The CCCA; by a two-thirds vote, 
may exempt an affiliate temrorarily or »ermanently from reying vart or 
all of its assessment." It was moved bv Mr. Dennis and adonted to 
amend by striking out "or permanently." The amendment, as amended, 
was adopted. 

(C) Article VI, Section ii: by striking ont "ma jority" 


and inserting "25%." It was moved by Mr. Meyers and adopted to amend 
by adding "or one representative from four of the affiliates, which” 
ever is greater." The amendment, as amended, was adopted. 


(D) Article II, Section ii: by inserting after PeLus 
"or organization." Adonted. 

(E) By adding after Article VI another article "Executive 
Board. Section i. The officers of the CCCA shall constitute the 
Executive Board. Section ii. The Executive Roard shall have reneral 
Supervision of the affairs of the CCCA between meetings of the CCCA, 
It is subject to the orders cf the CCCA, and none of its acts shell 
conflict with actions taken by the CCCA. Section iii. The officers 
of the CCCA shall ex officio be the officers of the Executive Boerd. 


Section iv. Meetings of the Executive Board may be called by its chair™ 


man and shall be called unon the reauest of one-third of the members of 
the Executive Board." It was moved by Mr. MeNallev to amend by adding 
after section ii "The Executive Board is subordinate in any decision 
to the CCCA." The amendment, as amended, was adorted. 

(F) Article VI, Section ii: by striking out "of the CCCA 
- « « to him" and inserting "or the Executive Boerd of the CCCA and 
shall be called upon the request of 5% of the members of the CCCA." 
Adopted. 

By general consent Mr. Meyers was allowed to move at this time the 
adoption of the following amendment to the Bylaws, which failed: to 
strike out from Article VI, Section i nAvril, July, and October" and 
to insert "March, May, July, Sentember, and November." 

(II) (A) That Paul D. Shannon, Publicity Director for the West 
Bay Area, since his move to the East renders the nerformance of his 
duties impracticable, is virtually the abandonment of his office. and 
is equivalent to a resignation, be considered resigned and his office 
vacant." Adovnted. 

(B) That there be an office of Publicity Director for the 
North Bay Area and a Publicity Director for the South Bay Area, in™ 
stead of the present areas. It was moved by Mr. Flastrik to amend 
by substituting "That there be as many Publicity Directors as there are 
counties represented by an affiliate in the CCCA, and that all county 
Publicity Directors be considered officers! It was moved by Mr, 
Quintero and adopted that the motion be tabled (with the amendment). 

(C) That Richard Lee, present fublicity Director for the 
East Bay Area become Publicity Director for the South Bay Area, and 
that Jack Dennis or Charles Vail be elected to fill the vecancy for 
Publicity Director of the North Bay Area. It was moved by Mr. Clinson 
and adonted to amend by substituting "That at least temporarily Richard 
Lee become Publicity Director for the South Bay Area and that a Pub~ 
licity Director for the North Bay Area and a Publicity Director at” 
large be elected." The substitute motion was adopted. It was also 
adopted that Mr. Shorman be elected Publicity Director for the South 
Bay = and Mr. Plastrik, at“large. 

(III) That auditors be chosed to audit the Treasurer's books. 

It was moved by Mr. McNalley and adonted that the motion be tabled. 

Mr. Clipson, chairman of the ad hoc League Committee, reported 
for the committee and moved the adoption of the following resolution: 
That the team captains, under the chairmanship and at the call of the 
League Director, make the rules for the CCCA League, and that the 
League Director have the final say in the administration of the rules. 
Adopted. 

Mr. Clipson reported for the Officers! Committee Subcommittee on 
Incorporation, which was directed to report directly “to the CCCA; It 
was adonted that the subject be referred to the Executive Board, which 
should rerort back at the next CCCA meeting. 

New business: 

It was moved by Mr. Clipson that there be one League with two 
sections. It was moved by Mr. Love and adorted to amend by striking 
out "with two sections" and inserting "the composition of which shall 
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be determined at the team cantain's meeting." The motion, as amended, 
was adonted. 

It was moved by Mr. McNalley and adopted that any club or organ” 
ization which fields a team for the League shall be affiliated with the 
CCCA before the first match, and that clubs or organizations which would 
have difficulty vaying assessments because of this rule shall be 
granted leniency under Article IV of the CCCA Bylaws. 

It was moved by Mr. McNalley that the CCCA set up an interclub 
rating system, based on USCF ratings, standardized and corrected to 
them at quarterly intervals, whereby those players with USCF ratings 
would be given those ratings and those without USCF ratings would be 
assigned ratings by the Rating Administrator on the basis of what~ 
ever information he had available, and that such provisional ratings 
would be so indicated and that ratings would be corrected by the 
Rating Administrator between quarters on the basis of games played 
between CCCA members. It was moved by Mr. Westerline and adopted 
to amend by adding "and that the Executive Board take charge of the 
question." The motion, as amended, was adopted. 

It was moved by Mr, McNalley that the CCCA define the boundaries 
of the organization. It was moved by Mr. Quintero and adorted that 
the motion be tabled. 

It was moved by Mr. Plastrik that he attend as a CCCA observer 
the meeting of the Board of Directors of the Boys' Club regarding 
the set™up of a youth league, and that he report back to the October 
meeting of the CCCA, 

It was moved by Mr. Meyers and adopted that when the CCCA ad- 
jgourned, it adjourn to 16 August 1968, 8:00 p.m., at the OaklaniChess 
Club. 

It was moved by Mr. Westerline and adopted that the Editors be 
complimented on their work with the organ, that they be encouraged to 
improve the method of renorduction of the paper, and that if the 
Editors needed funds from the general treasury, the Treasurer be 
ordered to disburse reasonable amounts. 

The League Director announced the team captains' meeting for 
7 August, 8:00 p.m., at the Oakland Chess Club. 

It was adonted to adjourn cum die (to 16 August, 8:00 p.m., at 
the Oakland Chess Club).

Controlling purposes of the proposed rating of CCCA to supplement 
USCF [adonted at the 12 July CCCA meeting]: (1) to rate all CCCA mem~ 
bers; (2) to divide vlayers into classes for competition; (3) to give 
an accurate comparison of ability between players; (4) to promote, re™ 
ward, and record progress; (5) to provide rating system comparable to 
USCF; (6) to keep higher rated players in their class; (7) to keep ac™

CCCA's 1968-9 League 


Under a motion adopted at the 12 July general membership meeting of the CCCA, 
prospective team captains for the CCCA Team Match League and other interested members 
met in the Faculty Dining Room of Lincoln Elementary School, 225 Eleventh St., Oak-— 
land (the Oakland Chess Club's quarters), on the night of 9 August, to make the rules 
for the CCCA League. Present were: William L. Clipson, League Director, CCCA, who 
chaired the meeting, Jerome M. Long (Berkeley YMCA); Leroy Turner (Concord); Gay Orr 
(Alameda); Carl Ehmann, Jerry Friedman, Lupe Lopez, Everett McNally, Richard Shorman 
(Hayward); Donald Peterson, Ellis Plastrik, Rudy Rk. Quintero (Martinez); Jonathan 
Hale, Martin E. Morrison (Oakland); Leonard Trottier (Richmond).

The United States Chess Federation, whose membership has been rising 1.21 per 
centum per mensem (11, 192 members as of March, 1968), has initiated a program—— 
called "12x12"--the goal of which is to increase USCF membership to 12,000 by December, 
1968, As part of this program, USCF will send a free copy of its organ, Chess Life, 
called "the best English-language chess publication in the world today," and infor- 
mation on USCF benefits and activities to every member of the CCCA, in order to con- 
vince CCCA members to join. 

The CCCA, in its bylaws and in resolutions, has committed itself "to promote , 
the USCF," and therefore encourages every member to join our national chess organ- 
ization to put it over its goal. The 'USCF is a non-profit, democratic chess organi- 
gation, the official governing body and FIDE (World Chess Federation) unit for chess 
in the USA." Benefits of membership "include a Chess Life subscription fmonthly/ 
and eligibility for a USCF rating." 

CCCA members should remember that if they send in their new or renewal USCF 
membership dues through the CCCA, they can take advantage of the CCCA's twenty per 
centum affiliate's discount. Junior (under 21) memberships are then only $4 per 
annum (instead of $5), and adult memberships are only $8 (not $10).

DEAR MR. REICH: 

We all were greatly sorry to hear that because of your decision to enter medi- 
cal school, you would be unable to continue your duties as Rating Administrator of 
the Central California Chess Association. You undertook your office at a time when 
such help was greatly needed and when the future prospects for the organization 
hung in a precarious balance. Now, from the liberal expenditures of time, effort, 
and money of chess players such as you, this organization has firmly established it- 
self and has only the best of prospects for the future. Now the whole Central 
California area is coming to support openly those principles of democracy in chess 
government and full support of our United States Chess Federation, to which you, 
one of the first, committed yourself freely and gladly, through the medium of the 
Central California Chess Association. We hope we can find an adquate replacement 
to serve as Rating Administrator in your stead, and we hope that you will continue 
to offer your services to chess, as much as time allows, for chess players are 
numerous, but chess organizers, without whom chess as we know it can hardly exist, 
are indeed few. We all owe you a debt of gratitude and only trust that what chess 
has lost, humanity will gain in the person of a dedicated physician.

DEAR MR. MARTIN MORRISON: 

o « « the SFFCL /San Francisco Financial Chess League / is a nonprofit, non- 
political, nonpartisan, independent organization. Our members are teams, These 
teams are entered from qualifying financial, San Francisco-based companies (banks, 
insurance companies, brokers, and finance companies). 

The players on the teams have to be bona fide employees of such companies and 
pay absolutely no dues. The companies or their respective Recreation or Emp loyee 
Club hears the expense, which is $7.20 per season per team. .. .» 

The officers of the SFFCL are elected annually and serve without pay. The 
company they represent absorbs all related costs such as postage, stationery and 
supplies, use of company mechanical equipment and--time. fhe thus derived good 
will, public relations, and better understanding between these employees and their 
companies make up more than enough for the incurred expense. 

The SF®CL engages in an annual Round Robin tournament, and the dues are used 
to defray the cost of trophies, books, and other prizes. At the conclusion of each 
season an annual meeting is held at which all old anc new business is resolved, new 
officers elected, and changes, if any, to the rules are made. ... 

The companies buy the necessary equipment (wholesale, of course), and mostly 
direct from the manufacturers. ‘The players do not bear any expenses. 

[There is, of course, an area where the SerFCL is vulnerable, and that is per- 
sonnel turnover within any given Compaiy (retirements, resignations, transfers, or 
lack of interest). The Mmployee Clubs issue periodically flyers or circulars adver— 
tizing the chess activities among all the other recreational events; however, this 
is at times not enough. 

If you can meation us in your publications stipulating the requirements and the 
unijue position of the SFrCL in the framework of the chess activities in the Ray 
Area, we should be, of course, most apprecintive. .. .»

***USCF-—CCCA RATINGS *** 


The purpose of USCF—CCCA Ratings, to be published bimonthly, is to give every 
CCCA member a current rating for participation in USCF and CCCA tournaments, league 
play, and individual matches. In this system, a CCCA member having an official 
USCF rating will be given that rating (no mark after the rating indicates an estab- 
lished rating; * indicates a provisional rating based on_ten to twenty-four games 
[such ratings are less reliable than established ratings/; # indicates a rating based 
on four to nine games /such ratings are highly unreliable ), which will then be 
adjusted on the basis of rated play between him and other CCCA members (indicated by 
$); however, such an adjusted rating will be reconciled to the official USCF rating

of the member whenever a new rating is listed for him in the quarterly USCF rating 
lists published in Chess Life, the official organ of the USCF (indicated by the ori- 
ginal sigla described supra). A CCCA member not having an official USCF rating will 
temporarily be given his most current CFNC rating (indicated by %), or, if he has no 
CFNC rating, his most current club rating (indicated by &), or, if he has neither, 
the Rating Administrator of the CCCA may give him a rating (indicated by i Once 
a member having such a rating plays a rated game with another CCCA member, his ra- 
ting will be adjusted (indicated by $), and that rating will serve as the basis of 
further adjustment, unless he obtains an official USCF rating, in which case his 
rating will be reconciled and adjusted as explained supra. All ratings are adjusted 
using the USCF formula. 

From the above it will be seen that official USCF ratings are the backbone of 
this rating system, which is therefore called the USCF-CCCA Rating System. It is 
hoped that in the future all CCCA members will become members of the USCF, so that 
such a rating system as this will be unnecessary, or so that USCF ratings will need 
only minor adjustment in the interim between the quarterly publication of official 
USCF ratings in Chess Life.

***CHARLES CHAPLIN MEETS YOUNG SAMUEL RESHEVSKY***

Charles Chaplin, in his highly entertaining Autobiography (originally by Simon 
and Schuster in hardback, now in paperback by Pocket Books, New York, 1966), though 
he "never got beyond checkers," gives the following anecdote (pp. 256-7). 

"During the cutting of The Kid /Jackie Coogan's first picture/, Samuel Reshevsky, 
aged seven, the boy champion chess player of the world, visited the studio. He was 
to give an exhibition at the Athletic Club, playing chess with twenty men at the same 
time, among them Dr. Griffiths, the champion of California, [le had a thin, pale, 
intense little face with large eyes that stared belligerently when he met people. I 
had been warned that he was tempermental and that he seldom shook hands with anybody, 

"After his manager had introduced us and spoken a few words, the boy stood staring 
at me in silence. [I went on with my cutting, looking at strips of filn., 

"A moment later I turned to him. '‘'Do you like peaches?'--—'Yes,' he answered.-—- 
'Well, we have a tree full of them in the garden; you can climb up and get some--at 
the same time get one for me.'—-His face lit up. ‘Ooh, good! Where's the tree?! 
'Carl will show you,' I said, referring to my publicity man. 

"Fifteen minutes later he returned, elated, with several peaches. That was the 
beginning of our friendship. ‘Can you play chess?' he asked. I had to admit that I 
could not. ‘I'll teach you. Come see me play tonight. I'm playing twenty men at 
the same time,' he said with braggadocio. 

"J promised and said I would take him to supper afterwards. 

""'Good, I'll get through early.' 

"Tt was not necessary to understand chess to appreciate the drama of that even- 
ing: twenty middle-aged men pouring over their chessboards, thrown into a dilemma 
by a child of seven who looked even less than his years, To watch him walking about 
in the center of the U-shaped table, going from one to another was a drama in itself. 

"There was something surrealistic about the scene as an audience of three hun- 
dred or more sat in tiers on both sides of a hall, watching in silence a child pit- 
ting his brains against serious old men. Some looked condescendingly, studying with 
set Mona—Lisa smiles, 

"The boy was amazing, yet he disturbed me, for I felt as I watched that concen- 
trated little face flushing red, then draining white, that he was paying a price with 
his health. 

"tHere!' a player would call, and the child would walk over, study the board a 
few seconds, then abruptly make a move or call 'Checkma:*!" and a murmur of laughter 
would go through the audience. I saw him checkmate eight players in rapid succession, 
which evoked laughter and applause, 

"And now he was studying the board of Dr. Grittiths. The audience was silent. 


Suddenly he made a move, then turned away and saw me. Iis face lit up—-and he waved,

“after checkmating several other players, he returned to Dr. Griffiths, who was 
still deeply concentrating. 

"'Haven't you moved yet?' said the boy impatiently.’ 

"The doctor shook his head.

"Griffiths smiled. 

"The child looked at him fiercely. ‘You can't beat me! If you move this, I'll 
move that!' He named in rapid succession seven or eight moves ahead. ‘We'll be here 
all night, so let's call it a draw.'

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R*E*XCHESS LAW QUI Z***

Test your Imowledge of chess laws by the following questions. Answers will be 
found below, with the relevant passage of the laws quoted. 

(1) May ea player promote a pawn, so that he has more than one queen on the 
board at a time? 

(2) If a player, in castling, moves his rook first and then his king, is he in 
violation of the rules and liable to penalties? 

(3) May a player who is extremely pressed for time cease to record the game 
move after move on the score sheet? 

(4) tera necessary to say "check!" when a player gives check to his opponent's 
king? 

(5) “A player's last move mated his opponent. The player's flag dropped after 
he released the mating piece, but before he punched his clock. Had he ‘comp leted' his 
move, or had he lost the game on time?" 

(6) “At the time of adjournment, one player seals the move 'resigns.' Upon 
resumption of the game, only the player who sealed the move is present." The player's 
opponent arrives more than an hour late. Who wins? 

(7) When may a proposal to draw be made by a player? 


* 

Answers: 

(1) Yes. "Any pawn . . . must be exchanged . . . without reference to the other 
men still remaining on the chessboard." (Article VI.) 

(2) Yes. "fhe king is transferred from its original square to either of the 


nearest squares of the same color in the same rank; then that rook toward which the 
king has been moved is transferred over the king to the square which the king has just 
crossed." The USCF's interpretation of this rules is: "A player who castles by moviy 
the rook before moving the king, or by moving king and rook simultaneously, should not 
be penalized for his infraction of the Laws unless he repeats the offense in another 
game. The director should warn the player that he is breaking the Laws of Chess. If 
the player repeats the offense after being warned, the Director may use his discre- 
tionary power to impose a penalty." (Article VI.) 

(3) Yes. "If extremely pressed for time, a player is obviously unable to /re- 
cord the game .. ., move after move, .. . on the score sheet/, he should neverthe ley 
endeavor to indicate on his score sheet the number of moves made," (Article XIII.) 

(4) No. "The Laws do not require a player to announce check," 

(5) Yes. The FIDE "Committee on Laws pointed out the the general laws ... 
state that a move is completed when a player's hand has released the man moved (Ar- 
ticle VII)... The last move was a mating move that finished the game and won for 
the player who had executed the mate. It was of no importance whether one or the 
other clock was running after the end of the game." 

(6) The player who sealed the move, "If a player having the move /i.e., the 
player who must reply to the sealed move / is absent, his clock shall be started, but 
the envelope shall be opened only at the time of his arrival." (Article XVI, Section 
iii.) “A game is lost by a player .. . who arrives at the chessboard more than one 
hour late." Therefore, the player who arrived late lost the game before his opponent! 
sealed move of resignation was opened. 

(7) “A proposal to draw may be made by a player only at the moment when he has 
just made a move... ." (Article XVII.) The article continues: "On then pro- 
posing a draw he starts the clock of his opponent. The latter may accept or, either 
orally or by making a move, reject the proposal. In the interval, the player who 
has made the proposal cannot withdraw it."

Rut now comes: BUT----! But what? I'm not the type of chess player, or chess 
critic, to exclaim "foul" at decisions. BUT----, there were many circumstances 
surrounding this particular tournament. It will probably remind many chess par- 


ticipants of sometimes unclear situations today. When certain situations and cir- 
cumstances occur, even in well-organized tournaments, there are bound to be, not 
just a few, but many participants unhappy over several results. 

When this game was adjudicated a win for Dan McLeod, I immediately protested, 
Dan McLeod was a good friend of mine, and I respected his chess playing. I did not 
feel that I, as the player of the black pieces, had a win--I merely claimed a draw, 
As it was, I happened to be an official of CFNC at the time, and CFNC was spon- 
soring the tournament, After conferring with friends I withdrew my protest, agree- 
ing it did not look right for an official to protest a decision; however, several 
protests were made in the course of the tournament, and quite a few of the decisions 
made by the adjudicating committee for this particular tournament were reversed, 
one that even changed the name of the Expert-A class champion. 

fhe final position of the game was presented later to five well-known masters, 
Here were there opinions. Three expressed that the game was definitely a draw. 
Qne said that White should “eventually" win the game with the passed pawn and with 
a bishop being "usually" stronger than a knight in the end game. One pointed out 
that though a bishop is “usually" stronger than a knight in the end game, the 
black pawns were So placed that the white bishop was practically worthless, whereas 
the black knight was very manoeuvrable and that black would "eventually" win the 
game. The main point is the "usually" and "eventually' One canreadily say the 


bishop is "usually" stronger than the knight in an end game, PUT----, the position 
can change that theory. One can say that "eventually" one player or the other will 
win, BUT----, is this final in an adjudication. The one master that said White 


would "eventually" win also said that he would adjudicate the game as drawn, as 
now CLEA winning line could be shown in the next few moves. fhe masté@r that said 
Black would 'eventually" win repeated this same opinion. 

My protest was that the adjudicating committee could not show a CLHA win for 
White in the next few moves. They merely saw that White had a passed pawn and a 
bishop versus a Imight and that Dan McLeod, at the time, was a better player. Need- 
less to say, I also objected to the selection of the adjudicating committee before 
the tournament started, and I was overruled. Of course, it's all water under the 
bridge now. As time passes, both Dan McLeod and I were promoted to the A class, 
and soon after, I got my revenge in another tournament by winning without an ad- 
judication. 

Going back to that final position showm in the August 1968 issue of Scacchic 
Voice-—-the main theme seemed to be White's next move of K-R4, heading for Black's 
KNP. Black can simply protect this pawn by moving K-—Be, a square that the bishop 
cannot control to the extent of driving the pawn from it. Please note that both the 
black king and knight are in position to cover the passed pawn. [Black's knight can 
elect to race White on pawn grabbing by playing N-K5, threatening the passed pawn 
plus White's KBP and White's bishop. It's just too bad that these games, somehow, 
cannot be played out by the participants involved. WHO KNOWS, ONE OF THEM MAY 
GOOF!"

What goes on in the mind of a team player? Actually, in future writings, I 
Shall go into more detail about how I think a team player should really think and 
play, but in the following game I shall come as close as I can to what a team 
player thought during the process of his game in team match play. Many times I 
was team captain prior to this game (I was fortunate enough to captain three 
championship teams in five years), but in the following game I was a mere team 
member, This was a match between the Precita Valley Chess Club (which I directed) 
and the Mechanics' Institute B/l team, as they called it. The championship of 
the Bay Area Chess League, B Division, was involved. Precita Valley, which had 
finished last the previous year, needed only to win the match to take it all. The 
reason I think this game shows what goes on in the mind of a team member is that 
the notes were made shortly after the game (and never changed), as all members of 
the Precita Valley team kibitzed their games and wrote down notes as they were 
celebrating in a nearby cafeteria. The game was played on 17 May 1958.

Although I mst con- 
fess," the master's eyebrows rose in good humored scepticism, "that I fear I am 
wasting my time." 

Leaning across the table, he began, with the surene-s and dexterity which comes 
with long practice, to move the giant pieces to the various positions designated in 
Herr Kranz's letter. Occasionally, he would pause and frown at the board, at which 
times the cobbler shifted uneasily in his chair, anxious to be of assistance. 
Suddenly aware of his guests nervous fidgeting, Herr Dekan handed him one of the cap-— 
tured men, It was beautifully carved out of pure ivory and was nearly as tall as 
a man's hand. 

"Perhaps, Herr Kranz, you would like to examine one of these pieces, They were 
fashioned for me personally and, as far as I know, there are no others like them. 

I think the bishop, in particular, is a perfect bit of craftsmanship. Notice the 
broad base and slender, tapering top. Is it not well suited to its réle as guardian

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***USCF-CCCA RATINGS*** 
By EVERETT MC NALLY 
Rating Administrator, CCCA 


The purpose of USCF-CCCA Ratings, to be published bimonthly, is to give every 

CCCA member a current rating for participation in USCF and CCCA tournaments and 
CCCA League play. in this system, a CCCA member having an official USCF rating 
will be given that rating (no mark after vhe rating indicates an established rating; 
* indicates a provisional rating based on ten to eighteen games /such ratings are 
less reliable than established ratings]; # indicates a rating based on four to nine 
games [such ratings are highly unreliable /) , which will then be adjusted on the 
basis of rated play between him and other CCCA members (indicated by $); however, 


such an adjusted rating will be reconciled to the official USCF rating of the member

whenever a new rating is listed for him in the quarterly rating lists published in 
Chess Life, the official organ of the USCF (indicated by the original sigla descri- 
bed supra). A CCCA member not having an official USCF rating will temporarily be 
given his most current CFNC rating (indicated by %), or, if he has no CFNC rating, 
his most current club rating (indicated by &), or, if he has neither, the Rating 
Administrator of the CCCA may give hima rating (indicated by /). Once a member 
having such a rating plays a rated game with another CCCA member, his rating will 
be adjusted (indicated by $), and that rating will serve as the basis of further 
adjustment, unless he obtains an official USCF rating, in which case his rating will 
be reconciled and adjusted as explained supra. All ratings are adjusted using the 
USCF formula. USCF ratings have been corrected to the official listing published in 
June; CFNC ratings, to the official listing published in the summer, 

From the above it will be seen that official USCF ratings are the backbone of 
this rating system, which is therefore called the USCF-CCCA Rating System. It is 
hoped that in the future all CCCA members will become members of the USCF, so that 
such a rating system as this will be unnecessary, or so that USCF ratings will need 
only minor adjustment in the interim between the quarterly publication of official 
USCF ratings in Chess Life.

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Bay Area Amateur Biggest USCF Tournament All Year

Battling an influenza epidemic and the most inclement weather this season, 
the Oakland Chess Club's Third Annual San Francisco Bay Area Amateur Open Cham- 
pionship Tournament still drew the largest attendance at a United States Chess 
federation tournament over the entire year in the Bay Area. This tournament 
thus climaxed a year of unprecedented USCF activity in the Central California 
area, clearly due, in this writer's opinion, to the advent in this area of a 
regional organization dedicated fully to the promotion of the USCF--the Central 
California Chess Association (CCCA). 

The night of Friday, 13 December, lived up to its reputation, battering the 
Bay Area with rain and gusts of up to seventy miles per hour, but gave way, as if 
miraculously for the tournament, to a crisp, cloudless blue sky. Tournament 
players began to enter the -CACA Oakland Lodge at Eighth and Harrison Streets 
in Oakland as early as 9:00 a.m. to enter themselves in this annual tournament, 
the traditional culmination of the year's chess tournament activity. One of 
the first to come was one of USCF's staunchest supporters, Director Robert A, 
Mitchell, of Klamath Falls, Oregon, who yearly makes the 300 mile trip to par- 
ticipate. Also present was the perennial staff of the Oakland Chess Club: 
Martin E. Morrison and Elwin C,. Meyers, to register, Raymond Ng, to direct, and 
Richard Lee, to act as general factotum; the club's president, Theodore E. Anderson, 
was unfortunately unable to attend this year. As registration quickly rose to a 
peak of forty-one players, it was obvious that this was to be the largest USCF 
tournement held over the entire year in the Bay Area. In addition, almost one- 
fifth of the players either joined the USCF or renewed their membership at the 
tournament. 

Promptly at 11:00 a.m. Mr. Ng began the traditional players' meeting, ex- 
plaining the more important rules applicable to this five round Swiss System 
tournament. Players then proceeded to their first round games, after which the 
names of losers and winners alike were placed in the fish bowl for the door 
prize drawing. Lucky winners of the prizes reserved for pre-registrants were 
James B. Shearer and Duncan D. Campbell, Presideat of the Orinda Chess Club; 
winners of the general door prizes were Leonard Trottier, CCCA Treasurer and 
Richmond Chess Club Secretary, and Gary &. Wilson. fbrizes included chess 
books, The Blue Booklet and Encyclopaedia of Chess for Central California,

a subscription to Scacchic Voice, and many chess magazines from around the 





country. 

After a speedy round two and three, players returned on Sunday for a more 
leisurely round four and the crucial round five. One of the highlights of the 
afternoon was the presence of Richard it. Shorman, CCCA Publicity Director and 
chess columist for the Argus and Hayward Daily Review, who in his inimitably 
patient and interesting manner annotated orally the best games of the tournament 
for players and bystanders alike. Then the final results of the tournament began 
to pour in. First to be announced was the victory of David J. Forthoffer over 
Robert Hammie, thus netting him a perfect 5-0 score and the $43.00 overall prize, 
plus a beautiful trophy and the Amateur Champion title. B Division winner was 
René Saguisag, originally from the Phillipines, and C Division winner was Rinehard 
F. Boehme, each of whom were given more than a triple return of their entry fee, 
318.00. Awarded books were Clement E. Falbo and Leonard Petty, for their second 
place wins in the B and C Divisions, respectively. It was after 7:00 p.m., how- 
ever, when the Second A was determined, when Gene Bromley defeated Curtis Nl. 
Wilson, to give lr. Bromley the highest tie-—breaking score. 

This tournament continued the practice started by the CCCA's Regional Open 
at Berkeley (June 1968) and common in many areas of the United States by posting 
for public inspection the budget of the tournament. Cash prizes were based on a 
percentage of the net profit from the tournament; the actual amount of cash thus 
depended on the degree of success of the tournament. This openness on the part 
of the Qakland Chess Club should be highly commended, and this writer hopes to 
see this procedure become standard for all tournaments held in this area. 

We congratulate the Oakland Chess Club for providing a fine tournament and 
for bringing to the atteation of the chess public that the West Bay is not the

(It must be pointed out that this is a survey based on where the players 
thought they learned of the tournament, so that although announcements of the 
Amateur Championship did not appear in the San Francisco Chronicle or Chess in 
Action, some players thought they had appeared» there. Also, other differences — 
exist which make the two sets of figures not directly relatable; e.g., the Febru-— 
ary Open was a CFNC tournament, whereas the Amateur Championship was a USCF 
tournament.

California State *irectors are selected through the official USC® state af— 
filiate, the California State Chess Federation (CSCF). Directors from all states 
comprise the USCi® Board of Directors, which “is responsible over the management of 
the Federation: it shall formulate general policy, write the Bylaws, and elect 
the officers" (USC Bylaws, Article VI, Section i). USCF membership has increased 
phenomenally over the past year to 11,382 (+16.6%). This increase has brought 
about the selection of three additional Directors for our state. 

All USCF members, and others, are encouraged to discuss freely with their 
State Directors all matters of interest to them, so that the Directors can more 
actively perform their duties and effect USC# policies in accordance with the needs 
of their areas.

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*** BOOK NOTES***

CFNC TOURNAMENT BOOK OF THE 1968 OAKLAND OPEN CHESS CHAMPIONSHIP TOURNAMENT, 
Privately published by the CFNC Board of Directors, November, 1968, Pp. 27T+v; 
complete crosstables, statement by CFNC Board of Directors, indices to openings 
and players. Price: $1.00. Order from Richard R. Shorman, 27858 Tampa Avenue, 
Hayward, CA 94544, 

Before a review of the content of this booklet is undertaken, let me say a 
few words to clear up the confusion about the title of this tournament. The Qak- 
land Chess Club has never held nor authorized the holding of an "Oakland Open 
Chess Championship Tournament"; you can be sure that it will do so when, and only 
when, it, not some outside organization, deems it proper. The tournament referred 
to in the title of the booklet is the "1968 CFNC Summer Chess Championship Tourna- 
ment." 

As to the content of the booklet, this writer finds that it is carefully and 
excellently done, the credit for which must go to Richard R, Shorman, who "selected 
edited, and checked" the ninety-four games, although Mr. Shorman is given only 
peremptory notice by the CFNC Board of Directors in their statement (p. iv). 

The booklet opens with a complete crosstable of the tournament, which, Mr. 
Shorman tells us, is slightly incorrect, because he copied it verbatim from Chess 
in Action, CFNC's official organ, which does not correlate in a few instances 
with his presentation. There follow two indices, one to openings and one to 
players—-a great help for the reader, but much extra work for the editor. The main 
bulk of the booklet consists of ninety-four games, at least one by every parti- 
cipant in the tournament. 

The booklet is handsomely xeroxed and should be an especial item of interest 
for those who participated in the tournament. The price is quite inexpensive, 
considering the expense involved in reproduction. Mr. Shorman tells us that 
he expects the booklet to be a financial loss (so unfortunately there will be no 
profits to "be utilized by CFNC to further promote chess in Northern California" 
/p. v/); however, Mr. Shormans efforts have seen to it that the booklet will be 
far from a loss as an historical record of chess events in Central California-—- 
something which is greatly needed. fhe booklet is heartily recommended to those 
interested. 
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NEW STRATEGY IN THE CHESS OPENINGS. Hugh E. Myers. Privately published by 
James R. A. Shroeder, September 1968. Pp. 26; diagrams, bibliography, addenda. 
Price: $2.00 /9/. Order from James R. A. Schroeder, P. 0. Box 5268, Cleveland, 
Ohio 44101, 

The subtitle of this book is necessary to explain its content: ‘Being chiefly 
& recommendation for Nimzovich's Defense 1 P-K4, N-QB3; 2 P-04, P-04, but also 
giving various seldom played defenses against 1 P-04, includin Tchigorin's De- 
fense, Budapest Gambit, East Indian Defense, etc., suggest /ing new opening ideas 
for White, including the concept of playing "reversed" openings—-with a move in 
hand." What more needs be said? 

The book opens with a detailed introduction by the author, after which six 
variations are given in defending 1 P-—K4, and defenses against 1 P-04, 1 P-0B, 
and 1 P-KB4. Two pages are then used to explain the author's "New System for 
White." The author ends sixteen pages of opening recommendations with the fol-— 
lowing observation: "It will be enough if they open the eyes of some players 
to the fact that there are still new worlds to be explored on the chessboard and 
that our beautiful game is far from dead" (p. 16). 

Six pages of Games Section follows, which contains mostly the author's games, 
because, as he says, "I believe a writer should have some credentials, and I'm 
willing that mine should be the quality of my games" (p. 16). A bibliography of 
ten books is included, which were of most use to the author in his researches and 
a number of addenda in the form of notes and. more games. 

The book is photo-offset with many diagrams and careful documentation .and 
is handsomely bound in a cover designed by the Walford Studio, of Dayton, Ohio. 
The hook should be a fine addition to the library of any chess player who is in- 
terested in openings, especially in original work in this field.

BLINDFOLD PLAY. Of course, with many arguments involved, George Koltanowski 
appears really to have been the best of all blindfold chess players in the world; 
this columnist is not after an argument, however. It is Simply that I learned 
quite a bit about blindfold play from George. For some five years or so I was a 
Red Cross volunteer in San Francisco. I was to visit hospitals where veterans and 
GI's were patients and to entertain them the best I could. Being an ex—Navy ve- 
teran, I appreciated how these fellows might feel. In my visits I attempted to 
cheer up these men with jokes, anecdotes, mock singing and dancing, just plain 
conversation, and, yes, playing chess with or teaching it to the ones interested, 

At the Arny's Letterman General Hospital at the Presidio in San Francisco 
it seened my chess antics were most on demand. Many times I found myself playing 
anywhere from six to twenty patients in a simultaneous exhibition of chess. I 
did fairly well; on some nights, however, I found myself with only from two to 
four chess players interested. When this happened, the men did not want to play 
the game, saying I had a cinch. One night I decided the only answer was to play 
them with my hack to the board, or, simply, blindfold chess. At least this way 
a couple would get a draw with me, and doing so made them happy. During the fol- 
lowing game I was playing two bed-ridden GI's and succeeded in Winning both, but 
I consider this one the more interesting, the other being rather drawn out. Ac-— 
tuelly, I made mistakes, but I am not Koltanowski and thought it interesting in 
view of the blunders on both sides, It was played at Letterman on 16 March 1956.

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***USCF-CCCA RATINGS*** 
By EVERETT MC NALLY

The purpose of USCF-CCCA Ratings, to be published bimonthly, is to give every 

CCCA member a current rating for participation in USCF and CCCA tournaments and 
CCCA League play. In this system, a CCCA member having an official USCF rating 
will be given that rating (no mark after the rating indicates an established rating; 
* indicates a provisional rating based on ten to eighteen games /such ratings are 
less reliable than established ratings/; # indicates a rating based on four to nine 
games [such ratings are highly unreliable/), which will then be adjusted on the 
basis of rated play between him and other CCCA members (indicated by $); however, 


such an adjusted rating will be reconciled to the official USCF rating of the member 


— Se rti“—i— 
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whenever a new rating is listed for him in the quarterly rating lists published in 
Chess Life, the official organ of the USCF (indicated by the original sigla descri- 
bed: supra). A CCCA member not having an official USCF rating will temporarily be 
given his most current CFNC rating (indicated by %), or, if he has not CFNC rating, 
his most current club rating (indicated by &), or, if he has neither, the Rating 
Administrator of the CCCA may give him a rating (indicated by /). Once a member 
having such a rating plays a rated game with another CCCA member, his rating will 
be adjusted (indicated by $), and that rating will serve as the basis of further 
adjustment, unless he obtains an official USCF rating, in which case his rating 
will be reconciled and adjusted as explained supra. All ratings are adjusted using 
the USCF formula. 

From the above it will be seen that official U5Cf ratings are the backbone of 
this rating system, which is therefore called the UW5Cs-CCCA Rating System. It is 
hoped that in the future all CCCA members will become members of the USCF, so that 
such a rating system as tnis will be unnecessary, or so that USCF ratings will need 
only minor adjustment in the interim between the quarterly publication of official 
USCF ratings in Chess Life. 

In this listing, USCF ratings have been corrected to the official listing pub- 
lished in the September Chess Life; C#NC ratings, to the official listing published 
in the Winter Chess in Action. CCCA League results through November have been in- 
cluded, and the list of CCCA members has been corrected to the 5 February assessment 
report.

***COMPUTERIZED CHESS*** 
By GEORGE N. VASSILAKIS

[The following article was brought to our attention by Paul Westerline, Sec-— 
retary—Tfreasurer, Concord Chess Club, a computer programmer himself, The full 
bibliographic reference is: Software Age, (January 1969), 37. We thank Mr. 
Westerline and encourage other readers to contribute such material.—-EDS. / 

On 20 November 1966, a computer at the Institute of Theoretical and Experi- 
mental Physics in Moscow made the historic move P-K4, and a computer at Stanford 
University, California responded with P-K4. On 10 March 1967, the Russian com- 
puter made its nineteenth move--QxR mate! Several other games were played simul— 
taneously, and the USSR computer finally won the tournament. 

Does this mean the *ussian computers are smarter than the American computers? 
Of course not. In fact, we can safely say that the I0 of each computer was zero. 
Why, then, did a slow unsophisticated computer play better chess than its opponent, 
which was probably the world's fastest and most sophisticated computer at that time? 
fhe answer, of course, is the man behind the computer. ach machine was programned 
by leacing mathematicians, and the results merely indicate that the Russian pro- 
granmers had written a better program. 

The motive for the contest was more scientific than sporting. Programming 
chess is. not for the average programmer, and the leading mathematicians can do very 
little with today's computer technology. Chess falls into the category of problems 
which have exact solutions, but such solutions are beyond the capabilities of pre- 


sent computers. The main problem is the astronomical number of combinations of 


moves the computer must analyze. 
Will computers ever play a good game of chess? Botvinnik believes the time 


will soon come when a computer will be able to play like a grandmaster. Professor 
M. Euwe doesnt thiak so. He believes computers will be rated as amateurs. A. N. 
Walker, an astronower frou Manchester University, England, points out that computers 
are not specifically designed with chess in mind, and a custom-built ‘computer with 
special circuitry could increase the speed of a chess program 50-60 times. 

During the past ten years, computer speeds have increased by a factor of 1000 
or more, and present advances in computer technology indicate that a further in- 
crease in the order of 1000 or more might easily be obtained in the next ten years, 
The trend of micro-miniturization in computer technology iuadicates that someday 
we may have couputers smaller than a chess clock, and a player mav be able to enter 


his company's computer in a chess tournament.

**X*LETTRNS TO THe EDITORS*** 


EDITORS: 

I once published in my own paper, Chess Herald, how I felt about CFNC /the 
Chess Friends of Northern California/ and why I left. . .. It caused quite a 

lot of controversy. Of course, this was quite a few_years back. . . . As you 
know. .«. « » I sympathize greatly with Mr. ay M./ Long [now Chairman of the 
CCCA, formerly Tournament Director of CFNC/, and I read his letter when you first 
sent me that copy of En Passant fin which Mr. Long's resignation from the Board 
of Directors of CFNC was published/, sms 

I was Secretary—freasurer of CFNC during 1955-56. Also I was editor of their 
periodical Chess in Action. Charles McKinley [sic] was my forerunner, and, I think, 
he took over when I resigned. I don't really like to bring up bad memories. As 
a result of tne tournament I wrote of in my colum /August-September Seacchic Voice/ 
I later resigned. It was not because of my game with McLeod, but because of other 
things concerning the same tournament. I had changed Chess in Action from a quar- 
terly to a monthly. I felt readers wanted things more current. Shortly after the 
tournament, I asked for a copy of the results, so that I could publish them in 
Chess in Action while the news was still new. I was refused the results because 
of the many protests over adjudications and .. . [because / positions of standings 
might be changed. I insisted on the results the way they were and /on/ reporting 
also that many games were protested, .. . [that] the final standing/s might / 2 ss 
change, and that I'd comment and report about that too. I was refused, I had 
stated that even the protests of the adjudicated games frere / « « « news, and it 
would be interesting to CFNC members-—-that it showed something had to be done. I 
was still flatly refused. I pleaded for two months and then, after no results, 
decided to resign. The minute I resigned, Tom Tripodes, President of CFNC then 
(and a bitter opposite of me on my views at the time), came over to my house so 
fast it was pitiful. He asked for the records and all equipment I had. I didn't 
hesitate and gave him everything that belonged to CFNC. I wasn't even given a 
thank you from them, and I was never again mentioned in CFNC circles unless it was 
something bad they could say. ... 

I have no regrets, but I don't like to open old wounds. CFNC at that time was 
pretty well run by George Koltanowski, and nobody dared differ with him. The Ray 
Area Chess League and the California [State/7 Chess Federation were bad words to him, 
but I questioned him! Chess is chess, and chess organizations are chess organi-— 
zations, and they should codperate with each other. ... 

At Precita Valley /Chess Club/ I stuck with CFNC, entering their league. We 
won the first time we tried and got a nice trophy. Next year we won again, but they 
failed to recognize us on phony reasons. This caused me to enter the PACL . 
and affiliate us with the California /State/ Chess federation. ... 

CNC was prejudiced in my time. I was also Assistant Tournament Director for 
BACL for two years and enjoyed it-—-Henry Gross helped me out tremendously, It was 
the only office I filled that I can remember that nobody complained.

/wr. Acers, &@ USCF Master and quondam Louisiana State Champion, is a well- 
known local chess figure. Participating in the Mechanics' Institute Chess Cluh's 
Arthur B, Stamer Memorial Tournament (4-7 July 1968), he placed second in a field 
of ninety. In the 19-21 July 1968 Ernest Shields Open (Bakersfield), he placed 
sixth out of seventy-seven. His final tournament reported is the Southern Cali-_ 
fornia Open (Santa Monica, 2-4 August 1968), in which he was seventh of a field 
of 165. Mr. Acers has promised to send Scacchic Voice annotated games from time 
to time, The following, which he has “annotated in depth" and which he titles 
"An Outstanding and Brilliant Miniature Masterpiece from the 1968 American Open," 
is presented here for the first time; not one word has been omitted—-EDS

(a): In my opinion, this entire system is suitable only when the opponent 
is certain to seek an active middle game, avoiding 3 PxP and a stagnant pawn 
structure. Pafnutieff rides the wind. There is no draw danger for Black. 

(b): Again 4 PxP forces ...PxP in reply, as 4...NxP; 5 P-K4, NxN; 6 PxN, 
P-KN3; 7 B-QB4, B-KN5; 8 B-K3, and Black has a Gruenfeld irregular defense, with 
P-QB3 meshed messily. 

(c): 5 P-K4 (Geller), and White loses a clear pawn after 5...P-0N4; 6 P-K5, 
N-04; 7 P-QR4, P-K3; 8 PxP, NxN; 9 PXN, PxP, and in many games during the early 
50's White's compensation was proved more psychological than truly valid. A pawn 
is, after all, an enormous amount of material to lose, and the burden of proof is 
on the giver. 

(d): Umusual, but theoretical, Alekhine's idea to retard e4. Addison 
employs 5...N-R3 here, whereas, as a matter of taste, I use 5...B-B4 a great 
deal, Antman handles the wholé variation that follows in a most thematic fashion, 
and it is more the case of a dynamic junior talent's variation gone wrong than 
any lack of alertness that accounts for the White initiative soon obtained. 

(e): The first move of the game. Well charted is the alternative 7 P-KN3, 
P-K3; 8 B-N2, B-QN5; 9 NxP/4, 0-0; 10 P-R5, N-04; 11 B-Q2, with White best 
(Taimanov—Petrosian, Russian Championship, 1959), but surely Black may improve 
with 9...P-QR4, with a good, non-symmetrical fighting game. White's innovation 
here is important theoretically. 

(f£): Consistent in a bad plan, The alternatives promise little: 7...P-K3; 
8 P-KN4, or 7...QN-02 (best); 8 NxP/4, and Black's minor pieces are not well 
placed to play either e5 or c5. Antman avoids machine play here. 

(g): Beginning a very powerful combination which anticipates that Black 
will attempt to force the middle game by advancing his four-—pawns—versus-—two 
queen-side majority upon White like a meat cleaver. Black has but little choice, 
as otherwise Q—-R4 is a pointless manoeuvre. Black accelerates White's problems, 
as well as his attack, by entering the main line. 

(h): The point. By sacrificing a second pawn White brings terrific pressure 
to c6 in a very clever manner. 9...B-N3; 10 B-N2 is won for White, as, of course, 
is 9...BxP, losing a piece, So .. . -« 

(i): In a post mortem with Pafnutieff and the annotator two months later 
William G. Addison discovered an interesting possibility here: 10 NxN, BxN; 1l 
NxP, then either 11...QxQch; 12 KxQ, N-R3; 13 B-N2, K-Q2; 14 N-R3, with pressure 
(Black may still defend with 14...P-K4; 15 NxP, P-B3, threatening both B-K3 anc 
PxP. He may also interpose B-NSch with effect at several points in the defense, 
and so, I believe, can hold the position.) or 11...9-N3; 12 9-B4, PxN; 13 QxR, 
N-B3; 14 B-N2, and White is for choice [colloquial for "has the advantage"--=DS./. 
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white may also play simply 12 B-N2 here. 11...9-Q1 as well is answered as just 
previous. } 

(j): Only a marvelous combinative instinct could determine the real problems 
Black has in defending this position. Black has a lost game, because he is unable 
to prevent the collapse of his queen-side pawn structure and defend d7-d8 as well. 

(k): The beginning of the end and really the only obvious crusher in this 
beautiful game. If now 12...PxN or Q-N3, White mates in two. (BxPch, and gee, 
it's all over, folks!) 

(1): 15 PxP is pointless, though possible. The text is strong, not because 
of the obvious threat of QxNPch, but really because of a lovely hidden point (for 
our hidden-point—finder readers). Somewhere we must mention that naturally ...P-K3 
leads to mate in two by White. 

(m): White sacrifices an entire rook, when 17...R-QBl would also suffice. 
\ romantic in the second half of the twentieth century? Olé! After 17 R-OB1, 
p-K3; 18 P-N6, QxP; 19 Q-N3 wins, or perhaps 17...P-K3; 18 RxP! is more convincing? 
If, instead, Black defends with 17...P-KR3, 18 P-N6, 0xP; 19 RxP with ao smash. 
Ineffective is B-B6ch for White at any point in the variations considered, and 
this should be analyzed to the reader's satisfaction. 

(n): Threatening to terminate everything with 19 P-N6, and if 19...0-Bl, 
20 B-N7, or 19...9-92, 20 B-BG. White's combination appears absolutely sound, 
as investigation by no less than five masters, some extreme ly sceptical at the 
outset, proves infra. 

(o): Black has an extremely interesting and 
severe defensive task in this lost position that 
is not helped with despair. The text loses flatly. 
Black has several defensive resources which are 
speculative, as defense here must be, but more 
importantly force White to select froma large 
number of attacking alternatives, many losing for 
White. Indeed, the demonstrated win was tedious to 
uncover in post mortem analysis much later. Black's 
best is 19...P— ‘1, and White must produce the 
analytical goods now (at a time control that runs 
like a deer)! Even cursory examination discloses 
seven possibilities for White: (1) 20 QxB, PxB; 

21 P-N6, Q-B4 (not 21...0-B7; 22 0-94, 0-Bl; 23 

B-N7, 0-02; 24 B-B6, and mate in six); 22 QxNP, 

QOxNP; 23 9-92, R-R3! and wins, or 21 QxNP, P-K93 

and 22 R-9Bl, B—-B4; 23 QxNP (23 B-B6ch!, NxB; 24 RxB, N-K2; 25 OxNP, QxR; 26 OxRch, 
K-92; 27 PxNch, QxP leads to 4 fascinating, very difficult ending, with White, I 
think, slightly better), R-—-R4! (if 23...R-KBl, 24 P-K3, Q-Re; 25 B-B6ch, NxB; 25 
PxN, BxP; 27 P-B7. In other variations the White king rook pawn journeys to h8.), 
and White's attack is insufficient. (II) 20 P-N6, 0-92, and wins. (III) 20 PxP, 
PxB (if ...NxP, 21 B-B6ch); 21 QxB, P-K8; 22 QxNP, B-QB4; 23 OxNP, R-R4, and Black 
actually wins. (IV) 20 R-9Bl (the most natural move), Q-92; 21 O-N6, QxNP!; 22 
0-B7, PxB and crushes White: 23 R-Ql, B-92; 24 B-B6, QxB; 25 OxNch, Q-Bl, and lives. 
(v) 20 P-K6, PxB wins. (VI) 20 B-KR4!i!, P-KN4 (hair-raising, isn't it?); 21 P-K6 
(21 B-N3, B-K3 kills), 9-93:, and now: (Via) 22 PxPch, KxP,(22...K-Q1; 23 B-95!, 
R-R2; 24 QxB bombs); 23 Q-QB4ch, B-K3; 24 B-Q5, PxB, and again defense triumphs 
after death’ (VIb) 22 PxP!t! (found after days of analysis and sleepless nights; 
there is no defense to 23 P-R7 and the alternate threat 23 B-N3!, QxQ; 24 RxQ, 
BxKP; 25 BxN, B-92; 26 RxBt [Acers/). (VII) 20 B-KB4 (a suggestion of the New 
York master Steve Brandywine}, and on 20...P-KN4!3, there are main lines: (VIIa) 

21 P-K6, PxB; 22 Qxk {or interposing 22 PxPch, KxP; 23 Qxk, RPxP!), RPxP, and 
White has failed to pursue his initiative properly. (VIIb) 21 B-N3, B-K3; 22 PxP, 
B-N2; 23 P-RT, N-02; 24 B-N2, 0-0; 25 P-R8/0, RxQ; 26 Bxk, BxP. In this variation 
Black is mercifully given respite by temporar removal of the threat, of QxB by 
White. 1t may be barely adequate. 

The above is only a skeleton summary of the analysis that has been done on 
this fascinating combination. The question remains, the haunting wonder, just what 
variation would White have entered with 19...P-KR3? We shall never know, but I 
hope that skeptics will find that the position is not effortlessly defined for 
White and that the defender could indeed have presented further problems rather 
than enter the text line, which is simply a matter of a queening combination for

The purpose of USCF-CCCA Ratings, to be published bimonthly, is to give every 

CCCA member a current rating for participation in USCF and CCA tournaments and 
CCCA League play. In this system, a CCCA member having an official USCF rating 
will be given that rating {no mark after the rating indicates an established rating; 
* indicates a provisional rating based_on ten to eighteen games /such ratings are 
less reliable than established ratings/; # indicates a rating based on four to nine 
games [such ratings are highly unre liable/), which will then be adjusted on the 
basis of rated play between him and other CCCA members (indicated by $); however, 


such an adjusted rating will be reconciled to the official USCF rating of the member 


TT 


whenever a new rating is listed for him in the quarterly rating lists published in 
Chess Life, the official organ of the USCF (indicated by the original sigla descri- 
bed supra). A CCCA member not having an official USCF rating will temporarily be 
given his most current CFNC rating (indicated by %), or, if he has not CNC rating, 
his most current club rating (indicated by &), or, if he has neither, the Rating — 
Administrator of the CCCA may give hima rating (indicated by /). Once a member 
having such a rating plays a rated gane with another CCCA member, his rating will 
be adjusted (indicated by $), and that rating will serve as the basis of further 
adjustment, unless he obtains an official USCF rating, in which case his rating 
will be reconciled and adjusted as explained supra. All ratings are adjusted using 
the USCF formulae. 

From the above it will be seen that official USC# ratings are the backbone of 
this rating system, which is therefore called the USCF-CCCA Rating System. It is 
hoped that in the future all CCCA members will become members of the USCF, so that 
such a rating system as this will be unnecessary, or so that USCF ratings will need 
only minor adjustment in the interim between the quarterly publication of official 
USCF ratings in Chess iLife, 

In this listing USCF ratings have been corrected to the official listing pub- 
lished in the January Chess Life; CNC ratings, to the official listing published 
in the Winter Chess in Action. CCCA League results through January have been in- 
cluded, and the list of CCCA members has been updated to 5 February.

(a): I expected 3 P-B3 followed by 4 P-Q4 (the deferred Alekhine variation of 
which I remembered Kolty boasted a few years back). I felt I could smash it. 

(b): I didn't consider Kolty's last a good move, and I was thinking of N-R4 
and Q-R5chy however, playing Kolty in an exhibition is like playing "rapid transit," 
and I didn't really have time to exploit this move. Respecting his ability, I 
decided simply to develop normally. 

(c): I decided on the Dragon Variation, kmowing of Kolty's famed king-side 
"pawn storm" and queen-side castiing. 

(ad): I felt I had to stop 9 B-R6 at this point, and the text forces BxN or QxN. 
3s Here comes the pawn storm! 

(¢): I knew that this move lost a pawn, but I wanted room for my QB. Also, I 
felt that I could gain the pawn back in due time, 

(g): My idea of getting the pawn back: following this move by R-Q1, but watch 
out. 

(h): He wants to move the knight without danger of losing a pawn himself, 

(i): As I said, "Watch out!" However, I can trade down, a thing which I don't 
mind, since I ama little weak in the middle game. 

(j): I got it back, but for how long? 

(k): Not very long. 

(1): Tricky. If RxR, 19 N-B6, and Black doesn't look 80 good; besides, I 
wanted the open queen file. 

(m): Notice how White moves his pawns to give his bishop more freedom, whereas 
Black moves to restrict squares both for the White bishop and for his own black 
bishop. 

(n): The only way to hold the "pawn storm." 

(o): A mistake, as George later admitted. 26 P-B3 was the move which would 
avoid what eventually happens, @s you will see. 

(p): 27...N-B6 looks good, but it only brings about repetition of moves. 

With the text, Black closes the king's file and threatens NxP, making way for a 
passed pawn. 

(q): Kolty had a decision to make. He cannot protect the BP; e.g., the pawn 
falls with 28 R-Bl, R-Q5. By the text he allows a perpetual check (a thing which he 
knows), providing that Black takes it. 

(r): Drawn by perpetual check. 31 K-R2, N-B8ch; 32 K-R1, N-K7ch, etc. I was 
considering, after 31 K-R2, R-Q7, winning the pawn back and going for broke; i.e., if 
32 P-B3, NxPch (not 32 K4N3, as 32...N-K5ch wins the rook, or if 32 K-Nl, back to the 
perpetual check). As it was, Kolty was coming around so fast that I decided I had no 
time to think out good end-game moves, so I announced the perpetual check.

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***RULES, RULHS, RULES: BANE OR BLESSING?—— 
AN AWATEUR'S VILW OF THE CALIFORNIA STATE CHAMPIONSHIP*** 
By MAXTIN &. MORRISON

No player of games is more in need of, but less desirous of rules than the 
tournament chess player. There seems to be an ingrained philosophy of chess as a 
friendly pastime, with which the strict enforeement of technical rules is not com- 
patible. When chess went the way of so many other innocuous pastimes by becoming 
material for regulated tournament play, rather than for simply informal, friend ly 
play, even going so far as to become a profession in some countries, the devising 
of tournament rules became a regretted necessity. This attitude was robably in- 
strumental in postponing for eighty-one years after "the, first /match/ to be held 
under the strict conditions of championship competition" the formation of a world 
chess organization, the Fédération Internationale des Echecs (FIDE). This attitude 
is also, I am sure, one of the outstanding reasons why chess tournament rules are 80 
vague and why so many tournament players are in ignorance of the rules, being willing 
to leave to the discretion of one man, the tournament director, the arbitrary en- 
forcement of the few vague rules that do exist. The great number of tournaments 
held throughout the United States, the high sophistication of the United States 
Chess Federation (USCF) rating formlae, along with the greater interest of players 
in an accurate rating, demand that an equal sophistication be achieved in tournament 
direction and rules. It is time for us all to stop fooling ourselves by thinking 
that tournament chess is simply a minor variant of "skittles" games, and to realize 
that the same need for clearly stated, thorough rules, exists, perhaps unfortunately, 
for chess as much as for any of our so-called "major" sports. We need look no far- 

{ ther than our own California State Championships (January 1969) to find ample evi- 

dence of our ignorance and arbitrariness in the application of tournament rules, 

Before I embark on my exposition of the problems involved, let me state that I 
have no great experience in these matters, other than that which a close look at and 
interest in the existing rules and conditions of tournament chess have been able to 
give me. Secondly, I must state my heavy debt to the only two published accounts of 
the tournaments: that of Guthrie McClain, "David Blohm Wins California State Cham— 
pionship, The California Chess Reporter XVIII (January-February 1969), pp. 62-63, and 
that of Gordon S. Barrett, "David Blohm Wins California State Championship," Terra-— 
chess VII (5 January 1969), pp. 972-3. All chess players of our state should be 
grateful to these two fine editors for taking the space to report on this tourna- 
ment and to give us the benefit of their opinion and experience. Any disagreements 
in this article with their, and other's, conclusions are purely academic. 
rith Dispute One. Seene: adjournament of game between Raymond Schutt vs. Jude F. 

Acers. Mr. Schutt, whose move it was, "wrote down a move, placed it in the envelope, 

15, and stopped his clock. fir ./ Acers claimed the game because of breach of the rules," 

Article XV of the FIDE's official Laws of Chess, Part II, does in fact state: 
"The player having the move shall . . . seal the envelope and then stop the clocks.” 
Presumably, the move of adjournament is not completed until the envelope is sealed; 

If thus, Mr. Schutt was in violation of the Laws by illegally stopping his clock, as 
Mr. Acers claimed. What penalty should the tournament director impose? This situ- 

9 ation provides an example of the vagueness and arbitrariness of our rules. Section 
45 of the "USCF Tournament Rules," which include "all the FIDE touznament regulations 
[The Laws of Chess, Part 117 and all the ground rules of the USCF" and which are 

en, still in effect according James T. Sherwin, National Chairman of the USCF's 

—K5c} Tournament Rules Committee, states: "Where penalties are not defined specifically 
by law, the Director has discretionary power to impose any of the following pena l— 

); ties of an infraction of these Rules: . . . (ce) Advance a player's clock." Thus 
Charles R. Savery III, the tournament director, had every right to impose as the 
penalty the advancing of Mr. Schutt's clock twenty minutes. Mr. Acers was dis— 
satisfied with the ruling and withdrew. Why did he not appeal to the July, sup-— 
posedly to be set up at each tournament "to hear and decide such part of an appeal 
as involves questions gf fact or the exercise of his [the tournament director's 
discretionary powers"? Could it be that this section, like so many sections of the 
rules, is being ignored by tournament organizers, probably through ignorance, even 
though it is in force and would protect the players from arbitrary rulings? Q. E. De: 
poor application and knowledge of the rules. 

Dispute Two. Scene: _last and most critical round of the Championship. " Mr ./ 
Blohm was paired against {wr./ Schutt. /xr../ Blohm was lending the field by one- 
half point; /he/ needed only a draw to secure the title. [Nr.] Schutt, on the other 
hand, had to win to get the crown. /vix ./ Blohm, having the white pieces, made his 
first move, P-K4. At this point /Mr./ Schutt said: 'David, are you playing for 
a draw?’. . . fiir ./ Blohm . . . claimed an offer of a draw has been made, and he 
accepts! . « « r/ournauent/ D/irector/ Savery ruled in favor of /ir./ Rlohm, in 
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spite of fir./ Schutt's protestations, ani the game was declared a draw." 

Although this claim may sound drastic, Isaac Sashdan, President of the Califor-— 
nia State Chess federation and National Vice resident of the USCi*, states: "The 
rule has been in effect for some thirty years, on the theory that a player has no 
right to ask for his opponent's intentions by such queries, as *Are you playing for 
2 win?' or ‘Are you p taying for a draw?' Any remark to that effect is construed aS 
the offer oi a draw," 

Now begins the controversy, but hefore that, it should be stated that Mr. Acers 
appealed to ¥r. Kashdan, who upheld the tournament director. Why, we should ask, did 
Mr. hkashdan decide the appeal? If, as we suspected above, no Appeal Jury was elected 
at the tournament, why did the appeal not go to the USC? Tournament Comittee, the 
next higher appeals body, as per Article 53 of the USCF Tournament Rules? 

Back to the controversy. Mr. Kashdan, then, upheld the tournament director. 

Mr. Barrett, Member for the Southern section of the C3CF Tourn: ment Committee, dis- 
agreed with the decision: "Article 17a /The Laws of Chess, Part II/ states that 

‘A proposal to draw may be made by a player only at the moment when he has just made 
a move.' . . . Since /Mr./ Schutt never made a move against /Nr./ Blohm, his "offer" 
of a draw, while /sic/ technically correctly interpreted, Should have been just as 


technically invalidated by application of Article 17a," This opinion seems to me 
the most sound, although it would leave Mr. Schutt liable to penalties under Article 
18.l(e}. "Plgyers are forbidden to distract or annoy their opponents in any manner 


whatsoever." In this case, however, the penalty would probably not have been draw- 
ing the game. Edmond R,. tdmonds 9p , Executive Director of the USCF, concurred with 
Kr. Barnett by another argument. Mr. McClain, Member for the Northern Section 

of the CsCF Tournament Committee, agreed with the tournament director's decision: 

"In our opinion, tie law covering the offering of a draw does not apply in this case 
It is, instead, the law defining the powers and duties of the tournament director ,""4 
If this débfcle shows anything, it is that the law defining the powers of the tourna-— 
ment director is certainly in question. 

Perhpas this article has bored you. If you are a tournament player, that is in- 
deed too bad, for one of the most striking points about these two disputes is that 
both arose out of ignorance of the formal tournament rules, Messrs. Acers and Rlohm 
should not be censured for demanding their rights under lawful and impartial tourna-— 
ment rules; rather, it is those of us who are in ignorance of those rules who should 
be liable to censure. Perhaps if we were more knowledgeable, we should be able to 
press for clearer and wore comprehensive rules, and thus relieve the almost inherent 
arbitrariness in tournament direction. 

Once again: this is only an amateur's view of the tournament, an amateur who 
was not present at that. I should therefore urge any of the parties or organizations 
involved to throw further light on the situation by submitting a letter for publi- 
cation. Let me state quite clearly that the California State Chess Federation is 
bravely tackling the immense job of organizing state chess activities in a democratic 
way and in full sapport of the USCF; witness the fact that many states have no 
championship tournament. It is, after all, dedicated chess promoters like Messrs. 
“Marrett, Kashdan, and hicClain, who perform the unbelievably complex groundwork which 
makes such an organization flourish and make possible the development of California's 
proudly proclaimed chess "stars": the Acers, the Schutts, and the Blohms.

Supplementary CCCA Ratings are given only to those CCCA members who 
are not USC members. For these ratings all available information is used to Zive » 
player the fairest initial rating, which is then adjusted on the basis of subsequent 
tournament, league, and match play between CCCA members.

CCCA Receives Official State Recognition 

In advance of the California State Chess Federation's annual meeting 30 May at 
Pismo Beach, the CCCA Secretary, Martin E. Morrison, in pursuance of the CCCA's policy 
statement on democratic, USCF-supporting organizations, sent a letter to the ten 
CSCF Board of Directors members, The letter stated the CCCA's ideal of promoting 
Central California chess by encouraging democratic discussion and action and by 
supporting fully the USCF and all state USCF-supporting organizations, especially 
the official USCF state affiliate, the CSCF. The letter suggested that in order 
to further the CCCA's goals and to recognize its achievements thus far in promoting 
local chess through the USCF and the CSCF, the CSCF might: (1) elect a CCCA member 
as a CSCI Director, (2) elect some CCCA members as USCF Directors; (3) allot to the 
CCCA the administration of one of the eight berths to the California State Champion- 
ship. After encouraging preliminary letters from CSCF President, International

*#*A POSTSCRIPT TO "RULES, RULES, RULES: BANE’ $n BLESSING?” **## 
By MARTIN E. MORRISON

Response to my article "Rules, Rules, Rules: Bane or Blessing?—An Amateur's 
View of the California State Championship," which appeared in the last issue of 
Seacchic Voice, was most encouraging. It is refreshing to find that many chess 
players are truly interested in the tournament rules under which they play and 
in the power of their tournament directors. Also, in response to my plea: in that 
article that "any of the parties or organizations involwed .. . throw further light 
on the situation by submitting 6 letter for publication," I am grateful to report 
the receipt of a letter from no less a figure than Mr. Isaac Kashdan, President 
of the California State Chess Federation, who also holds the title of International 
Judge with the right to direct major international tournaments and is a recognized 
authority on chess regulations. Mr. Kashdan's acumen and interest in problems of 
this kind will be quite evident, as I reprint excertps from his letter, intersper- 
sing comments of my own. 

Dispute One. Jude F. Acers claimed a win from Raymond Schutt, because Mr. 
Schutt stopped his clock before sealing the envelope containing his move of ad- 
journment. 

Mr. Kashdan: "This was a case where 4 valid act was performed out of order. 
Forfeit of the game would have been an outrageously severe penalty for a minor 
infraction, and I cannot understand Acers insisting on it. . Charles R,. 

Savery /III, the tournament director/ » « « acted reasonably in the time penalty." 

With this opinion I have concurred in my earlier article. Mr. Acers's in- 
sistence on such a harsh penalty might seem excessive, but nevertheless he should 
have had the opportunity of presenting his views before an appeals Jury (Player's 
Committee"), which has the authority to modify the degree of a penalty imposed 
by the tournament director. Article 48 of the USCF Tournament Rules, requiring 
such a Jury, is very often ignored at tournaments. Unfortunately at this tournament 
too no Jury was selected, 

Dispute Two. Mr. Schutt remarks to David Blohm after Mr. Blohm's first move, 
"David, are you playing for 4 draw?" Mr. Blohm claims an offer of a draw has been 
made and accepts. The tournament director confirms the draw. 

Mr. Kashdan: "The first notice I had of the problems was 4 telephone call 
from Ray Schutt after his return to Los Angeles. He told me of the circumstances of 
the ‘draw with Blohm. What he was most concerned about was whether a question such 
as ‘Are you playing for a draw’ or ‘Are you playing for a win' actually constituted 
an offer of a draw. If so, he was willing to forget his protest, even though he 
thought Blohm had acted very unethically." 

Why should a player be said to have acted "unethically" simply because he 
made a claim? 

Mr. Kashdan: "I told Schutt that any question of that type has been con- 
sidered as an offer of a draw under the rules for at least 30 years. I also told 
him that if I had been present, or if I had been asked at the time of the incident, 
I would have treated the question as a joke, and asked the players to continue 
the game, But with the players now 400 miles apart, and considering only the 
technical aspects, I had to agree with the tournament director." 

This is surely an interesting criterion. Should the tournament director 
(who often has enough to do just to ascertain the facts of a claim) take into 
account the intent of a player? Often it seems necessary, but is surely a tricky 
business, 

Mr. Kashdan: "The same evening, shortly after my talk with Schutt, Savery 
called me from San Francisco on the same matter. I told him what I would have done 
had I known of the dispute earlier, and also informed him that Schutt had with- 
drawn his protest. Thus I did not uphold Savery in any formal proceeding, but 
applied some common sense in 4n unusual situation." 

Mr. Kashdan thus clears up the situation which puzzled me in the earlier 
article. He was not acting in lieu of a Jury, but simply offered an opinion on 
the dispute. There was, then, no Jury, and the tournament director's decision 
stood by default. Once again there was no chance for a player to appeal what he 
thought was an unjust ruling on the part of the tournament director. 

Mr. Kashdan: "Now to the technicalities. Let us suppose that Schutt had 
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offered a draw intentionally, not on the first but on the 3lst move, that he was on 
the move but did not make his move at the same time. Blohm accepts the draw, 
Schutt then states that since he had not made his move, the offer of a draw was 
not in accordance with the rules, and he wants to continue the game. How does the 
director rule? I think Barrett's argument is quite unsound. A player who has 
committed an error should not benefit by that error. In the above circumstances 
Blohm could say *I will consider your offer if you make a move, as required by the 
rules.’ He could also accept the offer, waiving the requirement that the move be 
made." 

From practical experience the rule on the procedure of offering a draw (Article 
l7al of the Rules) is the most difficult to administer, except, perhaps, for the 
rule on proper castling. The procedure is quite clear, but apparently generally 
unknown, so that disputes constantly arise and are difficult to settle because there 
are no guidelines for reasonable penalties. One of the interesting facets of this 
rule is that a player must make a move before offering a draw, so that he is exposed 
to the risk of blundering a drawn position before he can offer the draw. Mr. 
Kashdan's analysis is enlightening, but I still tend to disagree. He states that 
"a player who has committed an error should not benefit by that error"--a logical 
and good rule-of-thumb. However, the penalty for the error in offering 4 draw can 
hardly be to make the illegal offer legal. Technically, there is no offer for Mr, 
Blohm, in this hypothetical case, to accept-—-nor is there in the actual case. Mr, 
Blohm, nevertheless, could make a claim against Mr. Schutt on the ground that Mr, 
Schutt made an illegal offer of a draw or distracted his opponent. Such a claim could 
then result in a draw or a loss on Mr. Schutt's part to compensate Mr. Blohm for 
the illegality. Since there is in fact no provision for waving this Rule, Mr. 
Kashdan's other suggestion seems best: the player being offered the draw should 
say, "I shall consider your offer if you make a move, as required by the rules," 

The difficulty inherent in the Rule, however, is still unsolved. It is interesting 
that just such a hypothetical case as Mr. Kashdan proposes has already occurred in 
a tournament game at the Oakland Chess Club, 

Mr. Kashdan: "Actually the draw was not offered intentionally, and not a 
single move had been completed. On a narrow construction, however, the rule is the 
same. Blohm could have insisted that a move be made, or accepted the draw at once." 

Ignoring the question of intent, I should feel that Mr. Blohm could waive his 
claim on an illegal draw offer and insist a move be made, or he could press a claim, 
but strictly according to the Rule, it does not seem open to him to accept a draw, 
waiving the requirement that a move be made. This Rule is surely in need of amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Kashdan closes his letter with some informative observations on rules in 
general: "On the general philosophy, I do not think it is possible to draft rules 
that would cover every conceivable circumstance, There are different kinds of 
tournaments, and different grades of experience among players. As long as most chess 
games are played for fun, there must be differences in the enforcement of rules, 
éspecially in the area of time control, keeping score, making sealed moves, etc. 
There is a considerable difference between the Piatigorsky Cup Tournament and the 
Visalia Open. I might forfeit Spassky but instruct an amateur for the same infrac- 
tion. The point I am trying to make is that there will always be need for some 
judgment and discretion on the part of the director. Unfortunately there are not 
too many directors who understand this, and therefore there are not too many good 
directors," 

Mr. Kashdan's point hinges on the discretionary power of the tournament dir- 
ector and is well taken. A clear distinction between "fun" and tournament play 
must be made, and, of course, there will always be need for judgment and discre- 
tion on the part of the tournament director. However, it certainly would he in 
order for a guide to the practical interpretation and enforcement of these very 
general Rules to be published, both for the sake of the tournament director, who 
would then have some guidelines which he most desperately needs, and for the 
tournament player, who could then expect more standardized interpretation and en- 
forcement of the Rules from tournament to tournament. The establishment of Juries 
would also insure equitable treatment of the players, 

I am very grateful to Mr. Kashdan for taking of his time to present his expert 
opinion to Scacchic Voice's readers, and any disagreements I might have expressed 
with his opinions are purely academic. At any rate, I am sure that we have not 
heard the last of these subjects. I hope that such ciscussions will promote in- 
terest in and awareness of the often imperfect, yet certainly necessary rules of 


chess. 
* 
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I was delighted to see that Russell W. Miller, Editor of Northwest Chess, 
organ of the Washington State Chess Federation, reprinted my earlier article in his 
June issue. I have been most interested to read in Northwest Chess that WCF 
members recently were presented with a ballot measure to require a tournament 
committee at all WCF tournaments. The measure was hotly argued and was finally 
lost 31-46. The decision whether to have a committee was instead left up to the 
tournament director by a vote of 48-31. Although the measure is too complex to 
discuss in detail here and had broader application than only to USCF tournaments, 
it mst be recalled that the USCF Tournament Rules specify a mandatory Jury to 
hear appeals from the tournament director and specific procedures in the Jury's 
hearing of appeals (Rules 48-55). 

The problem of Juries and appeals, then, goes on. This and the problems with 
offering a draw should be taken up immediately by the USCF Tournament Rules Committee.

EDITORS: 

I have heard quite a few complaints about the "open" type chess tournaments. 

. . » Many players have said that they will not play in "opens" because they are 
unfair to the lower rated players, in that they have to play against the Master, 
Expert, or A players in two or three out of the five rounds, and therefore the 
lower-rated players who win the class prizes do 80 mostly because of luck and not 
skill, as it should be. 

The only fair type of tournament is the class tourney, where C Class players 
play other C players, and B and A also play in their own classes. The 'open" 
type should be abandoned for the time being, with the idea of encouraging the 
beginning players, the C Class, unrated, and B players (who are the majority of 
CCCA members) to play tournament chess. 

One of the main purposes of the CCCA is to promote chess playing, so let's 
promote it, not discourage it. 

I hope other members will write to you and give their views on this subject.

ur. Trottier presents a worthwhile point, although it would be only in the 
rarest of cases that a Master would be paired with a B or C player. In most CCCA 
tournaments, e.g., & separate Master /Expert division is provided for. The main 
objectiom to class tournaments, we feel, are these (and this is not to invalidate 
Wr. Trottier's point): (1) Lower-rated players never have an opportunity to play 
substantially higher-rated players; many, both of lower-— and higher-rated players 
find this experience valuable; (2) class tournaments increase the destructive 
influence of "sandbaggers," those whose ratings are lower than they should be; often 
these players are found on the borderline: between two classes—-this difficulty is 
not the fault of the player, but rather an inherent problem in rating systems; 

(3) unrated players must be placed in a definite class, but often there is little 
information available to aid in a class determination. 

[Me are not arguing against the class tournament, but simply pointing out that 
it too has difficulties, just as the open tournament. Probably the best solution is 
to vary tournaments. The upcoming CCCA Adult and Junior Championship is, in fact, 
a compromise between the two types. It will have a primarily Master /Expert division, 
a.primari ly Expert /A division, a B/C division, and a Junior division. Although the 
CCCA has its share of Expert and A players, 4 majority of members is in the B Class 
or lower; we try to promote chess playing at both levels, therefore, with an emphasis 
on the lower classes. 

ir. Trottier will be welcome to present his ideas in more detail at the next 
CCCA meeting (11 July). A democratic approach, based on the experience of our mem- 
bers present, should go far to instituting the best and fairest tournament progran. 
The Editors intend, very soon, to send out questionnaires to CCCA members on the 
various aspects of the area's chess program, so that those who choose not to attend 
the CCCA's open meetings will yet be able to influence the area's chess activities. 
Of course, readers are always encouraged to express themselves to their 500+ fellow

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***US CHESS PUBLICATIONS***

In the May 1969 issue of Chess Life, the official organ of the United States 
Chess Federation, there appeared a letter from Dr. M. Lee Hyder, Editor of The 
SCCA News, who asked that a listing of all US chess publications be made, since 
at the present time no such complete listing exists. As editor for five years 
of local chess publications, I too have had an interest in such publications 
and during that time have collected what I believe to be the most complete list 
of US chess publications in existence. For many years I have traded subscriptions 
with most of these publications, and I have found that reading them has afforded 
me the opportunity of learning from the experience of other chess promoters and of 
reading the differing viewpoints on how chess activity might be improved.

CCCA Adult and Junior Championship Astounding Success 


A record 71 players participated in the Central California Chess Association's 
Adult and Junior Championship, Incorporating Berth Competition for the California 
State Championship, held 19-20 July, at the Willow Pass Park Community Center, 
Concord. Enduring one of the hottest weekends of the year and the competing at- 
tractions of the Apollo XI Moonshot, three Experts and eight A's competed for 
the CCCA's Berth in the 1970 California State Championship. This group and seven 
other players were also competing for $135.00 in prizes in the Berth-—Championship 
Division. Twenty-five B's, 13 C's, 6 D's, and 1 E competed in the Reserve Division 
for a total of $70.00 in cash prizes. Finally, eight juniors competed for three 
USCF memberships. No tournament this large has been held in the area since December 
1966. 

Martin E. Morrison, USCF and CSCF Director, and CCCA Secretary and Editor, 
along with Jerome M. Long, USCF Director and CCCA Chairman, directed the five- 
round Swiss with surprisingly little difficulty, considering the pandemonium 
created during rounds three and five caused by the Moonshot.

The bottom portion of the emblem depicts the CCCA's new 
motto, fruimini scacchis (Latin for "enjoy chess"),

(b): More consistent is 4...P-KR3 immediately. Now White can play 5 P-KR4, 
P-N5; 6 N-N5, with a premising game, owing to the weakness of Black's K-side pawns, 

(c): Beginning a tricky attack, which should lose against correct play, how- 
ever. 

(4): If 9...N-KR3; 10 Q-R5, provoking 10...PxN; 11 QxN, Q-B3; 12 Q-R7, PxP; 
138 BxPch, QxB; 14 QxBch, Q-Bl; 15 QxP, and White can draw at least, or 9...BxN; 10 
PxB, PxP?; 11 BxPch!, K-K2; 12 QxQch, KxQ; 13 BXN wins, and if 9...B-K3?; 10 BxB, 
PxB?; 11 Q-R5ch and mtes next. In this last line 10...Q-B3; 11 BxPch, K-Bl; 12

(i): Perhaps trying for the swindle, 19 P-QN3, BxN?; 20 B-R3ch. This way 
the night can not be taken with check. 

(j): The best practical chance is 18...BxP, although it should prove in- 
sufficient to win, e.g., 19 P—KN3, N-B3; 20 PxP, PxP; 21 N-Q5, P-B6; 22 B-R6ch, 
B-N2; 23 BxBch, KxB; 24 NxP. 

(k): If 23...BxP, 24 R-Nl. 

(1): Anticipating 28...NxP; 29 K-Q2, P-N4; 30 N-Q3, and Black will have to 
return his extra material with 30...P—B4, in order to get his knight out, or play 
30...P-R4; 31 K-B2, P-N5; 32 K-N3, PxP; 33 PxP, NxP; 34 KXxN, which draws. 

* (a supplementary note by Robert Martinez): After 15 Q-R3, KxB?; 16 Q-N3ch, 
K-N3; 17 QxNP, White wins. Best is 15...N-B3!; 16 B-Q5, NxB; 17 PxN; R-Kich; 18 
K-Bl, Q-K4, and Black's initiative reaches the danger point. White may have to 
settle for 16 B-B4, NxP; 17 B-K2, a pawn down in a bad position.

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***USCF-CCCA RATINGS*** 
By EVERETT MC NALLY 
CCCA Rating Administrator 


The purpose of these ratings, calculated by computer and published bimonthly, 
is to give every CCCA member a current rating for participation in USCF and CCCA 
tournaments, leagues, and matches. The ratings are divided into two categories; 
Adjusted USCF Ratings and Supplementary CCCA Ratings. Adjusted USCF Ratings are 
given to all those CCCA members who have USCF ratings, and are the last—published 
official USCF ratings, adjusted to include USCF tournament, league, and match play 
in Central California since the last publication of the official USCF ratings. 
Supplementary CCCA Ratings are given only to those CCCA members who do not now have 
USCF ratings (they may be USCF members, though). For these ratings all available 
information is used to give a player the fairest initial rating, which is then ad jus- 
ted on the basis of subsequent tournament, league, and match play between CCCA 
members. Official USCF ratings, then, are the backbone of this system. It is 
hoped that in the future CCCA members will all become rated members of the USCF, 
so that the Supplementary CCCA Ratings will be unnecessary. 

The appropriate club officers should send regularly to the Rating Administrator 
a recent listing of club members’ club ratings or an estimation of what their ratings 
should be. These listings will be used in determining initial Supplementary CCCA 
Ratings. 

For this rating list, official USCF ratings through the June Rating Supplement 
have been used, and all games of the CCCA's 1968-9 League have been rated. (5 August,)

A great deal of interest has been occasioned in this field, partially by the 
recent articles run in Scacchic Voice.and my articles in other chess publications. 
Nationally known chess organizer Dr. George V. D. Tiers, recent candidate for USCF 
Vice President, sent an informtive letter explaining and discussing several laws 
problems which arose at this year's US Open, and James R, A, Schroeder, of the 
Cleveland Chess Bulletin, submitted a lengthy and very perceptive on the subject of 
the laws in general.

*¥**OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE CCCA TOURNAMENT AND CLUB RELATIONS COMMITTEE *** 


After considering Mr. Meyers motion regarding qualification to the CCCA's 
State Championship berth, which was referred to it, and Mr. Hans Poschmann's 
detailed suggestions, the CCCA's standing Tournament and Club Relations Committee 
has declared the following to be the method of awarding that berths 

(1) The CCCA will award "CCCA State Championship Qualifying Points" to qua l- 
ify candidates for the berth. 

(2) In order to received Qualifying Points, the player must be a member of 
the California State Chess Federation (CSCF) at or before the tournament in which 
the Points are awarded, 

(3) Any CCCA affiliate may award Points for any of its tournaments which is 
USCF-rated, if it announces in its publicity for the tournament that Points will 
be awarded and that players who are members of the CSCF should bring and display 
their membership cards. The affiliate must then submit to Martin E. Morrison, 

CCCA Secretary (address on p. 3 supra), the final scores of every player who is 
a member of the CSCF, 

(4) Points will be awarded in the following manner: 

(a) In an open Swiss tournament, all CSCF members will receive their 
final score in Points; 

(b) In a class Swiss tournament, all CSCF members in classes consisting 
of "A" players or better will receive their final score in Points; 

(c) In a round robin tournament, all CSCF members in Class A or better 
will get one-half their final score; 

(d) If a tournament is closed to any players with better than an "4" 
rating, players will receive 75% of the points they otherwise would 
have received; if a tournament is closed to any players with better 
than a "B" rating, no points will be awarded, 

(e) In the CCCA's Championship Tournament, all CSCF members will receive 
triple the number of points they otherwise would have received, 

(5) Points will be totaled by 30 September for the following year's California 
State Championship. Then, by a vote of the Conmittee;: 

Either (a) the player with the highest total of Points accum lated will 
be declared the berth winner, 

Or (b) a round robin qualifying tournament will be held among the four 
Players with the highest total of Points, in addition to the winner 
of the CCCA's Championship Tournament, to be held every summer (from 
which the Championship entry fee will come), and a Committee nominee. 

(6) A running total of Points earned will be published in Scacchic Voice 

The Committee thanks Mr. Poschmann for his invaluable help in this matter, 
as well as Mr, W. Guthrie McClain, Editor of The California Chess Reporter and 
CSCF Director, for his suggested improvements.

The Committee, in other action, repéaled the motion approved at the 10 January 
meeting of the CCCA in regard to the use of the CCCA's USCF charter for tournaments.

***RESULTS OF CCCA QUESTIONNAIRE*** 


With all copies of the last issue of Scacchic Voice, a questionnaire on CCCA 
activities was enclosed, The questionnaire was issued from a concern on CCCA's 
part to determine its members desires and needs in yet another way. Activities 
were rated on a numerical scale from l (very satisfied) to 5 (very dissatisfied). 

The following activities were rated favorably by members: the leagues (2.3), 
CCCA and CCCA affiliates' tournaments (2.5), and CCCA meetings (2.9). Those who 
had attended CCCA meetings attended an average of 5.7; those who had not attended 
any cited generally that they were busy or that the distance to the meeting was 
too great (this answer from Visalia!). Only the rating system and the handicap 
system used in the Summer League were rated slightly unfavorably (3.1 and 3.4 
respectively). In line with these responses, the Executive Board has recommended 
to the CCCA the elimination of the current rating system, and no handicap system 
will be used in the CCCA 1969-70 Leagues. 

Open tournaments were slightly preferred to class tournaments by a response 
of 50% to 36% (with 14% having no preference). The CCCA has, and has recommended 
to its affiliates, to vary the type of their tournaments. 

Small entry fees and small prizes in tournaments overwhelmingly were preferred 
to large entry fees and large prizes by a vote of 92% to 0% (with 8% having no 
preference). CCCA started the practice in this area of substantially reducing 
tournament entry fees and will continue to do so. By far the great majority of 
CCCA and CCCA affiliates' tournaments have entry fees of $5 or less. 

All features of Scacchic Voice were rated favorably in the following order: 
tournament calendar e? 1}. Richard R. Shorman's games colum (1.9), James B. 
Reynold's analysis colum (2.3), news (2.3), minutes of CCCA meetings (2.3), 
photographs (2.3), advertizements and inserts (2.3), letters to the editors (2.4), 
officer and affiliate listing (2.5), articles (2.5)--cited here for special 
mention were Martin E. Morrison's columns on chess laws, and chess puzzles and 
stories--, Richard Lee's problems colum (2.6). We shall continue to carry these 
features, and others which we hope will be of interest to our readers. 

In regard to the publication of tournament results in Scacchic Voice, the 
responses indicated an overwhelming preference for just a list of winners (62%), 
with the others going equally (13% each) for a complete ranking, a full crosstable, 
and either a complete ranking or a full crosstable. We shall therefore publish 
only a list of winners for tournaments reported in Scacchic Voice, except for 
important tournaments, which will be listed by a complete ranking. 

Response was overwhelming again for awarding the CCCA's berth to the State 
Championship by a qualifying point system (70%); 20% preferred to award the berth 
by a single tournament, and 10%, by a round robin qualifier. 

A high 93% of the respondents were members of USCF, only 27% of CSCF (reasons 
alleged were that membership was too expensive for benefits received, that dis-— 
tance to tournaments was too great, that CSCF membership was unnecessary, that 
the CSCF held no class C tournaments), 87%, of CCCA. CSCF Director-at—large 
Martin E. Morrison will relay the comments on CSCF to its Board of Directors, 
but feels that for many chess players the subscription to The California Chess 
Reporter alone is worth the cost of membership. 

We thank all those who took the time to respond to this questionnaire. As 
we have indicated, the CCCA is acting on the responses and is always happy to 
hear from members what they would like the CCCA to do. fetter yet--attend the 
CCCA meetings, to debate and vote on your own proposals!

Because of great confusion in the last round 
of the CCCA's Adult and Junior Championship Tournament (19-20 July) arising from 
a conflict with the Apollo Xl moonshot, a correction in the round five results of 
the game Frederick J. Ulrich vs. Lt. Col. George W. Roust has increased Mr. Ulrich's 
score from 24 to 34.and lowered Lt. Col.-Roust's from 3 to 2. This correction has 
also changed the standings of some other players because of modifications in tie- 
breaking scores.and affects only the Reserve Division. Mr. Ulrich thus splits 
$15 with Mr. Richard G. Gordon in a tie for the Second-Third Place C Prize. Since 
the wror was no fault of the other players, the CCCA is allowing those players who 
inadvertently received more money than was due them to keep the extra money.

*** OFFICIAL USCF RATINGS OF CCCA MEMBERS*##* 


At this time, more than one and one-half years since the founding of the CCCA, 
the Executive Board has decided that our members no longer need the "crutch" of 
Adjusted USCF and Supplementary CCCA Ratings. When the CCCA began its existence 
on 1 March 1968, the number of USCF members in it were very few indeed. Now, 
after one and one-half years of regional expansion for democratic, inexpensive, 
and USCF—oriented activity, the number of CCCA members with USCF ratings, let alone 
the members of USCF without ratings.yet, has grown to over 100, almost one-third 
of the total CCCA membership. 

The Adjusted USCF and Supplementary CCCA Ratings had always been looked upon 
as a temporary stopgap until the time when the percentage of CCCA members in USCF 
made such additional rating lists unnecessary. We have now reached the point 
which Lt. Col. Edownd B. Edmondson, Executive Director of the USCF, envisaged when 
he said in a letter to Martin E. Morrison, CCCA Secretary, that such additional 
rating lists ‘needlessly duplicate ... our [uscr's/ effort, . . . and why bother 
with a supp lementa | list when we put out the national list quarterly ... 2" 

Now, when the number of USCF tournaments in Central California have more than 
doubled, with one being held about every month, when the number of USCF members 
in Central California has increased phenomenally, and when the CCCA 1969-70 League 
has fourteen all-USCF teams, why indeed should it be necessary to try to supplement 
perhaps the world's most accurate and sophisticated rating system--that of the 
USCF? 

Beginning with this issue, therefore, we shall print the current official 
USCF ratings of all CCCA members for the convenience of members, team captains, 
and tournament directors alike. We encourage all CCCA members to join the USCF 
at the CCCA's 20% discount, to participate fully in US, as well as state, regional, 
and local chess, and to receive the many benefits of USCF membership. 

All this is not to say that non-USCF members will be ignored in CCCA. We are 
simply saying that the only worthwhile rating system is the USCF's--for those who 
want to play serious chess. Those who view chess as an enjoyable pastime for 
recreation and sociability with fellow players will still be fully served by the 
CCCA through, among other things, Scacchic Voice, Independent leagues, local 
club assistance, and especially by democratic co§Jperation between Central Cali- 
fornia chess clubs and organizations in the CCCA. 

In closing, we should like to thank Mr. Everett L. McNally, CCCA Rating 
Administrator, for masterminding the theory and practice of the USCF-CCCA Ratings 
for this past year. Mr. McNally's mind is still at work, and we shall be seeing 
inventive and imaginative work from him for the CCCA in other fields. 

If you are a CCCA and USCF member with a USCF rating which is not listed 
below, please notify the Editors of your rating. These are the official USCF 
ratings through the "Rating Supplement, Fall 1969," published in the September 
Chess Life. Almost all CCCA members through the 5 October assessment period are 
listed, * indicates a provisional rating based on 10 to 18 games; such ratings are 
less reliable than established ratings. # indicates a rating based on 4 to 9 games; 
such ratings are highly unreliable. Players who have played less than 4 games are 
not listed.

***CHESS BIOGRAPHY OF DAVID L. AMKRAUT , 
CCCA STATE CHAMPIONSHIP BERTH WINNER*** 


David L. Amkraut, CCCA's qualifier for the California State Championship 
Tournament to be held this December at Los Angeles, was born on 29 September 1951 
in Brooklyn, New York.

The following year he won the Expert Division in the 
High School Open and a Northern California Class A Championship. Finally, last 
July he won the CCCA's Adult and Junior Championship with an excellent score 
of 44-4 against viciously strong opposition, thus gaining for him a place at the 
State Championship finals. Let us all hope his star will rise to victory in 
the chess sky this December,

Dr. Kent Bach, of San Francisco and Professor of Philosophy at the State 
College there, and Roger K, Alexander, of £1 Cerrito, each won a free 35 board 
in the Larry Evans simultaneous exhibition, to be held at the Oakland Chess Club 
on 18 February, as 18th and 36th place finishers respectively.

**#*STATEMENT OF EDITORIAL PURPOSE*** 


A few players have recently remarked to us that Scacchic Voice, being a 
"chess' magazine, should have more "chess" in it, meaning more games, annotations, 
etc., instead of news, tournament data, business proceedings, etc. 

First of all, we take issue with such a limited view of chess. There is 
more to chess than the play; there is the organization as well. Without organ- 
ization, there would be no chess, only chaos. Further, without the best organ- 
ization, there would be only off-hand diversion. Many other excellent magazines, 


and books, exist to promote improvement in the play; Scacchic Voice, on the other 
hand, directs itself principally to bettering that other too frequently neglected 
aspect of chess, the organization. 


Scacchic Voice's policy is clearly stated in its subtitle on the front cover. 
First, it is a "chess news magazine," i.e., it provides its readers not with materia 
on the play, readily available elsewhere, but rather with critically needed news 
and informational material not available from any other source, Second, it is 
the “organ of the CCCA," i.e., it contains official material pertaining to the 
CCCA, as business proceedings and financial reports, without the publication of 
which.the CCCA would, as any other organization, become autocratic and secretive, 
responding not to the interests of its members, but to selfish and personal interest 

We shall, however, beginning with the next issue, expand our coverage of "the 
play" by the addition of a number of unannotated local games. We hope that this 
will be some legitimate compromise between those who want more "chess" and the 
basic principles and necessary functions of Scacchic Voice to which we subscribe.

Mr. Morrison reported the recommendation of the Executive Board that Article 
II, Section i (c), and Article IV, Section iv (e), of the CCCA Bylaws be struck 
out. It was adopted that the action on the recommendation be postponed until the 
next regular meeting, by which time Mr. Nelson would have reported the results 
of a poll of the members and affiliates on their feelings. 
Mr. Trottier, Chairman of the Standing Clock Committee, reported that clock 
sales had totaled $227.48, less $203.23 for purchase, interest on the loan, and 
duty, for a profit of $24.25, with two clocks remaining to be sold, 
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Mr. Morrison, Chairman of the Standing Tournament and Club Relations Committee, 
gave the annual report for that committee. 

Mr. Poschmann reported his Perpetual Cup resolution, which was amended and 
finally adopted as follows: THAT THE CCCA SPONSOR A CCCA CHAMPIONSHIP TOURNAMENT 
TO BE CONDUCTED AS FOLLOWS: (1) PLAY SHALL BEGIN AT THE CLUB LEVEL, PREFERABLY 
BASED ON A SPECIAL CLUB KNOCK-OUT TOURNAMENT OR A CLUB CHAMPIONSHIP TOURNAMENT, 
EACH AFFILIATED CLUB HAVING THE RIGHT TO NOMINATE ITS CLUB CHAMPION AND, IN CASE 
HE IS NOT ABLE TO CONTINUE, A SUBSTITUTE; THE CCCA CHAMPIONSHIP ADMINISTRATOR MAY 
CHOOSE A DELEGATE IF A CLUB PAILS TO; (2) THE CCCA CHAMPIONSHIP ADMINISTRATOR SHALL 
THEN ARRANGE KNOCK-OUT PLAYOFFS FOR FINALISTS, THEN KNOCK-OUT PLAYOFFS FOR CCCA 
CHAMPION; (3) THE CCCA CHAMPIONSHIP ADMINISTRATOR SHALL BE HANS POSCHMANN, WHO 
SHALL HAVE FULL POWER FOR ADMINISTRATION OF THE TOURNAMENT; (4) THE OVERALL WINNER 
SHALL RECEIVE A PLAQUE TO BE MADE AND ENGRAVED WITH MONEY FROM THE CCCA GENERAL 
FUND BY THE CCCA CHAMPIONSHIP ADMINISTRATOR, TO INCLUDE THE WINNER'S CLUB AND TO 
BE DISPLAYED FOR A YEAR AT THE CLUB. 

Elections were then held, The following were elected: Martin E. Morrison, 
as Chairman; Saleh Mujahed, as Secretary} Leonard F. Trottier, as Treasurer; Wesley 
A. Nelson, as Rating Administrator; Frank V. Leffman and Richard R. Shorman, as 
League Directors; Martin E. Morrison and Elwin C. Meyers, as Editors; Richard R. 
Shorman and Byron Delaney, a8 Publicity Directors. 

It was adopted that the meeting recess at the call of the chair. The chair 
declared the meeting recessed at 10:05 p.m. and called it to order again at 10:35 
pM. 

It was adopted THAT THE RESOLUTION ESTABLISHING THE ASSISTANT PUBLICITY DI- 
RECTORS BE REPEALED, AND THAT INSTEAD AREA VICE CHAIRMAN BE ELECTED IN THE SAME

STOCKTON AREA, THE NORTH BAY AREA, THE CENTRAL BAY AREA, THE SOUTH BAY AREA, AND 
THE CENTRAL VALLEY AREA. 

The following were elected; Sergius Von Oettingen (Sacramento-Stockton Area), 
Steven Kornher (North Bay Area), Jerome Friedman (Central Bay Area), William T. 
Adams ,(South Bay Area), and Chris A. Fotias (Central Valley Area). 

After amendments a resolution was finally adopted as follows: THAT IN THE 
USCF CATEGORY OF THE CCCA 1969-70 LEAGUE, A PRIZE BE ADDED FOR THE TOP UNRATED 
PLAYER EQUAL TO THE OTHER INDIVIDUAL AWARDS. 

It was adopted THAT THE MATTER OF A CCCA BANQUET RZ REFERRED TO THE TOURNA- 
MENT AND CLUB RELATIONS COMMITTEE FOR FINAL ACTION. 

It was adopted THAT THE CCCA'S NEXT REGULAR MEETING IN APRIL, BE HELD ON 
FRIDAY, 3 APRIL, AT 8:00 P. M., AT LINCOLN ELEMENTARY SCHOOL, 225 ELEVENTH STREET, 
OAKLAND (THE OAKLAND CHESS CLUB'S QUARTERS). Various amendments to this motion 
were lost. 

It was lost that the per capita assessment of CCCA affiliates be readministered 
from twenty cents bimonthly to thirty cents quarterly, payable (after 5 February, to 
be the last bimonthly assessment) on 30 March, 3® June, 30 September, and 81 
December, the amount to be pro-rated for new affiliates. 

It was adopted THAT BYRON DELANEY BE ADDED TO THE STANDING TOURNAMENT AND 
CLUB RELATIONS COMMITTEE. 

It was adopted THAT THE TREASURER DISBURSE ANOTHER $10 TO MR. AMKRAUT, THE 
CCCA STATE CHAMPIONSHIP QUALIFIER, FOR EXPENSES. 

It was adopted THAT ALL GAMES PLAYED IN THE LEAGUE BE SENT FOR RATING, EVEN 
IF THERE WAS AN IMPROPER ALIGNMENT ON THE BOARDS. 

It was adopted that the meeting adjourn. The ¢hair declared the meeting 
adjourned (sine die) at 11:87 p.m.

General Observations (August 1958) 

The Laws of Chess cannot--should not--cover every possible situation that 
might occur during play, nor do they cover every question of organization. In 
most cases that are not precisely regulated by an Article of the Laws, a correct 
decision can normally be found by applying, by analogy, the provisions for cases 
of a similar type. As for the Director's duties, it can only be assumed that in 
most cases he has the necessary competence, sound judgment, and complete objec- 
tivity. Too detailed a set of rules would deprive the Director of his freedom 
of judgment and could prevent his finding the solution dictated by fairness and 
the circumstances of the particular case, since it is obviously impossible to fore- 
see every possibility. The decisions of the Commission below are enounced, in the 
majority of cases, founded on the general principles expounded in this introduction, 

Interpretations 1958-1964 

1. (August 1958) Should the opponent be absent, a player who wishes to 
adjust one or more pieces may do so after giving notice to the Director. 

2. (September 1963) If a game is submitted for adjudication, it can only be 
considered concluded when the Director has rendered his decision. 

3. (August 1958) This stipulation must, in particular, be applied if, in the 
course of a game, it is decided that the game has been commenced with an inversion 
of the colors. 

(October 1960) If a claim founded on such an inversion of the colors is 
made only after the end of the game, the claim must be rejected. 

4, (August 1958) As a result of the request of a federation, the Commission 
has pronounced on the following case. By his last move before the time control, 

a player mated his opponent, but before he stopped his clock, it was noted that 
the flag of his clock indicated the passing of the time limit. On the basis of 
the evidence, it must, moreover, be supposed that the passing of the time limit 
had not yet taken place at the moment when the player had released from his hand 
the mating piece. 
The question has been posed to find out whether the stipulation of 
Article 14.4--enunciating that "the last move is not considered as made until | 
after the player has stopped his clock"-—-is to be applied also in the case where 
the last move was a mating move made on the chessboard in conformity with Article 
7, after the passing of the time limit. \| 
After having cited the tenor of Article 7a, 11.1, and 14.4 of the Rules 
of the Game, the Commission has pronounced as follows: 
"In the examination of this question, it must be remembered that 'The 
Laws of the Game' is divided into ‘General Laws' (Articles 1-12) and ‘Additional 
Rules for Competitions’ (Articles 183-19). In the ‘Additional Rules for Compe- 
titions' have been stipulated the additions to the ‘General Laws' which have been 
found necessary, in order to give satisfaction to the special exigencies of com- 
petitions. In the 'General Rules,' it is enounced that the execution of a move is 
achieved ‘when the player's hand has quitted the piece,' and that is a formal 
definition as concerns the game per se. The definition cited is not rendered 
invalid by Article 14.4 where it is only said that 'the last move is not con- 


sidered as made until after the player has stopped his clock.' The reason why, 
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in a particular situation, a move already completed must only be 'considered' as 
such after an additional act, is only that, in the majority of cases, an effective 
control cannot be applied exactly at the moment when the player completed his move 
on the chessboard, but when his clock is still in motion. 

"In the particular case at hand, it must also be remembered that ‘the 
last move' was a mating move, by which, according to Article ll, the game was ended 
and ‘won for the player who has mated the opponent's king' in a way that--from a 
physical point of view--it was unimportant for the opponent whether the one or the 
other of the clocks was in motion after the end of the game, 

"Conclusion: The game had been won by the player who executed the mting 
move." 

5. (October 1960) As a result of various requests for an interpretation of 
Article 12.3°of the Laws of the Game, the Permanent Commission has pro mounced 
as follows: 

"A game cannot be declared drawn on the basis of Article 12.3, unless the 
same player has the move after each of the three appearances of an identical po- 
sition on the chessboard. 

"The right of claiming the draw belongs only to the player 

a) who has the possibility of playing a move leading to the repetition 
of the position, provided that he indicates the move and claims the draw before 
executing it; 

b) who is due to reply to a move leading to such 4 repetition of the po- 
sition, provided that he claims the draw before executing his move. 

"If the claim is proved to be incorrect (Article 17a.2) and the game 
continues, the player having indicated a move according to pubsarticle 2a is ob- 
liged to execute the move on the chessboard." 

6. (August 1958) This sentence looks only to the possibility of indicating in 
regulation of the tournament or match certain positions for which the number of 
50 moves can be increased. 

The FIDE must not take the responsibility in introducing in the Laws the 
details which, as a result of future investigations, could be proved to be in- 
correct, 

7. (September 1959) As a result of various requests for an interpretation of 
Article 13, the Permanent Commission has pronounced as follows: 

"The words ‘extremely pressed for time' (time trouble) contained m Article 13.2 
cannot be precisely defined. It is the Director's task to decide--after considering 
the time on the clock, number of moves to be made, and the character of the position 
at the moment--whether these words upply to a player's situation. The Director's 
opinion decides. 

"If the Director thinks the words do not apply, he may require: the player 
to write down the moves in conformity with Article 13.1. If the player refuses, 
the Director may rule that the player loses the game under Article 17.4. 

"If the Director instructs a player to write down the moves as described 
above, and the player declares that he cannot fill in the missing moves without con- 
sulting his opponent's score-sheet, the request for the sheet shall be made to the 
Director, who will judge whether the player's form can be completed before the time 
control without embarrassing the opponent. The latter shall not refuse his sore- 
sheet. for two reasons: the record belongs to the Organizers of the Tournament, and 
the player who is to complete his record shall do so on his own time. 

"In all other cases, the score-sheets can only be completed after the time 
control. There are then two possibilities: 

a) one player alone has not completed his record--in which case he 
shall do so on his own playing time; 

b) both players have incomplete records--in this case, both clocks 
shall be stopped until the two records are completed, if necessary with the help 
of the Director, who shall beforehand have recorded the position existing at the 
moment of the interruption. If, in case a), the Director sees that the player's 
score-sheet, although filled in, will not help in reconstituting the game, he shall 
act as in case b)." 

8. (August 1958) This article must be applied with all its rigor, also in the 
case where the player who has the white pieces is absent, as is his opponent. 

9. (August 1958) As a result of a request for precision on the verification 
of evident defects of a clock, the Permanent Commission replied by referring to 
the general principles enounced in the General Observations above. 

10.. (August 1958) In the case where a player will have placed within the en- 
velope a move, the real significance of which it is impossible to establish, the 
stipulation of Article 17.3 is applicable. 

11. (August 1962) As a result of 4 request for interpretation, the Permanent 
Commission pronounced as follows: 

"The stipulations of Article 17.2 of the Rules of the Game and of the final 
sub-article of Article 17 enouncing that a game is lost by players who arrive at the 
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chessboard more than one hour late are applicable as well at the commencement of a 
game as at the time of the resumption of an adjourned game, According to the 
opinion of the Commission, there cannot be any difficulty in applying this law in 
the situation of the resumption of an adjourned game, where the player having writ< 
ten down his move in the envelope is absent, whereas his opponent presents himself 
at the chessboard. If he is still absent at the end of one hour, the game is lost 
by him, on condition that it has not been decided béfore by one of the three fol- 
lowing circumstances; 

a) the absent player has won the game by the fact that the move writ- 
ten down mated; 

b) the said player produced a drawn game by the fact that the move 
written down brought stalemate; or 

c) the player present at the chessboard has lost the game according 
to Article 17,1 by exceeding his time limit. 

"This declaration of the Commission only represents, completely, a veri- 
fication of the evident fact that what occurs as a result of an action or an 
omission after the termination of a game is unimportant," 

12, (August 1958) As a result of a request for the precision of Article 17.8, 
the Permanent Commission replied by referring to the general principles enounced in 
the General Observations above. 

13. (November 1964) This clause mst be applied, in particular, in the case 
where a player who has proposed a draw repeats his proposal without reasons mani- 
festly well founded, before his opponent has, in his turn, availed himself of the 
right of proposing a draw, 

14, (August 1958) As a result of certain requests referring to the general 
organization of competitions, the Permanent Commission has pronounced as follows; 

"A federation has asked the integration with the Rules of the Game Some of 
the following prescriptions, whose application in competitions is customary: 

Ist) before the beginning of the last round of a competition, ail 
unfinished games of the preceding rounds must be completed; 

2nd) when a player who has not played half of his games quits a tourna- 
ment, his results are annulled. If he has played the majority of his games, he 
loses by his blameworthy action all his other games. His unfinished games are, 
in this event, considered as played. 

"The Commission, on recognizing that these prescriptions are of a certain 
utility for the organization of competitions in most cases, considers that there 
is no place to introduce them into the Rules of the Game, in order to allow the 
organizers every liberty for taking possibly some other measures motivated by the 
circumstances, 

"The Commission considers likewise that there is no place to include in 
the Rules of the Game some prescriptions concerning an appeal against the decision 
of a Director. Yet, when it is a question of an international tournament, it is, 
without doubt, advisable to have, with regard to the competition, a panel charged 
with settling the issues in the case of an appeal against the decision of a Director, 

"A federation has stressed that it would be desirable to have a regula- 
tion concerning the precedure to follow. when a player, or a group of players, arrive 
late for a competition. 

"The Commission considers that it must keep to the general principles of 
the introduction. If the delay is due to a cause for which the player or team is 
not responsible, it must follow from the principles of chess fellowship, at least 
in international tournaments, that some concessions should be granted as far as is 
possible without creating eventual difficulties to other playet's or the organi- 


zation itself."

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**#* COMMENTS ON THE 1970 CALIFORNIA CHESS CHAMPIONSHIP*** 
By DAVID L. AMKRAUT, CCCA Qualifier 


(The following reflects my own opinions only and not necessarily those of 
anyone else.) 

Charles Henin, scoring 4$ of 6, is the new California State Champion, win- 
ning $250. David Blohm, last year's winner, was second with 4, winning $150; 
George Kane came third with 34, winning $100; David L. Amkraut, fourth with 
3; and Kim Commons, Aki Kanamori, and Tibor Weinberger tied for fifth through 
seventh with 2 apiece. The tournament finished with Alan Baisley, William G. 
Addison, Norman Wood, and Tibor Weinberger all out for one reason or another— 
more about that below. 

Although there were a few fine games (especially Wood's win against Blohm 
and Kane's against Kanamori), most of the play was surprisingly ragged. Wein- 
berger dropped a piece to Kane on the eleventh move. Kane threw a bishop away 
against Henin in a level position and later missed chances against Commons. 

Blohm missed possible wins against Henin (in the final round) and Commons. 
Amkraut made numerous blunders against Kanamori, but got the last laugh as the 
latter overlooked a threat of mate. Against Henin, however, his blunder of a 
piece in a strong position cost him a vital point. Interestingly, there were 
only three draws in the entire tournament, and there were few endgames; many 
games were decided quickly. 

If play was surprising, the tournament directing was even more memorable, 

To begin with, the final schedules were mailed out rather late. When we got to 
El Segundo, we learned that Mr. Gordon S. Barrett, the tournament director, had 
delegated a subordinate to direct on the first day of the final rounds there~— 
most unusual. When Addison and Wood forfeited their games in the fourth round, 
the substitute director declared both were out of the tournament. Finis-—-or 

so we thought. Alan Baisley, incidentally, was out already because of illness, 

When Wood showed up the following day (he had apparently misunderstood the 
tournament bulletin and forfeited three rounds), Mr. Barrett, without consulting 
the players, simply reversed the previous "final" ruling, calmly reinstating Wood 
in the tournament,.and changed the revised schedule, which would have allowed every- 
one to finish by late Saturday night, and carved an eighth prize for him out of the 
prize fund (out of the bottom prizes, leaving the top ones untouched, without, 
incidentally, notifying anyone of the change until he was asked about it). 

When some participants vigorously questioned these actions and others, Mr. 
Barrett spoke to Isaac Kashdan by telephone. It was pointed out, among other 
things, that frem the fourth round, everyone had played with the understanding 
that Wood was out. Blohm, for example, had drawn with Commons in a position 
that offered winning chances, under the belief that his previous loss to Wood 
was nullified by the latter's ejection. Mr. Kashdan said that this was unfor- 
tunate, but Mr. Barrett's decision stood. Wood, however, withdrew from the 
tournament at that point. 

Then another interesting decision occurred. Tibor Weinberger had just 
forfeited an adjournment against Blohm and his game against this writer, and 
was apparently not planning to complete his schedule, so he was apparently ejected 
from the tourney, but the CSCF took his prize money back in the treasury. This 
struck several players as odd. If Weinberger were considered to be in the tourna- 
ment to the end, then of course he should receive his prize, and if he did not 
receive his prize, he should have been considered out of the tournament. What 
happened was that he did not receive his prize, but his games counted, and the 
CSCF kept his money, which ought to have been redistributed in the prize for of 
which it was a part. 

I make no attempt at completeness above, but I hope my remarks convey the 
impression I received of the manner in which this entire affair was run. Such 
disorganization, such haphazard and capricious decision-making waste every player's 
time and energy and demean what ought to be a valuable title—-that of California 
State Champion. I certainly hope next year's qualifiers get the opportunity to 
play in a fairer and more orderly event. They deserve it. 


***A REPLY TO DAVID L. AMKRAUT ON THE 1970 CALIFORNIA CHESS CHAMPIONSHIP*##* 
By GORDON S. BARRETT, Championship Director 


It seems to be the vogue these days to criticize direction of tournaments, 
and sometimes with good reason; however, Mr. Amkraut's opinions show such lack of 
logic, judgment, and knowledge of facts, that one can only wish he had spent more 
time on research before joining the trend. 

Firstly, the "subordinate" tournament director who directed the Championship 
on Friday was none other than H. Darrell Rader, President of the Southern Califor- 


nia Chess League (SCCL), Hall of Fame nominee, and oné of only three CSCF- 
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accredited teurnanent directors in Southern California (the others being Isaac 
Kashdan and myself). Mr. Amkraut finds the occurrence of such substitution most 
unusual. Maybe he should learn about some facts of life, such as responsibilities 
of adults which may include unavoidable business engagements. 

Mr. Rader's rearrangement of schedule upon establishing that there were three 
absentees in the finals was a gesture of goodwill, based on the fact that players 
who normally miss two opening rounds in such an event will indeed be absent for 
the rest of the schedule. His decision in this matter was for the convenience of 
the players, and should not have been interpreted by anyone as so "final" as to be 
unchangeable in case of changed circumstances. 

The circumstances did change, when Norman Wood turned up.on Saturday intending 
to play--which, as a bona fide qualifier, he had the perfect right to do, especi- 
ally since his forfeiting any games in a round robin did not affect the pairings, 
Even so, this tournament director consulted other League officials, discussing 
the issue at length, before announcing Mr. Wood's participation in the tournament, 
(Mr. Ankraut's implication that the players should have been consulted is absurd, 
A tournament director's job is to make decisions based on laws, rules, facts, 
logic, precedents and common:sense, not on opinions of emotionally involved players 
who would logically support decisions furthering their own ends-—-and especially in 
this case, would provide split opinions.) 

Mr. Amkraut's grounds for protesting Mr. Wood's participation are illogical, 
(1) Rescheduling of games—-the players came to Los Angeles to play six rounds on 
three days, so what is the problem? (2) Prize distribution--if Mr. Amkraut would 
have done a little homework before entering the tournament and before making his 
opinions public, he would have learned that all participants in the State Cham- 
pionship are eligible for a prize. True, Mr. Wood's entry meant cutting some of the 
seven prizes to create an eighth. (incidentally, all but the two top prizes were 
adjusted for this purpose), but players still benefited from having the fund cut 
from ten to eight prizes. (3) Game tactics-—-that players would have used different 
tactics had_they expected an extra round; maybe so, but this applies equally to all 
players. ur impression of the FIDE's decision in this regard is that a player 
plays his_best in all games, regardless of who is other opponents may or may not 
be .— EDS./ 

Whet is truly surprising in Mr. Amkraut's report is the quick, smooth gliding 
over Isaac Kashdan's upholding of the tournament director's decision. The fact is 
that International Grandmaster Kashdan, FIDE (World Chess Federation ) Judge .and 
Delegate, former USCF Vice President, and Piatagorsky Cup Tournament Director, 
spent over 20 minutes of his valuable time talking to Mr. Amkraut and Mr. Blokm 
over the telephone, dispersing each of their windpuffs into thin air with his 
well of knowledge, solid logic, and common sense! 

Regarding the fate of Mr. Weinberger's prize, whether this was given to him 
or returned to the CSCF treasury by the President's decision. had nothing to do 
with the directing of the tourmament., Since Mr. Weinberger had played over half 
of his games, his prize would never have been redistributed to the other players 
in any circumstances, 

By qualifying into the State Championship, Mr. Amkraut proved that he is a 
very good chess player. Our advice to him is to stick to playing chess,and to 
leave tournament directing to those whose experience in the field goes back to 
the days before he was born.

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Fantastic 82 Players Throng CCCA's Washingtonian 


Ry the end of registration on Saturday, 21 February, it was obvious to every- 
one that the Central California Chess Association's USCF Class Chess Tournament _ 
at Rerkeley (The Washingtonian) hod exceeded its organizers' fondest hopes, both 
in quantity and quality, for not only were 82 players participating, thus making 
the tournament the largest United States Chess Federation event ever held in the 
ast San Francisco Ray Area, but also one International Master (William G. Addison, 
of San francisco), 3 USCK Masters, and 2 USCF Experts were playing. To balance the 
higher-rated strength of the tournament, 37 players registered in Classes C/D/é 
and 27, in Class B. Im addition, 21 new USCi members were enrolled. 

Because of greater player interest in and awareness of chess laws and tournament 
rules, tournament directors Martin E. Morrison, USCF and CSCF Director, CCCA Chair- 
man and iditor, regular national chess laws columnist, and Elwin C. Meyers, USCF 
Director anc CCCA Editor, passed out a tournament information circular, which 
contained the text of a number of important chess laws (castling, recording of 
moves, @.g.) and tournament procedures (turning in of score sheets, clock settings, 
etc.). Perhaps it was as a result of this careful attention to detail that there 
were no difficult claims to decide, and that, except for some lengthy adjournments 
in the Master /Expert/Ciass A division, the tournament went without a hitch. 

The final day of the tournament saw Stephen G. Quen, of Alameda, quickly 
take First Classes C/D/E and $90.00, and Jonathan Harris, of Los Angeles, just 
as handily become first Classes D/E with a prize of $22.50 (34-4). A little later, 
when Donald W. Clapp, of Lafayette, reported his fourth-round win over Wayne P, 
NeClintock, the First Class B prize was divided between Mr. Clapp, Frank )D. Berry, 
of Berkeley, and James HB. Shearer, of Livermore, their 34-4 scores netting them 
each $37.50. Finally, late in the evening, when in the last game Steven Cross de- 
feated Jairo C. Gutierrez, William G. Addison, of San francisco was awarded his 
handsome and well-earned $99.90 as First Master/ixpert/Class A, and Mr. Cross, 
of Berkeley, proudly carried home $22.50 as First Class A. 

Although the great strain on the players of the top division produced a few 
itinor disagreements, the directors were most impresse@ with the general co-—opera- 
tiveness and hard-fought play of the participants, especially of International 
Master William G,. Addison, who, as he was publicly told by Mr. Morrison, "was a 
credit to his international title."

I believe that most 
commentators on this problem, and especially Mr. Schroeder fEditor 
of Chess: _A New Approach and View from the Flag Pole, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio/, are much too optimistic in their proposed rulings. 

If and when I run tournaments, the rules will be as follows: 
Since I cannot guarantee to be able to oversee every time dif- 
ficulty, the only time forfeits allowed will be by claim. The 
claiming player must show 1) that his opponent's flag is dow, 
and 2) that his score sheet shows that his opponent's flag fell 
before the time control. .. . 

"Tl realize that this set of rules [which are given in far 
more detail than is possible to include here / may not be in 
exact conformity with the FIDE [World Chess Federation/ rules; 
on the other hand, I think it is a common-sense modification of 
them to the conditions of a Swiss System tournament, which my 
have only one official for 100 or more players. Its usefulness 
is its justification. Of course, much different rules would ap- 
ply to a grandmaster tournament, where an official would be on 
hand at each time difficulty to make absolutely sure of the cir- 
cumstances; but a large (or even small) Swiss is not a grandmaster 
tournament, so why do the rules have to be exactly the same? .. .

I am very grateful for Mr. Meschter's so precisely formelated contribution to 
this problem. In this field of chess laws and tournament direction such pre- 
cision is too often lacking, to the detriment of both directors and players. 
Although Mr. Meschter's complete set of rules is too long to quote here in full, 
the section quoted above provides quite sufficient food for comment. 

Let me preface my remarks by stating that Article 13 of the FIDE Laws on 
Recording of Games and Article 17.1 on Loss of the Game on time are so unclear 
in practice that even International Grandmaster Larry Evans believes a clari- 
fication is necessary fe. p.13 of this issue/. However, after intense study of 
the problem, I am now of the opinion that the FIDE Laws envisage two methods 
of time forfeiture: by claim of a player and by action of the tournament di- 
rector. That a player is allowed to make a claim is implicit in Article 19(c); 
Mr. Meschter assumes this right of a player. On the other hend, the right, 
indeed the duty, of the tournament director "to establish that the prescribed 
time limit has not been excluded by the players" is clearly stated in Article 
19(b). 

One of the most eloquent formulations of the basic principles at work here 
was recently penned in the November 1969-January 1970 Magazine Chess Scribe (pp. 
29-80) by that magazine's editor, James A. DiDomenico. He writes: 

"I do not believe that a Tournament Director has to await in- 
vitation or summon /s/ from a player lodging a claim on such fac-— 
tors aS an improper position, an illegal move which will now 
bring on the improper position, touch-move, score keeping, etc. 


to the player, his rights and privileges. They are rules of 
procedure and conduct and play that give order to the tournament 
so that the relative results may be appraised properly Jemphasis 
mine/. . « e The Tournament Director must be allowed to give di- 


rection to the tournament that will make it orderly and uniform 
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for all, where possible. 

"All players in a tournament are equally allotted the same 
amount of time to make the same amount of moves (and keep an up- 
to-date score!). Use of the clock is a factor of skill, as is the 
ability to write down the moves more quickly, with less paralysis, 
than the opponent. Tournament games are clock games. Perhaps the 
most basic rule of a tournament has to do with this fact, the fact 
of the contest being to make the required number of woves within 
the required time, just as the player on the next board is held 
to the same responsibility. It cannot be right to leave the claim- 
against down flags to individuel opponents, their discretion or 
awareness, hecause some will be called, others not, by the oppo- 
nents. But the rule for orderliness remains clear and constant. 
Claim by the opponent or not, a dow flag on each and every board 
means that the player has not met the rule; he loses the game, 

The opponent has the right and privilege for making a time claim. 
He also has the duty. The Tournament Director is there to see that 
this dutiful rule of order is performed, by the opponent or Tourna- 
ment Director. « « -« 

"If the law of the chessland was disallowance of the Tfournament 
Director and his assistants to rule on matters of time forfeiture, 
illegal moves, et cetera, we would inherit a chaos of disorder and 
hanky-panky, hard feelings between players, and there would be 
much less fun and healthful excitement to tournament play. 

Chess is best when the rules of play are defined anc formal, and 
when the key decisions for a group tournament) are made by ob-— 
jective judges not involved personally in the play /emphasis 
mine/. « « «" 

To my view, this distinction between matters of skill and matters of pro- 
cedure is in complete accord with the IDE Laws and is an excellent guideline 
for tournament directors in deciding whether to interfere with the progress of 
a game or not. I can certainly sympathize with Mr. Meschter's view thet since 
he as tournament director "cannot guarantee to be able to oversee every time 
difficulty," the awarding of time forfeits by the tournament director, a variable 
factor, should be excluded; however, is the solution to allow another equally 
variable factor, a player's claim, sole reign in the matter? It should be care- 
fully distinguished that whereas the touch move rule, e.g., is not enforceable 
"if the opponent does not claim a violation" (Article 8),'s player who... 
does not complete the prescribed number of moves in the time specified" (when 
this fact is demonstrable) automatically loses the game, I believe that it is 
better, and necessary to accord with the Laws, to have two checks, the tournament 
director and the player, to see that Article 17.1 is enforced. At least in this 
way uniformity would be twice as likely to be achieved.

CHESS FROM SCRATCH, by Joseph Mickel (privately published, c. 1970). Pp, 14; 
photo-offset with diagrams. $0.50. 

CHESS: Ti SIMPLE APPROACH, by Joseph Mickel (privately published, c, 1970), 

Pp. 19; photo-offset with diagrams, 41.00. (Both books may be obtained from the 
author, P. 0. Box 9245, Austin, TX 178757). 

The author intends these two books for use in chess lessons for beginning 
players. To this purpose he has illustrated every position discussed with a 
diagram. This will facilitate lessons, since no wall board or similar device 
will be required. The author says in the introduction to Chess from Scratch 
that the book “is intended to be designed for the easiest educational effect, 

a rather rare thing in chess books, where the authors are always chess masters, 
but seldom able to exnlain things to a beginner starting from scratch." 

Chess From Scratch, as the name implies, is devoted to teaching the moves and 
laws of chess to the absolute beginner, The booklet is attractively covered by 
plastic, and the print and diagrams are clear and easily readable. The text begins 
with a very short but interesting history of chess; however, one wonders with 
amusement whether politics are responsible for the omission of all USSR players 
from the list of champions and for the implication that Fine, Reshevsky, and 
Fisher were world champions. The text of the moves is complete and accurate, 
but at times I am afraid that complete beginners may be unable to understand 
easily what is intended. For example, "when Black is moving, you count from Black's 
side" is the only clue the author gives that each sauare of the board has two 
"names" in descriptive notation. Also, he sometimes describes a piece as being 
able to move in the direction of an X, i.e., diagonally. Besides being unusual, 
this risks confusion with a lower-case x, the symbol for "captures." All in all, 
however, the book is useful, especially for chess classes, as intended, 

Less useful is the second book in the series (actually published first, it 
appears), Chess: The Simple Approach. It is intended for those who have no Imow- 
ledge of the game but what they have gathered from the first book. For such 
players I am afraid that the second book is too advanced, as the problems, solved : 
move by move, would be fairly challenging even for a Class B player. More seri- 
ously, the diagrams are far too small and quite unclear, so that at one point 
I completely overlooked an important white piece on a white square. In addition, 
the price of a dollar seems quite expensive considering the books brevity. Still, | 
for those seeking a book for chess lessons which would enable them to dispense 
with anything like wall boards, these books will suffice. 

Perhaps a couple more books of intermediate difficulty could be added to the | 
series, As it is, the difference in difficulty between the two books is staggering. 
(Watch that first step!)

This estimation of our USC Executive Director was written by Kenneth R. 
smith in the January 1970 Chess Digest Magazine (p. 1). A face to face discussion \ 
with Lt. Col. Edmondson when he and his lovely wife were in Berkeley after the 
National Open even more firmly convinced me of the truth of Mr. Smith's words. 
What was even more surprising to me was to find during our discussions that Lt. 
Col. Edmondson was dedicated not only to the interests of the Master player but 
also to the average Class A, B, C, D, and = players, who, after all, comprise 
most of the USCF's membership. In this dedication to the average player I could 
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not agree with him more. He and the USCf# have many exciting plans afoot in many 
areas: ratings, tournament handbooks, and international tourmaments in the United 
States, to name just a few. 

I am sure that if Lt. Col. Mdmondson could ask one thing of the thousands 
of chess players whom he has helped in so many ways, it would be to do your share 
to promote your national chess organization, the United States Chess Federation.

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***LARRY SVANS SPEAKS OUT#** 
An Interview by MARTIN E. MORRISON and ELWIN C. MEYERS, Chess Voice Hditors 


On the thirteenth of Yebruary we had the pleasure of renewing our acquaintance 
with International Grandmaster Larry ivans, of Reno, Nevada. While dining on 
halibut at a prominent Vakland restaurant, Mr. Evans told us of his invitation to 
play in the USSR vs. The Rest of the World team match and speculated whether Robert 
J. Fischer, who had d also been invited, would choose to play. Mr. Fischer, he said, 
hed recently spent a week as his house-guest. Mr. Evans also discussed his plans 
for the upcoming National Open at Sparks, Nevada (1-6 March). We were very im- 
pressed with his cordiality and lack of airs, which many celebrities put on. At 
the conclusion of the meal, we obtained the following interview. 

* 

Question. We are sure that most chess players are very familiar with your 
fine ability and chess career, but we should like to ask some provocative questions 
pertaining to the state of chess in the United States and the world, 

International Grandmaster Robert [yrne has stated that "whatever one may think 
of Bobby Fischer's shenanigans, playing conditions at international tournaments have 
improved as a result." Do you agree? 

Answer. I haven't played in any international tournaments since Fischer con 
plained, so I really don't know. The last time I played was at Lugano in 1968, 

The biggest problem is the lighting; Fischer was right in complaining about thet, 
fournaments ought to have fluorescent lights; sometimes the lighting has been so 
poor that you could berely see the pieces, 

9. Do you think thet Mir, Fischer has had a beneficial effect on chess in the 
United States? 

A. On balance, yes. He's inspired youth to take up the game, 

0. To what do you attribute the relative scarcity of International Masters 
from this country since Mr. Fischer? 

A. It's very difficult to win a title by FIDE /World Chess Federation/ 
standards. If we had more international tournaments — held in the US, it might be 
possible. As it is, players have to go to Europe. fo be truthful, I don't know 
anyone in the US today who deserves the title and doesn't have it. 

9. Do you think a player should be able to make a living off chess? 

A. The day will come. 

2. From what source should the financing come-—-the USCF (i.e., all players 
of whatever rank would be supporting the higher-rated players), the United States 
Government? 

A. The money should come from the Government only if money is going to all 
sports. The USCF is better organized now since the merger of Chess Life and Chess 
Review. I'd like to see the USCF pay Masters for giving simultaneous tours three or 
four times a year in co-operation with local affiliated clubs, guaranteeing funds 
so that the club wouldn't have to carry all of the burden. The American Chess 
Foundation can help the USCF fund, say, a North-South and an East-West tour, and 
certain corporations, like IBM in Holland, may be persuaded that it is good for 
their image to sponsor chess, 

0. Do you feel that current US tournament prize funds are adequate even for 
higher-rated players participating on a part-time basis? 

A. Not now. The top prizes in events like the US Open and the US Championship 
should be doubled, and there should be less of a decline from first prize to second 
or third, This extra money would have to come from raising the entry fee, unless 
arrangements could be made with hotels to be sites for the tournaments, as the 
Nugget is for the National Open in Sparks. Again, corporations could underwrite 
certain events in return for publicity. 

9. We know that you are one of the most prolific US chess writers and fre- 
quent ly give simultaneous exhibitions. Do you feel that other Masters and Grand- 
masters are doing their part in promotiny chess by means of publications, simul- 
taneous exhibitions, organizational work, etc? 

A. Chess books don't pay much; there's no market for them except from a few 
writers. Not every Master or Grandmaster is capable of writing books; some can 
barely sign their name to a check, On simultaneouses, as I said before, the USCF 
coulc sponsor lecture and simultaneous tours with the help of ACF grants. The ACF, 
you know, teaches chess in hospitals, gives chess sets to hospitals, and does many 
other things to promote the game. Someday the ACF may be able to contribute to 
these exhibitions. fhey have half a million dollars, amost enough to operate on 
the interest and leave the principal in the bank. They get their money from 
private contributions. The artist Marcel DuChamp, for example, left some paintings 
to the ACF, which they auctioned off. They encourage people to leave money in 
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their wills /eddress: 902 Broadway, New York, NY 100107. Organizational work 
doesn't pay now. It may soon be possible for Masters to be paid for doing organi- 
zational work. 

Oo. One of our favorite topics is the Chess Laws and Tournament Direction. 
from your wide international tournament experience, are you satisfied with the 
present IDE Laws? 

A. Certain fIDs Laws are ambiguous as stated. for example, the rule on time 
trouble. It's unclear who claims a Win on time, the player or the tournament 
director. I'm not sure which it should be, but it should be made clear so that 
there is no dispute. There are other problems with ethics, but these are hard 
to regulate. 

3. Have you had a particularly memorable experience at a tournament regarding 
the administration of the Laws? 

A. I've never had any problems with the Laws. I rarely get in time trouble 
myself, fortunately. I once had trouble with /Internetional Grandmaster David/ 
Bronstein at an Interzonal about who should seal the move. I did drop out of a 
tournament in Tahoe once because Ken Jones, the tournament director, was pairing 
all adjourned games as draws, even when some were clearly a win for one side. He 
did this even though he was advised not to. 

9. USCF Expert John A. Blackstone recently wrote that "most tournaments here 
in the United States seem to be put on a treadmill basis . . . because of incom 
petent tournament directors." Do any tournement directors stand out in your mind 
as being espetially good or bad? 

A. /FIDE Judge Isaac/ Kashdan_is good. /WIVE Judge George/ Koltanowski is 
all right. Philip Haley /of Canada/ directs tournaments with some top-notch ideas. 
For example, he gives a higher priority to the top players' getting equal color 
allocation. A director should be fair and strong enough to make his decisions 
stick, 

- Do you think that sanctions should have been taken against the FIDE- 
affiliated national federations involved in the inprisonment of International 
Grandmaster Ludek Pachman, as some US players have maintained? 

A. Politics should have no influence on chess at all, but its funny— 
chess is of an international nature, so whenever anything is happening politically, 
it shows up in chess first. For example, there was a dispute over whether Hast 
Germany or West Germany or both should be allowed to have a team in the Chess 
Olympies. Also, years ago, when tusSia was getting ready to take over a country, 
they sent their chess team in advance on a good-will mission. They did that in 
Czechoslovakia in 1948 and also in Hungary, so all you had to do was watch which 
countries they were sending their players to, in order to find out who they were 
going to take over next. That's no longer the case. 

g. It would be interesting to hear your impressions of some notable chess 
figures in the San Francisco Bay Area and the United States. First, international 
Master William G. Addison, a San Francisco resident. 

A. A very talented player who applies himself. He's inconsistent, though. 

At times he plays very well and at other times, not so well. Perha»s he needs to 
play in more tournaments, but he has problems financially. He wants to go places 
in chess, but he seems to become depressed by a loss—-more depressed than he 
should be-——but who isn't? 

Q. Lt. Col. Edmund B. Edmondson, Executive Director of the United States 
Chess Federation and a former resident of this area. 

A. He's been very good for the game. He's a good organizer. 

re Local USCF Master Jude F. Acers. 

A. Acers has been good for chess too. There's room for many kinds of flowers 
in the garden of chess. He doesn't play as well as he'd like to, though. You know, 
there are two other outstanding players from this area: John Blackstone [of 
Saratoga / and Erik Osbun /of San Jose/. 

Q- International Grandmaster Walter S. Browne, who recently gave a series of 
Simultaneous exhibitions in this area, 

A. I saw him in Canada, but I don't kmow him that well. He has great energy, 
but he is impetuous and emotional-—-at least he was when he was younger. He has 
a critical faculty and is enthusiastic, but he's not as stable as he might be. 

In short, he's a fine player, but needs seasoning-——particularly more opening study. 

9. David Blohm, last year's California State Chess Champion. 

A. I met him when we played in Seattle /1969 Strawberry Open/, and he had 
by far the worst sporting attitude of anyone playing there. IIe kept everyone waiting 
for hours by playing on against me two queens down} 

Q. Kenneth R, Smith, Editor of Chess Digest Magazine. 

A. He's improved tremendously since he began to edit the magazine. He'll 
never be a Grandmaster, though, but he's a solid opponent. 

9. He seems to have a great deal to offer in other areas also. ‘What, for 
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instance, do you think of his magazine? 

A. I hear he's having trouble getting renewals. It's too bad, but the odds 
are against having two national chess magazines. Chess Uisgest covers specialty 
areas and chess theory very well, but it is for the advanced player. Chess is 
supported by duffers—-"God must nave loved duffers, he imde so many of them," 
Smith edited the American Chess Juarterily from 1961-5 with outstanding articles 
by Fischer and the best American talent. That failed. !layhe the time is riper 
now. Smith will continue to publish monthly! . 

2. George Koltancwski, chess columnist, who resides in San Francisco, 

A. He's done a lot for the gause. I like to play in tournaments he directs, 
consistent. I've never hac any problems with him, 

2. Marshall Rohland, USCF President. 

A. I'm sorry, but I don't know him well enough,

I hardly know him, I've seen him at only a couple of tournaments. 
Larry Evans. 

A. Well, I haven't been playing in enough tournaments. I only play in two 
or three short ones a year, and that's not enough to get me in top form, This 
inactivity hurts my game. I need to do more in European tournaments. I love chess 
but it just takes too much time to devote myself to it sufficiently. If it comes 
between enjoying life at the cost of some bad chess results--I'll take life. One 
cannot serve two masters,

We were pleased with the interview and Mr, 
Evans's very candid statements. He obviously has well thought-out hopes and schemes 
for the future of chess and has intelligent opinions on ¢hess laws and tournament 
direction. Let us say in conclusion that it is gratifying to find so strong a 
player as Mr. Evans concerning himself with such matters. If more grandmasters 
(as well as we mere mortals) follow his lead, his rosy dreams of chess's future

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%**UNDERSTANDING CHESS LAWS AND TOURNAMENT DIRECTION: MORE ON TIME FORFEITURE*** 
By MARTIN E. MORRISON 
Chess Voice Editor and Colummist on Chess Laws and Tournament Direction

In the last (April-May) issue of Chess Voice, Peter J. Meschter proposed the 
awarding of time forfeits only on the basis of a player's claim, since a tournament 
director would not "be able to oversee every time difficulty." On this proposal 
I expressed reservations, maiuly on the ground that such a procedure would tend to 
undermine the uniformity of the time control. Mr. Meschter has kindly sent the 
following letter in rebuttal to my comments: 

"T] read your comments about my letter to Chess Voice with interest. I have 
no doubt that the spirit of the FIDE rules is that forfeit can be obtained by 
either the player or the tournament director, in theory; nor that it is the duty 
of the director, in theory, to establish when a forfeit has occurred. 

"However, suppose two games on opposite sides of the tournament hall have 
critical time pressure situations simultaneously, so that the director can oversee 
only one? Clearly there will be a much greater chance that a time forfeit in this 
game will be correctly awarded, than in the other, where a claim must occur. of 
course, the director could appoint someone to oversee the other game, but that per- 
son might not be unbiased or might not act in a proper manner. 

"In practice, then, I still assert it is better, in a large Swiss with only 
l or 2 directors, to have forfeits by claim only. This puts the onus for claiming 
a forfeit directly on the person who is most affected by it, and ensures as even an 
application of the rules as possible under non-ideal conditions. 

"Frankly, I disagree with Mr. DiDomenico that the opponent has the absolute 
duty to claim a forfeit. If a player, satisfied that it can hurt only himself not 
to claim, refuses to claim because circumstances are unclear or because the game 
is interesting, I would stand by his right to do so. If the allocation of a prize 
is at stake, of course he should claim. 

"In general, the system I propose is no less “defined and formal" than the one 
proposed by Mr. DiDomenico, and I believe that it reduces rather than enhances 
order and friendliness during 4 tournament. I am not disagreeing with either you 
or Mr. DiDomenico on the rules, but rather on the practical application ef those 
rules to smooth the course of a tournament in which many persons may be competing." 

In reading these arguments, I feel that vhere is a tension between theory 
(i.e., the FIDE World Chess Federation/ Laws) and practice—which Mr. Meschter 
himself recognizes—but to my mind the tension is too great to justify the proposal. 
I cannot reconcile the FIDE Laws' clear prescription (it is the duty ef the tourna- 
ment director "to establish that the prescribed time limit has not been exceeded 
by the players" /Article 19 (b)7 with whatever expediency is obtained from limiting 
time forfeitures to those claimed by the players. I see one of the main purposes 
of the Article as to insure that the time control be observed as uniformly as pos- 
sible. Granted that no system is perfect, having both the players and and tourna-— 
ment director on the watch ensures more uniformity and thereby, as I see it, more 
fairness. 

The tension between theory and practice is again evident when Mr. Meschter 
says he would support a player's right not to claima time forfeit. Even Mr. 
Meschter, though, admits that a4 player should claim if a prize is at stake. To 
me, however, the law, which controls Mr. Meschter's exception, seems unexception— - 
able-- "a game is lost by a player... who has not conpleted the prescribed 
number of moves in the time specified /Article $7317 .5 The law is stated with the 
same finality as the one for checkmate: "The game is won by the player who has 
mated the enemy King." 

In conclusion, then, although I fully support Mr. Meschter's desire "to smooth 
the course of a tournament" and appreciate his writing to share his proposal, I 
personally feel that the proposal is too much at variance with the explicit mean- 
ing of the Laws. However, I am sure that Mr. Meschter—and I as well—would ap- 
preciate and profit by hearing from others on this question, tournament directers 
and players alike. We all have a lot to learn and work on in this critical field 
of chess laws and tournament direction, and it is only by mtual effort and com 
munication that we shall improve the organization and conduct of our tournaments.

Mr. Morrison, Chairman of the Standing Tournament and Club Relations Committee, 
read a letter from David L. Amkraut, the CCCA's Finalist in the California State 
Chess Championship of 1969, requesting an additional $25, to make a total of $50, 
for expenses incurred in his participation in the Finals. After considerable 
debate, it was moved by Mr. Nelson that Mr. Amkraut be given an additional $25.

It was moved by Mr. Meyers and adopted unanimously THAT LEE HENDERSON AND 
FREDERICK J. ULRICH BE ELECTED AS AREA VICE CHAIRMEN, NORTH BAY AREA, MR. KORHNER, 
WITH HIS APPROVAL, BEING RECALLED. 

Tt was adopted unanimously THAT THE PLAN AMONG CERTAIN AFFILIATES IN CONTRA 
COSTA COUNTY TO INITIATE A MUTUAL VISITATION PROGRAM BE ENCOURAGED BY THE CCCA, 
AND THAT THE AREA VICE CHAIRMAN, NORTH BAY AREA, BE INSTRUCTED TO ASSIST IN ANY 
WAY POSSIBLE. 

It was adopted pnanimously THAT THE CCCA'S NEXT REGULAR MEETING BE HELD ON

fying points" to determine its finalist in the California State Chess Championship. 

(2) In order to receive Qualifying Points, the player mst be a member of the 
California State Chess Federation (CSCF) at or before the tournament in which the 
Points are awarded. 

(3) Any CCCA affiliate my award Points for any of its weekend tournaments 
which is USCF-rated, if it announces in advance that Points will be awarded at the 
tournament and that to qualify for them a player must display his CSCF membership 
card or join the CSCF at the tournament. Announcement on the tournament bulletin 
and/or in Chess Voice is sufficient. 

(4) The affiliate mst then submit to the chairman of the Committee the final 
scores of every player who is a member of the CSCF, preferably along with the pair-— 
ing cards of the tournament. 

(5) Points will be awarded in the following manner: 

(a) In an open, Swiss tournament, all CSCF members will receive their 
final score in Points; 
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(b) In a class, Swiss tournament, all CSCF members playing in the highest 
division will receive their final score in Points; 

(c) In a round robin tournament, all CSCF members will receive one-half of 
their final score in Points; 

(d) If a tournament is closed to any players with better than a Class A 
rating, players will receive 75% of the points they otherwise would 
have received; if a tournament is closed to any players with better 
than a Class B rating, no Points will be awarded. 

(e) In the CCCA's USCF Chess Championship of Central California Tournament, 
all CSCF members will receive triple the number of Points they other—_ 
wise would have received. { 

(6) Points will be totaled on 30 September for the year's California State 
Chess Championship Finals. The player who has accumulated the highest total of 
Points, who accepts the responsibility of participating in the Finals, and who 
seems to the Committee to be able to meet his responsibility of participation and 
te reflect the highest degree of chess ethics will be declared the CCCA's Finalist, 

(7) All expenses incurred from participating in the Finals will be the Final- 
ist's own responsibility. The Finalist, however, will be reimbursed automatically 
under the following policy of awarding prizes at the Finals: "All ten qualifiers 
in the State Finals will receive a prize, provided that they play at least five 
games, on a downward descending scale, but starting with two substantial top 
prizes. It is the CSCF's belief that anyone who qualifies into this event, even 
though he may finish last, deserves to get at least some, if not all, of his ex- 
penses back." 

(8) A running total of Points earned will be published in Chess Voice.

Ratter ty the Eaters . 
EDITORS: 


- - « I make a plea that concerns all players who enjoy chess and its beauty, 
I refer to my lost games from this tournament whose scores show the effects of the 
hectic schedule /v. first and third games in "Games Colum" of this issue/. 

You will realize that my notes are not sour grapes because I have competed in 
and won many tournaments more important than this one and know very well the de- 
fects of the five-round Swiss. The defects are basically the three games per day 
and the rapid time limit. Luck instead of skill becomes the most important factor 
in determining the winner. Take, for example, my first place 4$-¢ result at Hay- 
ward this year. I obtained three lost positions and succeeded in swindling my 
opponents each time. It is common for myself and other five-round Swiss System 
tournament winners to breathe a sigh of relief when the victory is obtained. 

You ought to consider that many fine players cannot play good games with 
scores fit for publication under such hectic conditions. Chess art suffers. I 
think that determining a winner is somewhat less important than producing beauti- 
ful chess. . .« .« 

What about the four-round Swiss for weekend events? Remember, the important 
thing is the quality of the play and not the results. I hope that the CCCA would 
sponsor more of these four-round tournaments. The important thing is to eliminate 
three games per day. That's too much strain on the old grey upstairs. ...

EDITORS' REPLY: 

Thank you for taking the time to share your thoughts with us. To begin with, 
let us state that a five-round Swiss is no easier;on the tournament directors than 
it is on the players! The tournament directors at the tournament in question had 
to stay at the site until midnight to see all third-round games played off and 
had to appear at 9:00 a.m. Sunday morning to supervise the completion of adjourned 
games from the first three rounds. 

The CCCA's USCF Class Chess Tournament at Berkeley (The Washingtonian), 21-22 
February, which you site in your annotations as an example of an outstanding tourna- 
ment, one with four rounds and a slow (40/2) time limit, presented a nupber of 
organizational problems, especially in the way of too many adjourned games in the 
top division and too long a playing period (four hours per round), which make that 
setup as unsuitable as the tournaments with five rounds and a fast time limit. 

One must also remember that the Class B, C, D, and E players find a 40/2 limit 
too slow. The experience, then, indicates that both five-round tournaments and 
those with a slow time limit and long playing rounds have serious deficiencies. 

The CCCA, therefore, in two of its summer tournaments (in July at San Jose 
and in September at Concord). will experiment with a compromise: a four-round 
Swiss with a time limit not too slow and a playing period not too long (40/14). 
You yourself indicate that the four-round setup is more important than the slower 
time limit, and this limit is only nine seconds faster per move than that used in 
the US and National Opens. 

We shall closely observe the players' reactions to these innovations, and 
we encourage other readers to submit their thoughts. The CCCA is pledged to serve 
the chess players of Central California, and we can only satisfy them if they make 
clear to us their desires,

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The First Livermore Open

Mild weather, an ideal location, and a fine turnout of players from all over 
the Bay Area combined to make a success of the first Livermore Open, held on 6 and 
7 June. 

A field of 50 entrants, some from as far away as hionterey and Concord, competed 
in the five-round USCF tourney for $115 in prize money. In addition to USCF Master 
Jude F. Acers, there were three Class A players, fifteen B's, ten C's, three D's, 
and eighteen Unrateds. 

First prize of $30 was won rather handily by Mr. Acers who scored five wins, 

a full point ahead of the field. His right to sit at first table, located on a 
raised stage in one corner of the playing area, was never seriously jeopardized, 
Second prize of $15 was shared by seven players who finished with four points: 
Michael R. Ewell, of Monterey; Craig Barnes, of Berkeley; Hans Poschmann, of Fre- 
mont; John Peterson, of San Jose; and James B. Shearer, Harold L. Barnett, and 

Lt. Col. George W. Roust, all of Livermore, Messrs. Ewell and Barnes split the 
Class A prize of $20, Messrs. Barnett, Poschmann, Roust, and Shearer divided the 
$15 B prize, and Mr. Peterson took the entire $10 Class C award. $10 D/£ money was 
shared by Lawrence A. Lane, of Oakland, and Ken Giallanza, of Livermore, each 
having scored one point. Fremont's William Orr won the $10 Unrated prize for his 
score of 34. The $5 upset award went to Gary MacLeod for his second round win over 
Craig Barnes. A special $10 California State Chess Federation (CSCF) prize for 

the CSCF member gaining the most rating points during this tournament was pre- 
sented to Harold L. Barnett by Spencer H. Van Gelder, Secretary of the CSCF. 

The Livermore Chess Club thanks all who travelled from far and near to par-— 
ticipate in this event. Considering that this was a two-day tournament and un- 
tested town, the attendance was gratifyingly large. Our sincere appreciation 
also to Richard R. Shorman, CCCA League and Publicity Director, a well-known Bay 
Area chess personality, under whose direction this event proceeded smoothly.

On Saturday, 16 May 1970, the DVI Chess Interest Group, in coUperation with 
the Central California Chess Association (CCCA) sponsored a USCF chess tournament. 
This one-day event, a three-round Swiss System, was open to all comers, although 
several prominent Northern and Central California players were invited. It was 
the first time such an event has been held at the Deuel Vocational Institution, 
and, I believe, the first time in the history of California prisons. 

Although a bit hastily organized, after the ball began rolling the tournament 
proved to be a huge success. It consisted of two divisions: Master /Expert/Class 
A and Classes B/C. Participants in the first category included a master, two ex- 
perts, and several 'strong" A players. 

This historic event was full of surprises and upsets from start to finish. In 
the first round both experts lost, and the master was barely able to consolidate 
his position of a two-—pawn deficit and go on to win (all against lower-rated 
and less experienced players!). In the final round, Jude F. Acers, USCF Master, 
was upset by this writer for first place in the tournament. 

In addition to the above, the ever—thoughtful Richerd R. Shorman, tournament 
director, brought with him two books to be awarded as prizes for the best-—played 
or most "brilliant" game in each division. In the event neither of the prizes were 
won, they would be donated to the DVI Chess Library. This writer, on the decision 
of the tournament director, was awarded the prize in the first category for his 
game against Harold L. Barnett, of Livermore, in the first round (the game was also 
published by Mr. Shorman in the Hayward Daily Review on 24 May 1970). There was 
no Winner of the Brilliancy Prize in the B/C section, and the book was donatedto 
DVI.

Scholarship Festival Draws Players for Eighth Time to Hayward

Scholarship Chess Festival for granted. True, the Festival has been in existence 
for eight consecutive years——-longer than any other here, but for Raymond Ausnmus, 
Festival Director, it is the realization of a cherished goal, to provide the players 
of the Bay Area one day on which to gather for varied chess activities in a pleasant

surrounding. Working mostly unassisted, Mr. Ausmus has patterned the Scholarship 
Festival after the highly successful English chess festivals. ‘Set in the green, 
spacious surroundings of Weekes Community Center in Hayward on Sunday, 21 June, 
this year's Eighth Annual Festival had players enjoying a multitude of activities: 
a rapid-transit tourney, a Simultaneous exhibition by USC Expert Gary C. Pickler, 
a chess lecture by CCCA League and Publicity Director, Richard R. Shorman, and a 
problem-solving tournament. The heart of the Festival was a four-man Round Robin 
chess tournament and the brilliancy prize based upon it. Nearly everyone receives 
some prize, whether a winner or not. 

One of the highlights of this year's Festival was the lecture given by Mr, 
Shorman, which centered on the intriguing theme, what separates a Grandmaster from 
a Master’, and what separates Vassily Smyslov, for example, consistent high-finisher 
in international tournaments, who distinguishes between "chess to win" and "good 
chess," from Dr. Max Huwe, frequent low-scorer, but recipient of many brilliancy 
prizes? Illustrating the point by a detailed analysis of a Smyslov vs. Stein 
game, Mr. Shorman held his audience captivated for a ninety-minute lecture, spiced 
with such insights as "Young Grandmasters are not surprised by unusual moves be- 
cause they have met all surprises as they have proved themselves," 

Aside from the maximal enjoyment of the player at the Festival, there is one 
feature which separates the Hayward Festival from all the others--its charitable 
purpose. Noother festival can claim that for eight consecutive years its profits 
have gone not to enrich the pocket of any organizer, but to further the college 
education of that chess player who graduates from the Hayward School District with 
the highest academic standing. Mr. Ausmus, himself a teacher, understands the 
value of such an award and has directed his energies to promote the restival for 
this purpose. 

If you mised this year's gala event, don't despair. Mr. Ausmus has announced 
the Ninth Annual Scholarship Chess Festival for Sunday, 19 September. Mark the 
date on your calendar now and look for details in coming issues of Chess Voice.

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***BOOK REVIEW: KENNETH HARKNESS'S OFFICIAL CHESS RULEBOOK*** 
By MARTIN E. MORRISON 
Chess Voice Editor and Columnist on Chess Laws and Tournament Direction 


Chess players and officials alike will welcome this addition to the limited 
arsenal of works on chess laws and tournament direction. Kenneth M. Harlmess, a 
recognized authority on the subject and one of the five members of the Permanent 
Commission of the FIDE (World Chess Federation) for the Laws of the Game, has 
previously authored two standard works, The Official Blue Book and Encyc lopedia 
of Chess (1956, now out of print) and Official Chess Handbook (New York: David 
McKay Company, c. 1967, $6.95). This latest work, just released by David McKay, 
presents in a convenient form (hardback, 11 x 19 cm., 116 pp., ill. and ind., 
$3.75) the current FIDE Laws of the Game of Chess (Basic Rules, Supplementary 
Rules for Competitions, and Supplements to the Laws), along with many recent 
interpretations of these Laws by the Permanent Commission, and, in addition, 
the latest revision of the USCF Tournament Rules, previously available only in 
the out-of-print Blue Book in an out-dated version. Also included is Mr. Harkness's 
commentary on many points, in some cases almost verbatim from the Handbook for 
ready reference. A final section includes comments on "Chess Clocks and Time 
Limits" and "Unfinished Games." The Rulebook has been approved by the USCF. 

Since the Rulebook introduces changes in rules and procedures, I shall here 
discuss the more important ones in the interest of those thousands of chess 
players who will be participating in tournaments without having read the Rulebook 
or who, being inexperienced in the details of tournament procedure, will otherwise 
not be aware of the changes. 

ARTICLE 8: THE TOUCHED MAN. (". . . if the player having the move touches 
one or more men, he must make his move by moving or capturing the first man touched 
that can be moved or captured, ...') Mr. Harkness, perhaps relying on a 1968 
decision of the Permanent Commission, has interpreted this as follows: if a 
player touches one or move of his opponent's men and then one or more of his own, 
he must take the first enemy man he touched with the first of his own touched men 
that can make the capture, There has been much controversy on this interpretation, 
Since some say that the rule covers only the first man touched; in the above 
case, they would say, the player would only be obligated to capture the first of 
his opponent's men touched that could be captured, without any restriction on which 
of his own men should make the capture. The same situation exists when the player's 
own men are touched first, then the opponent's. I myself find the Article vague , 
but Mr. Harkmess's interpretation may be quite correct and will surely carry a 
great deal of weight with tournanient officials. 

ARTICLE 8: THE TOUCHED MAN. (". . . No penalty is entailed if the opponent 
does not claim a violation of this rule before himself touching a man, .. ot) 

Mr. Harlmess has evidentally changed his mind on the interpretation of this, since 
he wrote in the Handbook: "Unless a claim is made at the proper time, it is not 
the responsibility of the Director to see that the rule is observed," Now, in 

the Rulebook, he says: "the duty of the director to see that the laws of chess 
are strictly observed /Article 19b) 7 invariably takes precedence in situations of 
this type. . .." Other things being equal, I believe that the standard principle, 
a general statement is always of less authority than, and yields to, a specific 
statement or rule, would be operative here. Since a specific statement is made 

in Article 8 and a more general one in Article 19b), it seems to me that Mr. 
Harkness's statement in the Handbook is more correct. In any case, the point is 
debatable, but the contradiction between the Handbook and the Rulebook should be 
resolved for tournament players and officials, 

ARTICLE 12: DRAWN GAME, SUB-ARTICLE 3 /DRAW BY REPETITION OF POSITION/. This 
sub-erticle has consistently caused confusion, primarily because there was doubt 
whether a player, after announcing the draw, should make the move leading to the 
third occurence of the position. Mr. Harkness's comments on pages 47, 49, and 67 
soundly indicate that the player should make the move, in fact must make it before 
his flag drops. This procedure is the opposite of the one laid down in old USCF 
Tournament Rule ll, I am pleased that Mr. Harlmess has chosen to translate the subar- 
tide exactly in the Rulebook and to paraphrase the 1960 FIDE Interpretation of it, 
whereas in the Handbook he combines the two. This is the explanation of the change 
in wording; the sub-article has not been amended, 

ARTICLE 13; RECORDING OF GAMES and ARTICLE 17: LOSS OF THE GAME, SUB-ARTICLE 
1 /LOSS ON TIME/. By universal agreement, the matter of time forfeitures, closely 
connected with the matter of the recording of games, is the most vexing in US 
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tournaments today. In important international tournaments, a small number of players 
are involved and a comparatively large number of officials. All games involving 
time trouble are closely watched by an official. In the US, however, the popularity 
of weekend tournaments and the scarcity of officials does not permit adequate 
supervision on the part of officials, In the Rulebook, Mr. Harkness has distin- 
guished small tournaments from large tournaments and attempted to solve the problem 
by having the USCF adopt the following new Tournament Rule (No. 18): "Whenever 
possible, the tournament director or an assistant should be present to referee a 
game in which there is time-—trouble. The referee should endeavor to count the moves 
as they are being played. ‘Then, when a player's flag drops, the referee should-— 
(a) accept the claim of a win by the player's opponent if the claimant's score— 
sheet indicates the number of moves made and if the referee's own count verifies 
the validity of the claim; or (b) claim a win on the opponent's behalf on the basis 
of the referee's independent count of the number of moves made. .. ." In effect, 
this rule permits an official to make an "instant time-forfeit decision" without 
waiting for score-sheets to be completed. lthough an ingenious solution on its 
face, this procedure, as Mr. Harkness himself grants, seems to go against Article 
18 and the 1959 FIDE Interpretation of it. Many US officials have recently argued 
for strict enforcement of the obligation of a player "to record the game... 

move after move [article 13 /" and that lax enforcement is not only probably il- 
legal but also detrimental to organized tournaments, which for many purposes rely 
on complete game scores, legally recorded in conformity with Article 13. Based 

on correspondence with many tournament officials across the country, I shall, 

with the encouragement of Fred Cramer, FIDE Vice President for the USA, and Folke 
Rogard, FIDE President, submit a statement of the problem and a possible solution 
for action by the FIDE at its 1970 Congress. Hopefully an FIDE ruling will be 
forthcoming. Until then, I should urge tournement officials to enforce Article 13 
as much as they are able, as Mr. Harkness himself proposes for small tournaments, 
and to use USCF Tournament Rule 18 only when absolutely necessary. Then, at the 
Congress, Mr. Harlmess will be able to discuss the problem more fully with his 
fellow members of the Permanent Commission. 

Since the publication of the Handbook in 1967, the Permanent Commission has 
issued a number of interpretations of the Laws, some of which are paraphrased in 
the Rulebook. The director should not "call a player's attention to the fact that 
he has failed to punch his clock, or that his opponent has made a move and started 
the player's clocH (p. 61); after a move is sealed, it is too late to change it, 
even if the clock has not been punched (pp. 62-63 ) ; a player who "arrives at the 
chessboard more than one hour late [article 17.27," even if he has some time re-— 
maining in his favor, loses the game (p. 69). It is regrettable that publisher's 
limitations did not permit Mr. Harkmess to include all the FIDE interpretations 
or the exact wording of those he does include, The only English translation 
available of the "Interpretations Ane by the Permanent Commission of the FIDE for 
the Laws of the Game" (from the third [1966/7 and latest French edition of the FIDE 
Laws of the Game of Chess) has been made and published by me and is available for 
20¢ postpaid (P. 0. Box 1622, Oakland, CA 94604). This complete translation would 
be a worthwhile supplement to one's copy of the Rulebook. 

The revised USC¥ Tournament Rules are in most cases taken with only slight 
modifications from the earlier version in the Blue Book, after obsolete sections 
and rules already contained in the FIDE Laws were removed. I note with pleasure 
that directors are clearly barred from participating in tournaments they direct" 
(No. 2), as I have consistently advocated. "Clocks should be set so that each 
player's clock will register 6 o'clock when the time control period expires" (No. 
8). I have already been employing this rule in tournaments which I direct upon 
the recommendation of a fellow director. The movement of the minute hand just 
before the vertical position is clearer when the hour hand is not also nearing 
that position. Unfortunately, fining as a penalty has been eliminated (No. 13); 
although not utilized much, fining could often have been a convenient penalty for 
rules violations not directly affecting a game in progress. The old rules on the 
selection and operation of an appeals jury hae been retained. Tournament officials 
should note that the appointment of such a committee is not permissive, but manda- 
tory. 

In addition to its other merits, the new Rulebook will provide the basic tools 
necessary to embark upon a program of tournament direction reform, which has been 
sorely needed in this country for many years and which I have been consistently been 
advocating in my own writing. Now that the USCF has been financially and adminis— 
tratively stabilized by its Executive Director, Col. Edmondson, and its elected of- 
ficers, and has surpassed the 20,000 member mark, it has realized the need to im— 
prove conditions in this vital area. A program of Tournament Director Certification 
was initiated at the 1970 USCF Directors' Meeting, and a USCF Committee, on which 
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I have been kindly asked to serve, will soon begin work on a Guidebook, to include 
detailed information on running a tournament. I myself, in preparation for the 
Guidebook, am currently editing and releasing in installments a Tournament Direction 
Guide and Manual, to collect basic information not readily available to tournament 
officials and organizers. Some credit for this "renaissance" in the field of chess 
laws and tournament direction must surely go to Mr. Harkmess, a pioneer in the field 
Armed with the Official Chess Rulebook and Official Chess Handbook, every 
tournament player and official may be confident that he has the basic tools for 
competently handling the vast majority of tournament situations. Both books can 
be ordered from the publisher (750 Third Avenue, New York, NY 10017) and are a 
must for anyone who considers hinself a serious chess player.

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Record—Breaking 123 Players at CCCA's Championship of Central California 

In the sumptuous grounds and elegant mansion of the Meek Estate, Hayward, the 
CCCA's Second Annual USCF Adult and Junior Chess Championship of Central California 
was held on 8-9 August. The tournament attracted the largest field yet for an all- 
USCF tournament is this area-——-123 players. Tournament directors Martin E. Morrison 
and Elwin. C. Meyers directed the unusually large number of participants, 26 Masters 
Experts, and Class A's; 38 Class B's; and 59 Class C, D, and E's. 

Winning the title of 1970 USCF Champion of Central California and $100 was 
Julio A. Kaplan, former World Junior Champion. First A was Alan LaVergne ($25), 
followed by Harold Edelstein, Benjamin L. Gross, and John A. Wallan, who split 
the Second-Through-Fourth Class A prize and $10. Mark B. Gazse, Charles A. Maddigan 
(an up-and-coming USCF Junior), and Norman Rosen tied for the top Class B spot and 
shared $135. With a clear 5-0 Lee Henderson captured the First Classes C/D/E prize 
money of $100. Leonard F. Petty, Jr., placed second in that division ($25), and 
Alfred Hansen topped the large Classes D/E field. 

1970 USCF Junior Champion of Central California was Craig N. Barnes, aged 15, 
who scored an excellent 2-2 in the Master /Expert/Class A Division on his return from 
Los Angeles, where he placed very high in the California Junior Championship. 

Other junior winners, receiving book or magazine awards were: Marcos B. Costa 
(First B Junior), Michael G. Vatcher (Second B Junior), William Noble (First C/D/E 
Junior), and Richard S. Anderson (First D/E Junior). Bruce G. Boer won a special 
award, a chess set provided by CCCA Publicity Director Richard R. Shorman, for the 
youngest player in the tournament.

The CCCA'ts USCF Class Chess Tournament at San Jose, 18-19 July, was outstand- 
ing in two respects: the record number of players involved (the larges, all—USCF 
tournament in the area until the CCCA's Championship of Central California, reported 
above) and the more—than-friendly hospitality of the host San Jose Chess Club. Not 
only were club president Casy O'Brien, club treasurer E. H. Mueller, and club trustee 
William T. Adams (also a CCCA Vice Chairman) constantly on hand for assistance, but 
also Mrs. Adams and Mrs. Crofut continuously ministered to the hunger and thirst of 
the players with coffee and homemade blueberry muffins and plum cake.

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***UNDERSTANDING CHESS LAWS AND TOURNAMENT DIRECTION: 
A LETTER ON TIME FORFEITURE TO FIDE***

My last two columns have dealt with the opinions of various tournament offi- 
cials across the country on the critical matter of time forfeiture (Laws of Chess, 
Articles 17.1 and 19b/). So much disagreement persists in this vital area that an 
official FIDE (World Chess Federation) interpretation would seem not only welcome, 
but even a necessity. To this end, having obtained prior permission, I have sub- 
mitted the following letter to FIDE President Folke Rogard for consideration at the 
1970 FIDE Congress, to be held in August of this year. The three opposing posi- 
tions expressed during the examination of the problem in Chess Voice have each been 
impartially included, as much as possible in the words of their respective pro- 
ponents, along with the wording of one interpretation proposed. 





"With the encouragement of FIDE Vice President for Zone 5 (USA), Mr. Fred 
Cramer, and upon your own most kind invitation (in your letter dated 9 Feburary 
1970), I should like to submit to the Permanent Commission of the FIDE for the 
Laws of the Game a question which has been of especial concern to tournament 
directors and players of this country, including International Grandmaster Larry 
Evans and Isaac I. Kashdan, the latter an FIDE Judge as well. I am sure that 
other affiliated federations have had to deal with the problem also. An official 
interpretation would be most welcome and, if the matter is deemed of sufficient 
import, the question might be taken up by the General Assembly, as you indicated. 

"The question concerns the implementation of Articles 17.1 and 19b) of the 
Laws, especially in the case of a large tournament with a limited number of tourna— 
ment officials. In such a situation, some directors are of the opinion that losses 
for failure ‘to play the prescribed number of moves in the given time‘ should be 
imposed by tournament directors only on the basis of a claim made by a player, and 
that the tournament director on his own should not interfere in time losses unless 
a claim is made by a player. They argue that since in a large tournament a direc— 
tor ‘cannot guarantee to be able to oversee every time difficulty,’ it is fairer 
to impose time losses only on the basis of a player's claim. 

"At the other extreme, other directors maintain: ‘In the Laws of Chess it is 
clear. It is not implied that a player should make a claim. It says the game is 
lost by the player who fails to make the prescribed number of moves in the given 
time. It says the Tournament Director must: establish that the prescribed time 
limit has not been exceeded.' This opinion places stronger emphasis on the mean- 
ing of Article 19b). 

"Between these two extremes, still other directors take the position that time 
control is a factor of procedure, not of a player's skill, and that in order to in- 
sure as much uniformity—-and therefore fairness—as possible in such a procedural 
matter, it is better ‘to have two checks, the tournament director and the player.' 

"Obviously the matter needs clarification, so that the FIDE Laws may he of 
greater service to all tournament directors. We shall take here no position on the 
three possible opinions outlined above by quoting their proponents. One possible 
interpretation along the following lines has been suggested: ‘In regard to his 
responsibility "to establish that the prescribed time limit has not been exceeded 
by the players (Art. 19b/) ," the tournament director, in those tournaments in which 
the number of players is great and the number of officials is small, may opt, with 
proper advance notice, to share this responsibility with the player by requiring 
that the player mst claim a win on time and must produce a scoresheet which, upon 
verification by the director, proves that the player's opponent failed “to play the 
prescribed number of moves in the given time (Art. 17.1)." This option shall not 
be available in an FIDE International Tournament or in any tournament of less than 
24 players in which FIDE titleholders participate.'" 

Hopefully the Commission will consider the question fully and adopt an inter- 
pretation which will help tournament officials to apply the relevant Articles 
correctly.

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*#**SPECIAL REPORT ON THE CCCA'S USCF CLASS TOURNAMENT AT SAN JOSE*** 
By ERIK D. OSBUN, USCF Master 


I. The San Jose tournament was a great success with respect to the large 
attendance, but a dismal failure with regard to the quality of the games produced 
by the premier section. The reason for this was the poor playing conditions, a 
factor that few tournament organizers regard with enough seriousness. The poor 
conditions were: (1) the oppressive heat, (2) the crowding of the playing rooms, and 
(3) the too rapid time limit. 

Everyone who was there remembers the lack of elbow room and the horrible heat, 
I have it from Frank Skoff in the Illinois Chess Bulletin (May 1968) that a chess 
player's brain uses enough energy during a two-round day to heat about six quarts 
of water from the freezing point up to the boiling point. How many of you wish you 
had stayed home and boiled water instead? 

Several participants have expressed to me the fact that the time limit was too 
fast. All of the important games of the premier section were decided by the clock 
as I shall show in Part II of this report. This situation is deplorable and should 
have been avoided by adopting a time limit of 40 moves per two hours instead of 40 
per one and one-half. I have it from our tournament directors that "It takes too 
long" (referring to 40 per two). This argument does not make sense to me and others 
because we started late on both days (11:45 on Sunday). It is my firm conviction 
that our chess tournaments should be run according to the wishes of the participants 
and by a code of minimum standard playing conditions set by the USCF for USCF rated 
events. The CCCA is a progressive chess organization. Why can't we have some 
pioneer efforts in this direction? [evs NOTE: A reply to some of the points 
contained in Mr. Osbun's article and the plans for future CCCA tournaments which 
will meet Mr. Osbun's criteria will be found at the end of this article. 

We are most grateful to Mr. Osbun for forcefully stating his position here, which 
will stimulate the CCCA to hold even better events. It is only by hearing construc- 
tive criticism such as this that chess organizers and organizations will improve./ 

II. Games and Vignettes. a 

Leonard Hill vs. Blazo Sredanovic, Round 1. 

Leonard Hill played Fischer in the US Junior Championship 1957, scored 90% 
as fourth board on the San Jose State National Collegiate Championship Team 1964, 
and now teaches Spanish to high school students and promotes junior chess. 

Blezo Sredanovic was a candidate master in Yugoslavia prior to his sensational 
introduction to California chess when he won the 1964 Monterey Open by beating 
Tibor Weinberger in the last round. He quickly achieved a 2300-plus rating as a 
result of his high scores in subsequent events including the National Open in Las 
Vegas 1965. Currently he plays little chess, devoting his time to his work as an 
electrical engineer.

Vignette from Erik Osbun ws. Craig Barnes, Round 1. 

Craig Barnes is a promising junior player, who scored well in the last Cali- 
fornia Junior Championship, losing only to the winner Kenneth Morrissey in an ex- 
citing game. He takes a critical view of his play and has a good tactical sense, 
but should try to improve his positional judgment. 

I am currently a low-rated USCF Master (2210), have qualified to the State 
Championship this year, and was first board on the San Jose State National Inter- 
collegiate Championship Team 1964. I was twice CFNC Expert Champion (1959 and 1964), 
second in my first State Championship try in 1967, and first or tied-—for-—first in 
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numerous local Swiss System tournaments. I have never held a USCF rating be low 
Expert, which I earned in my first rated tournament (California Open at Santa 
Barbara 1958). 


In this position White has a great positional advan— 
tage, which he could increase by 1 P-QN4, setting up the 
Black QNP as a target (1 P-QN4, N-B5?; 2 K-R2, N-067; 3 
N-K4 +). Instead, hassled by the clock, I played

James Iwashita vs. Jude Acers, Last Round. 

Jim Iwashita is a USCF Expert, current co-holder of the San Jose Chess Club 
title (with William Adams and I), second board San Jose State National Interco lle— 
giate Championship Team 1964, and drew three Masters in last year's California 
Open in Monterey (Blackstone, Henin, and Ramirez). 

Jude Acers is currently rated USCF Expert, but held a Master rating a short 
time ago. He is Games Editor of The California Chess Reporter and probable CCCA 
representative to the next State Championship. Jude has played in many and won 
several local Swiss tournaments, but too many of these events lost him his Master 
rating. Jude is a very aggressive and creative player, so I expect to see him with 
a Master rating again soon.

III. Why is the time limit important? 

In all of the above examples where one or both players were hassled by the 
clock, the discerning reader will notice that when moves of a defensive nature 
were called for, they were the ones most frequently overlooked. Attacking moves 
are easier to find in time pressure. 

Defense is the more difficult art. The quality of an individual game score is 
proportional to the quality of the defense offered. When the clock influences too 
often the careful consideration of defensive moves, then the clock becomes the 
destructor of the considerate player's esthetic sensibility. 

The appropriate time limit to be adopted is thus a value judgment of sorts. 

I think as do several others, that anything faster than 40 moves per two hours is 
detrimental to chess art. 
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I offer to you an example of five-minute chess played between two masters at 
the San Jose Chess Club recently that will help anplify my thoughts about clock 
time with respect to attack and defense. Fischer says that five-minute chess 
kills your ideas. Here the player on the defensive fails to find a good defense 
to a fishy, but creative attack. Probably five-minute chess kills the ability to 


defend well.

EDITORS'’ REPLY: Two of the factors mentioned in Part I by Mr. Osbun, oppres- 
sive heat and crowding of playing rooms, could not have been foreseen by the 
tournament officials. No one could have predicted that 18-19 July would be one 
of the hottest weekends of the year. The room at the San Jose YMCA was kindly 
arranged for at minimal charge (to increase the prize fund) by the San Jose Chess 
Club. The room rented was to seat comfortably 80 players; 75 were expected. When 
105 players registered, two additional rooms were opened, one to take the overflow 
and one for analysis and skittles. The tournament directors even turned over half 
of their room for use by the players. We are satisfied that under the circumstances 
the players were well looked after. Naturally, in the future, we shall learn from 
the experience gained from this tournament to improve the playing conditions even 
more. No tournament, no matter how carefully planned, runs without such hitches, 
and the huge turnout, to make this the largest all-USCF tournament ever held up 
to that time in Central California, in our view should compensate the players for 
the few inconveniences suffered because of it. Many players were evidentally satis— 
fied enough to return to the CCCA's Second Annual USCF Adult and Junior Chess Cham- 
pionship of Central California (8-9 August) to produce a record-shattering 123- 
player tournament. 

On the question of time limits it may even be argued that in weekend Swisses 
master-caliber play is difficult at any limit. We have just received a letter on 
this subject from Isaac I. Kashdan, International Grandmaster and FIDE Judge, whose 
opinions must carry a great deal of weight. He writes: "a slower limit is fine 
if only one game a day is played. But in the usual weekend Swiss, or whenever two 
or more games a day are played, high calibre chess is practically impossible, no 
matter what the time limit. When eight to ten hours of regular sessions are sched- 
uled, plus adjourned games, endurance is an essential element, and the quality of 
chess must suffer. Actually a three hour time limit, such as 40 in 14, works out 
better if players adjust to it. They can sit at the board without getting up for 
three hours, and put in as much thinking time as in a four hour session, when they 
get up frequently, walk around, and get back to the board when the opponent has 
moved." 

Nevertheless, the CCCA, in its progressive spirit, has and will continue to 
experiment with various solutions. Rest assured that we seek the slowest time limit 
for Master /Expert games compatible with the exigencies of the tournament. There are 
two basic situations we wish to avoid for the premier player: three rounds in one 
day and too many hours of play per day, because both produce fatigue, which will kill 
the quality of a game far more than any time limit. On Mr. Osbun's earlier sugges— 
tion, we cut down our weekend Swisses from five to four rounds, thus avoiding the 
fatigue of playing three rounds in any one day. This experiment met with general 
approval and will be continued. However, if we follow Mr. Osbun's current recom— 
mendation to begin play earlier in the day, player fatigue would revert to its pre- 
vious level. 

Last February, the CCCA pioneered in this region by introducing for Masters and 
Experts the 40/2 time limit at its USCF Class Chess Tournament at Berkeley (The 
Washingtonian). Next February the CCCA will again sponsor a 40/2 tournament with 
the play spread over three days. Other 40/2 tournaments will be sponsored, as well 
as some 35/1.75 tournaments, to be held at the Berkeley Chess Club. The latter 
time control is at the same rate as 40/2, but with a shorter playing period, to 
complete the rounds in the available time. future plans will be made after study- 
ing the results of these experiments. 

Thank you again for sharing your opinions, Mr. Osbun. We hope that by thus 
discussing the problem and experimenting with various possibilities, we shall even- 
tually develop the best possible, feasible arrangement for all players. This is 
our progressive commitment, our goal.

***SURVEY OF CHESS ORGANI ZATIONS*** 


Many chessplayers have become confused by the large collection of four-— 
letter groups that tackle the difficult assignment of organizing chess. We shall 
attempt to dispel this confusion by identifying and describing below the chess 
organizations of most concern to chess players in this area. 

FIDE (FEDERATION INTERNATIONALE DES ECHECS, translated WORLD CHESS FEDERATION) 
is the international chess organization, to which practically all national federa— 
tions are affiliated, including the USCF. It is the ultimate arbiter of the chess 
laws and oversees international tournaments, especially the World Championship. 

USCF (UNITED STATES CHESS FEDERATION) is the national chess organization with 
a& current membership approaching 20,000. It publishes Chess Life & Review monthly, 
provides national ratings, and organizes national tournaments, such as the US Open 
and Championship. For membership information, see page 16 of this issue, 

CSCF (CALIFORNIA STATE CHESS FEDERATION) is the state chess organization. 

It publishes The California Chess Reporter bimonthly and organizes state-wide 
tournaments, such as the California Open. For membership information, see page 
16 of this issue. 

CCCA (CENTRAL CALIFORNIA CHESS ASSOCIATION) is the regional chess organiza- 
tion, which covers roughly the area from Sacramento to Bakersfield. It publishes 
The Central California Chess Voice (Chess Voice for short) bimonthly and conducts 
many regional tournaments, usually in co§peration with local affiliates, and a 
team—match league. The CCCA is particularly dedicated to increasing USCF activity 
in this area. Membership is automatically conferred on chess players who belong 
to a of the CCCA's affiliates, which now number almost 40 (see page 15 of this 
issue). 

CFNC (CHESS FRIENDS 0F NORTHERN CALIFORNIA) is a local organization with most 
of its activity centered on the San Francisco Peninsula. It publishes Chess in 








Action quarterly, conducts a league, and holds some weekend tournaments. Membership 


costs $3.00 per annum.

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***UNDERSTANDING CHESS LAWS AND TOURNAMENT DIRECTION: THE FIDE HAS ACTED! ***

In the last issue I described the circumstances which led to my writing the 
FIDE (World Chess Federation) on the critical matter of time forfeitures and quoted 
in full the letter which was sent to FIDE President Rogard in June. I shall now 
continue the odyssey of my letter to its final disposition. 

In addition to President Rogard, copies of the letter went to our own FIDE 
Vice President for Zone 5 (U.S. A.), Fred Cramer, and Kenneth Harkness, who was 
to become a member of the Permanent Commission of the FIDE for the Laws of the Game 
(to my knowledge, the first American to be so honored). Mr. Harkness brought my 
letter to the floor of the USCF's Tournament Director Workshop meeting, held in 
Boston in conjunction with the USCF's 1970 business meetings and the US Open. Pre- 
dictably, my proposal on such an impoi:int subject stimmlated serious thought on 
and full discussion of the problem. 

Some officials considered the letter "not sufficiently specific." They wanted 
"to lay down a specific procedure for the tournament directors . . . drawn from 
their owmm extensive experience.” Mr. Cramer, arguing on behalf of my letter, then 
pointed out that my proposal "was intentionally broad, so as to be acceptable at 
an international level, to preclude discussion of detailed content .. . and to 
avoid anti-USA opposition sure to result from a too USCF-y proposition." He also 
noted that my letter outlining the problem was succinct enough to avoid long trans- 
lation problems, Finally, Mr. Harkness suggested, and the USCF officially endorsed, 
as the basis of a possible interpretation by the FIDE Rules Commission, the problem 
situation identified in my wording and a solution as follows: "In those tourna-— 
ments in which the number of players is large and the number of officials is small, 
special regulations may be adopted by the organizers to simplify the procedure of 
deciding whether a player has lost a game under Article 17, no. 1." Mr. Harlmess 
subsequently sent to the FIDE this proposal of the USCF's, and I, my support of the 
USCF's action. 

Site of the FIDE Congress and 2lst Chess Olympiad this year was Siegen, 
Germany, a town of about 100,000 inhabitants some 50 miles from Bonn, the capital 
of West Germany. The Rules Commission met on the 18th of September, the Saturday 
before the convening of the FIDE General Assembly. Present were President Rogard, 
B. Harry Golombek, noted British master, Ion Gudju, of Roumania, Armin Heintze, 
of East Germany, and Zakhari Petrov Sanchev, of Bulgaria, and, as guests, FIDE's 
new President, International Grandmaster Dr. Machgielis Euwe, our own Kenneth 
Harkness, and former commission chairman H. J. J. Slavekoorde. 

Question 4 on the agenda read as follows: "The US Chess Federation has infor- 
med that many US tournaments are organized in which the number of players is large 
and the number of officials is rather small. In such tournaments the procedure to 
decide whether a player has lost a game under Article 17.1 cannot be observed. 

The Esuindiante Jale/ organizers are forced to adopt special regulations in order 
to simplify the procedure. The Commission's answer, as recorded in its report, 
was: "With reference to the Commission's *General Qbservations' of August 1958 
fer Martin E. Morrison and Elwin C. Meyers, Tournament Direction Guide and Manual 
Oakland: Central California Chess Association, c. 1969), p. I-111.2/ the Com— 
mission expresses the opinion that special regulations should be allowed in so 
far as they are required for the conducting of tournaments of the kind mentioned 
above." 

Thus ends the obyssey of one man's suggestion to clarify the international 
Laws of Chess. For tournament officials in the US, the FIDE decision legitimizes 
new USCF Tournament Rules 18 and 19 /ef. Kenneth Harkness, Official Chess Handbook, 
(New York: David McKay, c. 1970), p. 108/. For the USCF, it is the first pro— 
posal on the matter of the Laws of Chess in eight years. For the international 
world of chess, I hope it will mean clear and fairer application of those Laws in 
the best sense of collaboration echiquéenne, chess fellowship. For the future, 
we must dedicate ourselves to working for even more progress in this critical area.

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#** INTRODUCING BLANKBOARD CHESS*+* 
By ALBERT E. RACKETT, of Santa Clara 


"The game of chess is played between two opponents by moving men on a Square 
board cakied a ‘chessboard.'" Thus our beloved art is described by the FIDE 
ruies," 

The definition seemed guite accurate when we first became acquainted with the 
game, There were two opponents, one chessboard, and 32 carved objects —- nothing 
more. Qur well-meaning instructor heid a little castle tower before our gaze and 
ssid in one breath, "This is the rook it moves straight ahead and back and side-— 
ways." Each strange figure in turn was inseparably linked with its movements, 

Se thoroughly were we indoctrinated that it seemed that the powers of the sculpted 

igures were somehow imbued into them during the manufacturing process. Our task 
was to Giscern the faint lines of influence emanating from the pieces as they 
faced each other across the board. 

fter we moved the men on the square board through more than a few games, we 

diacovered that the true nature of the bishop is its influence along the diagonals, 
whether the symbo! of that power be a golden elephant or a 7-Up bottle cap. We 
stopped thinking of horses and crowns and conjured up intricate patterns of pins 
and forks. Now the little wooden paperweights serve only as reminders of where 
our plans begin. As we look deeply into our combinations, we stumble over them as 
we weave our fabric of attack and defense, We have come to realize that the less 
we depend upon the reminders, the more facile our imagination, the beties game we 
are likely to play. 

If our game is truly one of interacting influences and not of weighted, felted 
symbols, why may not the game be played without them? This is a reasenable gques- 
tion, and the only reasonable answer is that chess without men is not only pos- 
sible and instructive for intermediate players. but also quite enjoyable. To 
prove the point, five players, none above "A" strength, recently competed in the 
world's first blankboard teurnament. On five consecutive Wednesdsy evenings four 
players announced their moves across twe vacant chess boards as the fifth acted 
as a referee, making the moves on boards out of sight of the competitors. Their 
pleasant surprise at the quality of the game they were able to play will be an 
experience shared by most players when they first try the game. 

The newly created title of "World Blankboard Champion" was decisively won by 
Donald Card, with a score of 4-0. His opponents were David Burgess, Donald Harris, 
Mr. Pineard, and this writer. 

Those of us interested in promoting the game of chess among the uninitiated 
should give careful consideration to the change of perspective I have described. 
We want to give to our friends the blessings of an interest in chess, but we tend 
to forget that all the beauty, all the fascination, all the other rewards of the 
game, were found after we learned the true mature of the pieces. We display none 
of the riches of the game to the beginner by riveting his attention to the bare 
mechanics of play, and when he sees 290 competitors in a tournament zeated at 100 
boards with 3200 men, his first impressions of as purely mechanical game are rein- 
forced. How much more intriguing to the spectaters, how muck more true to the 
spirit of the game would be the sight of combatants battling fiercely in mental 
duels across vacant chesshoards? 

The game of blankboard thus has a promotional aspect to recomecnd it to tour- 
nament organizers, but its value te the players is obvious. International Master 
George Koltanowski recommends learning to play a game blindfolded to impreve one's 
play. Frank Marshall stated that a piayer's ability is largely proportional to his 
pewers of visual imagery. The writer first tried it es a means of deriving some 
challenge from games vith weaker piayers, but aside from its use as an odds-— 
giving device, it cannot hetp but improve the player's facility in visualizing 
combinations over the board. 

Mr. Card now looks forward to defending his title against the winner of the 
worid's second tlankboard tourney. Anyone organizing such an event should write 
to the address of this mgazine (cf. page two of this issue) for CCCA Publication 
No. S for a copy of the rules. 

Here ix the last—round game that gave Mr. Card his victory. To appreciate 
this representative game properly, the reader should play it through in the same 
manwer as the players, sans pieces.

[Jude F. acers, the CCCA Qualifier to the 1970 California State Chess Cham- 
pionship, withdrew two weeks in advance of the Championship for personal reasons. 
Michael R. Ewell, as the player with the second highest total of CCCA Qualifying 
Points, then became the CCCA Qualifier. The CCCA's thanks mst go to Mr. Ewell 
for stepping in at the last minute and taking valuable time from his job to com- 
plete his full schedule of championship games .—-EDS, 

The State Championship had its problems this year as usual, but all in all 
I think that it turned out very well (with the exception of my poor showing). 

The main problem was lack of a definite playing schedule for the preliminary 
rounds, compounded by the lateness of mailing out the playing schedule. For the 
future I would suggest one weekend for the preliminary rounds and a three-day 
weekend for the final five rounds. This would eliminate having to take off three 
days from work and would allow for more advance preparation. The original schedule 
called for Sunday through Wednesday, but was changed later to eliminate Wednesday. 

The final rounds went smoothly, thanks to Mr. Raymund J. Conway, Director of 
the Mechanics' Institute Chess Club, who did everything he could to make playing 
conditions as good as possible. He also took over the duties of tournament di- 
rector, including working on his day off. I think that Mr. Conway should be 
paid the TD's fee, as the scheduled TD could not make it and no one besides Mr. 
Conway acted as TD. During the preliminary rounds, Mr. Conway provided private 
rooms for the games played at MI. 

One point worth noting was that this year there were no forfeits. That is 
an improvement over last year. Also, I think that the prize fund should be an- 
nounced prior to the tournament, not after. I do not know of another tournament 
where the prize distribution is made after the tournament is over: 

Playing in the State Championship for the first time is quite an experience, 
I learned a few new points and remembered some old lessons (time control, advance 
preparation, etc.). I wish to thank the CCCA for the opportunity to play in this 
tournament,

USCF: Master Jude F, Acers, world record holder for simultaneous chess 
exhibition play will launch his Nationwide Simultaneous Exhibition Tour with a 
special, exclusive tour for CCCA affiliates. Mr. Acers is perhaps the fastest- 
rising chess player in the United States today. So illustrious has his career 
become that feature stories have appeared in Sports Illustrated md the New York 
Times concerning him. Many highly-placed players have predicted his advancement 
to the International Master title in the near future. At age 17, Mr. Acers was 4 
rated chess master, the youngest ever in the southern United States, and was Chess 
Champion of Louisiana State. At 22, he captured the world record for a simultan- 
eous exhibition by playing 114 games—-winning them all in 8% hours. Now at 26, 
he recently drew a match with International Grandmaster Walter S. Browne, 21, of 
Australia, at Berkeley. One of the world's most active exhibitors, the Master 
gave almost 100 simultaneous exhibitions in 1970 alone. 

Mr. Acers's Nationwide Tour will take him to prisons, hospitals, orphanages, 
public institutions, and chess clubs in the Western US and Mexico (1 April-3] May), 
the Southwestern and Southern US (1 June-20 August), and the Northeastern US (15 
September-20 December). Clubs interested in hosting an exhibition by Mr. Acers 
should write his national tour directer, Lloyd A. Kavich, 570 Union Street, Apartment 
301, San Francisco, CA 94133. Mr. Acers will report directly to Chess Voice on 
the progress of his Nationwide Tour.

Mr. Fred Cramer, FIDE (World Chess Federation) Vice President for Zone 5 
(U. S. A.), who is this country's representative at the annual FIDE Congresses, 
has entrusted to me the pleasant duty of reporting to US chess players and offi- 
cials the decisions made in the chess laws field at the recent Siegen Congress 
(September 1970). The following is a resume of all such decisions. When the 
complete minutes of the Congress are released, a complete version in the FIDE's 
official wording will be published as a supplement to my Tournament Direction 


Guide and Manual. 


Six questions were posed to the Permanent Commission of the FIDE for the 
Laws of the Game. 

Question 1. In terms of Article 16.5 ("The Resumption of the Game") of the 
Laws, what happens when "the envelope containing the sealed move has disappeared 
but it is still possible to establish by an agreement between the players the 
position at the adjournement and the times used until that moment"? 

Answer. "The game .. . has to be continued." 

Question 2. "What are the consequences when a player or team withdraws or 
fis/ expelled from a tournament?" 

Answer. The prelimary reply given by the Commission at the 1969 Congress is 
now made final. This reply was that "if a player for team/ has not completed at 
least 50% of his games . . «, the points scored by him or against him are not 
counted in the final standings; otherwise, they are counted (cf. Martin E. Morrison 
and Elwin C. Meyers, Tournament Direction Guide and Manual (Oakland: Central 
California Chess Association, Cc. 1969), p. I-III .27-18/. 

Question 3. In regard to Article 8 ("The Touched Piece"), the Commission ex- 
pressed "complete agreement" with the statement of Kenneth Harkness in the Offi- 
cial Chess Rulebook (New York: David McKay, c. 1970), p. 38, letters c) and d). 
Also, the Commission ruled that "paragraph 3 of that Article should be understood 
thus, that "if a player wishes to claim that his opponent has broken this rule, he 
must do so before himself touching a man," another suggestion of Mr. Harkness. 

Question 4 and Answer. The history of this question, originated by me and 
submitted by the USCF, has been discussed elsewhere. The Commission ruled, in 
regard to Article 17.1 ("The Loss of the Game"), that "special regulations should 
be allowed in so far as they are required for the conducting of tournaments .. . 
in which the number of players is large and the number of officials is rather 
small." 

Question 5. May a player write down his move on his score sheet before making 
the move on the chessboard? US players should be aware that International Grand- 
master Robert J. Fischer insists that such a procedure violates FIDE Laws (cf. 

Ed Edmondson, "Fischer Dialogue," Chess Life & Review, June 1970, p. 317). 

Answer. Fischer is wrong. The Commission ruled that "the player should have 
the right of choice." 

Question 6 and Answer. The preliminary form of the "Recommendations to Or- 
ganizers of International Tournaments," published in 1969, was adopted as final 
at this year's Congress. 

Supplement No. 4 ("Supplementary Rules for the Blind Players") was amended 
by substituting for it the proposal of the International Braille Chess Association. 
The new version contains only a few changes from the previous procedure, 

The Commission's seven members, elected for a four-year tern, include Inter- 
national Master B. Harry Golombek, noted British chess organizer and author, and 
our own Kenneth Harkness. Our fondest congratulations are extended to Mr. 
Harkness, who is, to our knowledge, the first of our countrymen to serve on 
this international Commission. Newly elected FIDE President, International Grand- 
master Machgielis Euwe, of the Netherlands, serves as the eighth member and 
chairman of the Commission.

To obtain them, a player must produce an unexpired CSCF 
membership card or join the CSCF upon registration at the tournament.

103 Participate in Regional Golden Bear Tournament 

The Regional Golden Bear Chess Tournament, another Central California record- 
breaking event, drew 103 players to the Berkeley Central YMCA and the University 
of California at Berkeley on the weekend of 12-14 February. The tournament was 
marked by one unique factor: play was suspended, then finally postponed on 13 
February because of bomb threats against the University. Tournament Directors 
Martin E. Morrison, CCCA Chairman and Member of the USCF Tournament Director Certi- 
fication Committee, and Elwin C. Meyers, & USCF Director, quickly aquired 4 new 
site for Sunday, and because of the utmost co§peration on the part of all players 
and fast re-organizationeal work on the part of the directors, play on the 14th 
went very smoothly—even more so than usual! 

Charles Pardini, of San Francisco, with 24-4, and Takashi Kurosaki, also of 
San Francisco, with 2-l, topped the Master /Expert Division to win a $10 gift cer- 
tificate to Chess Digest each. 

Heading the Class A Division with 4-0 were Craig N. Barnes, of Oakland, and 
Stephen G. Quen, of Alameda, who shared the $90 prize. Both are not even 16! 
Following at 3-1 were Robert Anderson, Robert Hasson, William Rogosin, and Ronald S. 
Thacker. 

Lawrence Hughes, who recently placed second behind International Grandmaster 
Walter S. Browmme in the Third Annual San Francisco Open, easily took first place 
in the Class B Division with a perfect 4-0. Also tieing for first was Bruce Keeney. 
The two, both Berkeley residents, split $90. Roger K. Alexander, of El Cerrito, 
and John L. Peterson, of San Jose, followed at 34-4. 

Although no player in the Class C Division attained a perfect score, two, 
Michael A. Maloney, of Berkeley, and Michael W. Tomey, of Sunnyvale, accunm lated 
34 out of 4 points to win their division and split the $90 prize. Claud D. McHorse, 
Jr., Anthony Mock, and Kenneth C. Weng scored 3-1 in the division. 

In the Classes D/E Division, Matthew Hubbard, of Alameda, took a clear first 
with 34 points out of 4. Following was Donald Gordon, of San Jose, with 3-l. 

First place in the division netted $20.

the Bay Area. 

Next day, after a sightseeing tour of the 
Bay Area with his host, the grandmaster sat 
for an interview with the editors of Chess 
Voice, Martin E. Morrison and Elwin C. 
Meyers, in the elegant surroundings of his 
host's Piedmont home. (The interview with 
Mr. Gligori¢ will be found elsewhere in this 
issue.) After the interview and an informal 
chat over coffee (tea for the grandmaster), 
Mr. Gligorié was off to Oakland for his only 
Simultaneous exhibition in the East Bay. 

Starting at 7:30 p.m., the eleven—time 
Yugoslavian champion handled his 31 opponents 
with an experienced, trim grace. Losing only 
to Craig N. Barnes, Donald F. Dean, Jerry 
Gerhardt, and G. Mehta, and drawing with 
Milenko Despot, the grandmaster completed 
the exhibition in less than four hours. 

One of the outstanding games of the exhibi- 
tion was that played by Oakland Chess Club 
member Craig N. Barnes (Black) against the

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***UNDERSTANDING CHESS LAWS AND TOURNAMENT DIRECTION: 
THE PROBLEM OF THE TEMPORARY ADJUDICATION***

"To allocate scores for pairing purposes, unfinished games may be temporarily 
adjudicated." (Kenneth Harlkmess, Official Chess Handbook, p. 123.) 

Here, in one short sentence, is contained the basis for one of the most vexing 
questions in tournament direction: the problem of the temporary adjudication. 

With the increase of Swiss System tournaments in which rounds are scheduled to be 
completed in one playing period, with adjourned games to be played off when time 
permits, tournament directors are faced with the problem of how to score adjourned 
games in order to pair succeeding rounds. Such temporary adjudications sometimes 
lead to pairings that, when the adjourned games have been played off, are clearly 
unjust. A number of systems have been suggested in recent years to minimize the 
detrimental effect of temporary adjudications. For the benefit of players, organi- 
zers, officials, and directors, I shall review some of the major suggestions pro- 
posed in the recent chess literature, so that they may be analyzed and tested across 
the country with the goal of determining the fairest solution to the problem. 

I. THE "ALL-DRAW" SYSTEM. Used by Professor Seth C. Hawkins, member of the 
USCF Tournament Director Certification Committee, this system dictates that "adjour- 
ned games are considered draws for both players until completed, for pairing pur- 
poses." The recommendation of this system is its very simplicity and ease for the 
tournament director, who often has many adjourned games to adjudicate temporarily. 
Also, since no personal discretion is used in adjudicating games under this system, 
such temporary adjudications are incontestable by the players. However, though 
the pairings will thus not be off by more than one-half point if either player wins, 
many players and directors feel that this system is not accurate enough. (Ce. 

Seth C. Hawkins, "Rules Governing USCF Rated Tournaments Directed by Prof. Seth C.

II. THE "DISCRETIONARY SYSTEM. In this system the tournament director, if 
qualified, or some qualified adjudicator or panel of adjudicators, has the respon- 
sibility of estimating the likely outcome of each unfinished game, which is temp- 
orarily scored accordingly. The temporary adjudications might thus correspond more 
accurately to the future results of the games when played off, but there are dif- 
ficulties in the execution of this system, among them: (1) deliberate or uncon- 
scious favoritism on the part of the adjudicator toward one of the two players in 
a game; (2) possible lack of any qualified, unbiased adjudicators; (3) doubt about 
the factors to be taken into consideration in the adjudication (etre. should time 
on the clocks, ratings of the players, etc., enter into the decision?); (4) the 
time involved to deal with each unfinished game individually; (5) the possibility 
of being one full point off in the pairings of both players; (6) possible dissat- 
isfaction of the players with a decision. (Cf, Kenneth Harkness, The Official 
Blue Book and Encyclopedia of Chess, pp. 147-8.) 
Ill. THE “ALL-WIN" SYSTEM. James A. Davies proposed in 1969, according to 
the policy of the Minnesota State Chess Federation, that in most cases both players 
in an unfinished game be paired "as if they had /both/ won the game." He listed 
four advantages of this system: (1) quicker termination of games, as the players 
would not want to be paired as if they had won 4 game which would eventually be 
lost or drawn; (2) encouragement of players "to resume their game at the earliest 
possible opportunity since they are only affecting their own pairings adversely 
by postponing it"; (3) avoidance of the complaint "that a player in contention 
may have had easier pairings because of an adjourned game which he eventually won"; 
(4) elimination of the necessity for an adjudicator to deal with each unfinished 
game. Mr. Davies's suggestion elicited both strong proponents and strong opponents. 
On the one side, Lt. Col. Edmund B. Edmondson, chairman of the USCF Tournament Di- 
rector Certification Committee, thought it "effective."' On the other side, Isaac 
I. Kashdan, FIDE Judge and member of the Certification Committee, thought it "not 
fiar for the player with the inferior game,"' who would be paired with a player con- 
siderably higher in the standings, and Kenneth Harkness, author of the Blue Book, 
Handbook, and Official Chess Rulebook and also a member of the Certification Com- 
mittee, declared it to be "contrary to the fundamental rules and objectives of the 
Swiss System," in that's pairing system is not intended as 4 means of penalizing the 
players, and the idea of calling two players Winners of the same game violates the 
basic law of the Swiss System that contestants with equal scores must be paired if 
possible." (cf. Chess Life, May 1969, p. 173, and October 1969, p. 402, and the 
Los Angeles Times, 10 August 1969.)

fi March 1971 marked the third anniversary of the founding of the Central 
California Chess Association. In commemoration of this event, we are publishing 
this historical article, which appeared in the 1970 United States Open Chess Cham— 


pionship Book .--EDS./ 


THE PROBLEM. Central California covers an area of over 92,000 square miles 
across the breadth of California between Sacramento in the north and Bakersfield 
in the south, including the San Francisco—OQakland Metropelitan Area. Equivalent 
in size to the states of New York, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Connecticut, and 
Rhode Island combined, Central California contains 6 few thousand chess players and 
over fifty chess clubs, yet USCF membership and activities were comparatively mini- 
mal for so large an area, and very little commnication existed among the various 
clubs in the area. The problem, then, was to create an organization to promote 
chess in general, and USCF membership and activity in particular, on a regional 
basis, given the existence of a number of already well-established clubs. The 
following is an account of how our area attacked the problem and what we learned 
from our experience. ‘We feel that our problem undoubtedly exists in other parts 
of the country, and we hope that we may be able to encourage other organizers to 
take action and to help them through sharing our own experiences with them. 

THE GROUNDWORK. Although chess organizers, especially chess club officers, 
had been voicing their desire for more communication and USCF activity for some 
time, the seemingly enormous task of setting up a regional organization to accom— 
plish these goals discouraged many. However, the few organizers who not only saw 
the necessity for such an organization but also were dedicated to bringing it into 
existence, finally decided to act and, after informing their fellow organizers at 
other clubs of their intentions, called an organizational meeting at tne quarters 
of a centrally—located, large club. The support of a large club and the calling 
of the meeting in the favorable atmosphere of such a club will contribute to a 
successful meeting. 

TH FIRST ORGANIZATIONAL MEETING. Our first meeting, held on 1 March 1968, 
drew eighteen organizers and interested chess players, representing eight clubs— 
a gratifying turnout. Remember that chess players, perhaps more than any other 
hobbyists, seem to avoid meetings like the plague. Many enjoy the advantages of 
the organizational work of others, but few will offer a helping hand themselves, 
So, an overwhelming turnout is not necessary, just a handful of dedicated organ- 
izers. Given time, patience, and energy, the organization will grow from even 
small beginnings. Once the organizers and players had been brought together, 
strange things began to happen. The "steering committee," the four organizers 
who were the moving force behind the meeting, had prepared a possible set of 
bylaws and expected debate, but not action. Surprisingly, the meeting adopted 
the bylaws with few mocifications within a few hours. The highlights of the form 
of the organization, to be named the Central California Chess Association, were as 
follows. (1) The organization would become "an affiliate of the USCF."" (2) The 
organization's purposes would be to coBUrdinate on a regional basis "chess activity, 
clubs, and players"; to "sponsor tournaments, leagues, matches, and other forns 
of chess competition alone or in conjunction with other chess clubs and organi- 
zations"; and to publish a mgazine for regional communication. (3) The organi- 
zation would be based upon clubs, which would be affiliated to it on application, 
and the members of those affiliates would "automatically be the members" of the 
organization, In this way the existence of the established clubs was utilized 
as the foundation of the organization. (4) Money would be raised by assessing the 
affiliates Yon the basis of the number of members" in each, (5) Officers would 
be 's Chairran, a Secretary, a Treasurer, a League Director, an Editor, and a Pub- 
licity Director." (6) General meetings of the menibership would be held at quarterly 
intervals and voting would be by affiliate, to prevent. the larger affiliates from 
imposing their will on the smaller ones. (7) An Executive Board, consisting of 
the officers, was to handle minor or emergency matters occuring between general 
membership meetings, if necessary. The first organizational meeting adjourned 
with officers to be elected and affiliations to be taken at the second meeting, 
held shortly, within one month, after the first. In the meantime, the other 
clubs in the area were to be notified of the founding of the organization. 
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THE SECOND VEETING. Momentum had started; twenty-nine organizers and interes— 
ted players turned out, and nine clubs were affiliated. Officers were elected 
(sought from various geographical areas within the region), the amount of affiliste 
assessments was fixed at a nominal 20¢ per member bimonthly (it has not been 
necessary in over two years to increase the amount), and the machinery for prompt 
publication of the first issue of the magazine was enacted. Warning: Possible 
officers should be checked out before eleetions. Since we were forced to proceed 
faster than we had expected, two of the nine charter officers slipped in without 
being well-known to the group. Both soon left the area without giving any advance 
notice. It would be wise to promote the election only of well-known and established 
organizers and to "wean" enthusiastic, but unknown quantities. Also, the most 
active partisan of the organization, preferably the Chairmen, should closely super-— 
vise the other officers for a while to offer help and to be able to step in, in 
such an emergency aswe have mentioned above. Luckily, we did have this "second 
line of defense." 

SOME ADVICE. A thing which we overlooked at the time--find out who the area's 
USCF Directors are and engage them from the beginning to help and promote the organ- 
ization actively. Secondly, keep the organization as open and democratic as possible. 
It is often easier to let a few organizers take over and to transact business within 
a closed clique, since there will be little opposition, but the good of the organi- 
zation will better be served by allowing all interested members to debate openly and 
vote democratically on the issues. Among other things, this openness will promote 
good will, a broad exchange of ideas, and future candidates for office-—-—all of which 
are necessary if the organization is to flourish. Never for an instant have we 
regretted our decision to keep the CCCA open and democratic from the beginning. 

THE ORGANIZATION'S MAGAZINE. The importance of the organization's magazine 
cannot be overstressed. ‘The Editors should preferably be experienced, as ours 
fortunately were, but above all they should be reliable and have a'feel" and jest 
for the job and for constantly improving the quality of the magazine. The maga— 
zine itself should first of all be issued regularly, at least bimonthly, and should 
be oriented to the organization's activities and those of the affiliates. Thus, 
local news, a tournament calendar, a listing of the affiliates' meeting times end 
places, the organization's official business, for example, should be included and 
stressed more than national and international news, which such magazines as Chess 
Life & Review can cover far better. Members should be brought in as columists 
and news correspondents, and space should be allowed to anyone who wants to "sound 
off" on a matter of regional interest in a Letters to the Editor colum. A copy 
of the magazine should be sent regularly to all known clubs in the region, whether 
affiliates or not, as well as the USCF Directors. The prime goal should be full 
communication among all chess players and clubs of the region. 

USCF PROMOTION. The heart of the organization's activities should be oriented 
toward the USCF. Non-—USCF members should not be overlooked, and activities should 
be planned for them too, but for the continuing maintenance of chess activity with 
a broad base, USCF orientation is the key. Some advice based on our promotional 
exneriences follow. (1) affiliate the organization to the USCF together with as 
many affiliates as possible. The benefits are great compared to the small yearly 
fee of $10. (2) Return to the members the 20% commission on the collection of 
USCF membership dues. With this 20% discount on USCF membership, new memberships 
will be more readily forthcoming. This discount, together with the many benefits 
of USCF membership, including a monthly subscription to Chess Life & Review, will 
ensure increasing support for USC} chess activities. (3) Conduct USCF tournaments, 
leagues, and other events. USCF events will stimmlate USCF memberships, and 
USCF memberships in turn will stimulate USCF events, so that a chain reaction will 
start which will spur on the area's chess activity. (4) Disseminate information 
about USCF events and membership in the organization's magazine and by displaying 
copies of Chess Life & Review and the USCF Merchandize Catalogue. Submit names of 
prospective members to the USCF for mailing of a sample copy of Chess Life & Review 
and information about the benefits of USC membership. (5) Sponsor tournements with 
low entry fees, so players will more easily be able to pay their USCF dues in the 
beginning. Our organization reduced entry fees in tournaments from a previous 
regional average of 310 to $5. By this means we have found players are more willing 
to pay USCF¥ membership dues to play in the tournaments. 

THE RESULTS. In the last three months alone USCF membership in California has 
risen more than 22%, and over the two year existence of our organization, we esti- 
mate that membership has increased more than fivefold. USCF tournaments have in- 
creased in frequency from about four per year to over thirty per year. The number 
of our affiliates has grown from the original nine to thirty-three, and the number 
of members has more than doubled. We now have a league with fourteen all-—USCF teams. 
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We believe similar results are possible for the many other areas which find them-— 

selves in our pre-1968 condition, and we only hope that by sharing our experiences, 

the mistakes and the successes, others will be encouraged to attempt regional or- 

ganization, So productive for the support and expansion of chess and the USCF.

***GLEANINGS FROM GLIGORIC: 
AN EXCLUSIVE INTERVIEW WITH INTERNATIONAL GRANDMASTER SVETOZAR GLIGORIC#** 
By MARTIN E. MORRISON and ELWIN C. MEYERS, Chess Voice Editors 


Seated in the elegant parlor of Milenko Despot's home in the 
Piedmont hills, we eagerly awaited the appearance of Yugoslavian 
International Grandmaster Svetozar Gligorié for his exclusive inter- 
view with us for Chess Voice. The grandmaster, having just arisen 
from a mid-afternoon nap, came down the stairs to greet us a few 
minutes after our arrival. Hewasa striking figure in person, darkly 
handsome, impeccably dressed, with aristocratic features set off by 
a smartly trimmed moustache. We shook hands, sat down over re— 
freshments, and began the interview. 

Q. Yugoslavia has always done well in international competitions, particularly 
in the Interzonals. This is especially true considering its size in comparison to 
the United States and the Soviet Union. How do you account for this success? 

A. My country has a long tradition of chess starting with Dr. Kostid¢ before the 
First World War. Then between the two World Wars many young players began to play. 
After the war when there was a social change, even the government helped out. The 
Yugoslavian press gives large space to chess, which gives chess much publicity. 

Q. Do you think this strength will continue? 

A. Yes. Of course there are problems. There is no professional status for 
players. There is no money for players, just for the official tournaments. There 
are many good young players developing too. 

Q. The United States Chess Federation has been undergoing remarkable expansion 
over the past few years. I am sure the most players in this country are completely 
unaware of the organizational structure of chess in Yugoslavia. Could you enlighten 
us? 





A. US chess organization may be stronger in & way than Yugoslavia's. Of course 
the United States is mch bigger. Yugoslavia may have a better percentage of players, 
but the organization is not that strong. There are always efforts to organize 
schools, but these are temporary, not permanent activities. 

Q. Recently you wrote in your columm in Chess Life & Review: "Players have 
been obliged to change their style of life in favor of more or less complete dedi- 
cation to their chess activity." Do you think this is desirable? 

A. This is mostly on the international level. I have felt the change myself 
in everyday practice. 

Q. What was you best tournament ? 

A. There were several: the Candidates' Tournament of 1953, for that involved 
all the best grandmasters, the Piatigorsky Tournament of 1963, and also some of the 
Olympics. 

Q. What was your best game? 

A. That is very hard to say. I have won a number of brilliancy prizes, but 
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to pick one is difficult. The opening vs. Botvinnik in Tel Aviv was very good, be- 
cause I created new ideas at the board and sacrificed a piece. 

Q. Naturally chess players in this country and throughout the world are greatly 
interested in the upcoming Championship Matches. Do you have any predictions? 

A. I do not think there will be any surprises. I hope the title is in danger 
of going outside of Russia. The main challenger is Fischer, aFthough Larsen has a 
chance. If Fischer is in top form, he should have little difficulty. 

Q. Do you agree, by the way, with the current structure of the championship 
qualifications? 

A. No. The number of games grandmasters heve to play should be radically 
diminished. There is an idea by Dr. Euwe /®IDE President/ to automatically exempt 
the best grandmasters from the Zonals and to cut the number of rounds. One of our 
masters has written that now it is a "merathon competition." 

Q. You have given the Engtish-speaking chess world a fine book in your Selec- 
ted Chess Masterpieces. Do you plan to write any other books in English? 

A. I have just completed one small manuscript, more as @ journalist than as } 
a chess player, but the book is about chess. It gives the human side of world chess, 
It will be published soon in London, and I know it will be out in the US. 

Q. In an interview with Larry Evans a year ago, we were told that few top play- 
ers in the United States could write well. Is this true of European masters as well? 

A. Several can write well. I cannot say they are journalists as I am. I just 
got a silver sign for 25 years of service in the Yugoslavian Journalists' Union. 
I was one of the first journalists in Yugoslavia after the war. | 

Q. Getting back to international competition--what is yow view of the USSR J 
vs. The World match? | 

A. The Soviet team was very lucky. I hope next time we will be better. This 
time they were better prepared. 

Q. Will there definitely be another match? 

A. I really don't know. There have been suggestions, but the problem is 
money. 

Q. How in fact was the last match. arranged? 

A. It was organized mostly by people connected with Chess Informant. They 
had some money and got various enterprizers and institutes to come through. Then 
finally two governments, the Yugoslavian and Serbian donated some when there 
was a danger money: would be short. The tournament book has done well, and I think 
they got their money back. . 

Q. The FIDE /World Chess Federation/ has undergone a crucial change with the 
retirement of Folke Rogard as President and the election this year of Machgielis 
Fuwe as the new President. Could you say something about Dr. Rogard's adminstration 
and what we might expect from the new President? 

A. Dr. Rogard had great success in times of political crisis and during the 
Cold War in keeping chess competitions on a friendly basis, but the whole organi- 
zation was getting routine. There are new problems, new times. Perhaps there 
should not be a system for the Championship at all. Maybe the challenger should 
be selected by FIDE. 

Q. Do you think the new system for qualification to international titles, which 
is based on a mathematical rating system devised by our countryman Arpad E. Elo and 
several Soviet scientists, is a good idea? 

A. I was a member of the FIDE Qualifications Committee for 20 years. I am not 
any longer, and I am not sure that I am expert enough at mathematics. I feel the 
Elo system is almost perfect, but I am not sure that there are not some flaws, I have 
felt some of them. It favors those who play less often and hurts those who do not 
need to play for more than a certain percentage to gain a title or to win a team match. 
In the last Olympics I sacrificed myself by playing with the black pieces. I was 
satisfied. to draw, but this cost me rating points. 

Q. We are both very interested in the Laws of Chess and tournament direction. 
Who in your opinion are the best tournament directors at the international level. 

A. There are a good number. Isaac Kashdan of the U. S. for one, There are 
several from Yugoslavia and the Soviet Union. This is no problem. 

Q. What are the attributes of the good tournament director? 

A. The titie is not important. They should know the practical problems of 
chess players. A knowledge of several languages is @ great help. There are many 
who speek many languages, as O'Kelly and Euwe, and many that do not. One recent 
problem involved the religion of Fischer and Reshevsky. As you know, Parma did not 
play his last round vs. Fischer in the Interzonal. This was not to protest Fischer. 
Parma was promised that all games of the last round would be played at the same 
time.

Peter J. Manetti, 
Third Expert at 3-1 received a $7.50 Chess Digest gift certificate, and James 
McCormick and Robert R. Stetson, Fourth-Fifth Expert at 24-14, received a $1.25 
gift certificate each. Richard R. Roubal, having faced stiff opposition, was 
the only "A" to score 24-14, thus earning him $75.00.

***UNDERSTANDING CHESS LAWS AND TOURNAMENT DIRECTION: 
THE PROBLEM OF THE TEMPORARY ADJUDICATION (PART 2 ) x** 
By MARTIN E, MORRISON

In my last column I surveyed three of the major systems used for temporary 
adjudication: the "All-Draw," the "Discretionary," and the "All-Win." In this 
column I shall complete the survey with an analysis of three others, 

IV, THE "KASHDAN" SYSTEM. "The Director asks each player in an ad journed 
game whether he is playing for a win or draw. If both are satisfied with a draw, 
then that is the result, and the game is recorded normally. If one player states 
that he is content to draw, the director pairs the first player as if he had won, 
and the second as if he had drawn. When the game is actually played off, both 
players will of course do the best they can. The director's requests are only to 
help him pair the following round, and should have no impact on the actual game, 
If both players state they are playing for a win, then the director is justified 
in pairing both as if they had won. They will then have presumably stronger op-— 
ponents in the following round, but in effect they have asked for it." Grand— 
master Kashdan's system is an ingenious refinement of the "All-Win" System. 

Of course, the director must ask his questions of each player individually and in 
private; otherwise Article 18,1 of the FIDE Laws would be violated. Some have 
reservations about the Kashdan procedure, though, in that it does not seem to 
conform to Article 17a.1 in the manner of offering draws, brings in a third party 
(the director), who may affect the result of the game and who may bring about a 
result outside a direct agreement between the two players. Mr. Harkness's objec- 
tion to the "All-Win" System would presumably be applicable here as well. On 

the practical side, Gordon S, Barrett, a director in Southern California who uses 
the 'Kashdan" System regularly, reports excellent results with it, there having been 
in his experience only two games out of 126 in which both players maintained that 
they were playing for a win. (Los Angeles Times, 10 August 1969; Terrachess, 8 
December 1970, p. 1066.) 

V. THE "PEASE" SYSTEM. Because the "Kashdan" System permits a temporary 
adjudication to be off one full point (in the case where both players say that 
they are playing for a win, and one subsequently loses), Ronald Pease, a director 
in Southern California, has proposed the following system. "If a player is play- 
ing for a draw he'll be paired as a draw, If he is playing for a Win, the director 
should assign him 3/4 of a point (!) for pairing purposes. Also if the director 
thinks, after looking at the position, that the player playing for a draw (if the 
other player is playing for a win) has a lost position, he should assign him } of 
a point, for pairing purposes. This system would have the following effect (par- 
ticularly in large tournaments): Many times players with unfinished games would 
land in the same group & would be paired . . . against one another." Although 
this system eliminates the defect in the "Kashdan" System it proposes to correct, 
the other reservations remain, (Southern California Chess Players News, October 
1970, p. 3.) 

VI. THE "BCP" SYSTEM, The British Chess Federation has an interesting tem- 
porary adjudication system which combines aspects of the "Discretionary" and "Pease" 
Systems. The seventh Rule for_BCF Swiss System Tournaments reads in pert: "For 
the purpose of making a draw /pairing/ for the next round, provisional ad judica— 
tions of unfinished games are best classified as follows: Probably Win (1), 
Probable Draw (4), Probable Loss (0), Possible Win (1-), Possible Draw (4-). 

This often enables players with unfinished games to be used as floaters [odd men 
in the same score group to be transferred to another score group/." Both the 
“Pease” and "BCF" Systems recognize a category between 0 and 4 and between 4 and 
1, but whereas the "Pease" System uses the player's evaluation of his own game as 
a basis for temporary adjudication, the "BCF" System attempts a refinement of the 
"Discretionary" System. (Year Book of Chess, 1967-1968, p. 36.) 

Directors' and players' comments on and experiences with any of these or 
other systems of temporary adjudication will be welcomed for future columns. 
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***GLEANINGS FROM GLIGORIC: ; 
AN EXCLUSIVE INTERVIEW WITH INTERNATIONAL GRANDMASTER SVETOZAR GLIGORIC 
(PART 2)**x

In the last issue we presented Part I of an interview Grand- 
master Gligoric, who then spoke of various aspects of international 
chess competition and of his own chess career. In this concluding 
Part he reveals his personal ambitions and non-chess interests, 
conveys his impressions of the Bay Area, and gives penetrating 
thumbnail sketches of prominent international players. 

* 

Q. What other interests do you have besides chess? 

A. My only salary is from journalism. I've been with Radio 
Belgrade for nine years, and I write for a daily and a weekly. I do reportages, 
columns on foreign policy. I've been to many countries. Music is my favorite 
avocation. I am not an expert. I would like to be a musician more than anything 
else. 

Q. Yugoslavia certainly does have many outstanding musical groups—-I Solisti 
di Zagreb, for example. 

A. Yes, I know them slightly. 

rie Is this your first visit to the Bay Area, by the way? 

A. No, Iwas here for five days in 1952 during my first visit to the US, when 
I played in a small tournament in Beverly Hills organized by the late Hermann 
Steiner. I liked the Bay Area very much. Then I believe I was here for a short 
while after the Piatigorsky Tournament in 1963. This time I arrived at night by 
air to San Francisco, and I was really surprised at the intensity of the lights—- 
not just the number, but the intensity. I knew at once I wasn't in Europe. 

Q. When we interviewed Larry Evans last year /"Larry Evans Speaks Out," An 
Interview by Martin E. Morrison and Elwin C. Meyers, Chess Voice, April-May 1970, 
pp. 12-14/, we had him give some thumbnail sketches of prominent players. Perhaps 
we could have you do the same. To begin with, what would you say about Mr. Evans 
himself? 

A. <A very good player. He has a very broad knowledge of openings. He doesn't 
play sufficiently often to get the best results. He is a half-professional like me. 
However, I'm more professional now than I was two years ago, because there are so 
many strong players who are devoted to chess and knowledgeable. I can't say whether 
I approve of the increased demands of chess or not. It's a given fact, and you have 
to adapt yourself to it. 

Q. Bobby Fischer? 

A. One of the most gifted players I ever saw. I don't think he's perfect in 
all phases of the game. It all comes out because he plays so seldom. The way he 
practices chess it's a real miracle he gets such outstanding results, and that 
proves him very right to try for the Championship. 

Q. Bill Addison, a Bay Area resident? 

A. (With a rueful smile) I had a bitter experience with him at the Inter- 
zonal, It may have cost me qualifying, because I tried too hard after I lost to 
him. I was almost ready to give him a draw in our game, but I underestimated him. 
The Interzonal was a very hard tournament. California is strong, but it is not 
a center of chess competition. Addison did reasonably well for his first try. 

Q. Pal Benk8? 

A. Very strong and experienced, but somehow plays less now with less results. 
Maybe his ambition has diminished, as mine has, 

Q. Bernard Zuckerman, who recently acquired his title? 

A. 





I know little about him. I'm glad he got his title. I've heanmhis know- 
ledge of openings is immense. 

Q. Just how important is that, in your opinion? 

A. It's not the first condition for success. Huebner doesn't have special 
strength and has done well, but it is really necessary if a player wants to be 
among the top twelve or so. Huebner has a lot of time to acquire it, but he needs 
a lot of time. 

Q. What about other Yugoslavian players? 

A. They are not in top form now, because they play in too many competitions 
and get exhausted. Matulovic is the best young player, of course. Some call him 
J'adoubovic, because he said "j'adoube" against Bilek in the previous Interzonal 
after he had touched a piece, then realized it was a mistake. Another problem is 
that it is unfortunate young pleyers have difficulty getting their international 
titles when we know they are of master strength. My second has been waiting for 
eight years and now has been invited to a tournament in Havana. 

Q. Finally, how do you view your own future in chess? 

A. I count I have maybe ten years or more that I can play on even terms with 
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the best grandmasters—or almost on even terms. I think I can improve too in the 
meantime. I think I play better now and might play even better next year, but 
whatever I do, the others do the same. 

Q. By the way, as a matter of protocol, what is the correct pronunciation of 
your name? 

A. The accent is on the first syllable, and the final c is soft. It sounds 
like "itch," not "ick." “a 

* 

Now, a few of our own observations on the interview and the grandmaster. 
Mr. Gligoric's manner is that of a diplomat, cordial and careful to avoid offense, 
It would be difficult to imagine him in an argument. His Fnglish is excellent, 
lightly accented and occasionally a little odd syntactically, yet always under-— 
standable, and he possesses a vocabulary exceeding that of a good number of native 
Americans. His intelligence becomes apparent in many ways—-his previously mentioned 
vocabulary, careful deliberation, and precise answers. In fact, the best word to des- 
cribehimis "precise." When confronted with general questions, he responds by 
narrowing the question to specifics. His mind is orderly, logical--eminent ly 
suitable for his chosen fields, chess and journalism.

International Grandmaster Isaac I. Kashdan, of Los Angeles, California, 
is beyond question one of the top journalists in the chess world today. His weekly 
colum in the Los Angeles Times is noted for its top grade analysis and detailed 
reporting of chess events. Mr. Kashdan has now begun a series of tournament book- 
lets for the USCF, the first two products of which have just now appeared. They 
promise that without doubt the series will be indispensable for all players in- 
terested in keeping abreast of the most recent developments in the chess world.
